The case of Peter Cable, a suit for 
alleged arrears of wage's against Cap- 
tain Witt, of the .shl!) Socotra, (,'ot In-- 
to court i)t last yesterday and was 
heard before Mr, .Tustice .Martin slt- 
tlnK as judge of the adinlraltj' court. 
Cable was rei)rescnted by Richard 
IjUWo and In response to ((ucstlons uu- 
bui'ileried hlMiselt of a tale of woe. His 
story went to show that he had been 
ileiiied proper supplies in the way of 
(dl by the cai)tain and as a result had 
injured himself severely, and had not 
been properly treated generally. Mr. 
Cable appeared to bo very much of 
a sea lawyer and wtts full of explana- 
tions as to the duty of the board of 
traile, the captain of thi- slili), and 
other individuals under various eon- 
ililion.-<. 

He said that lie had signed on .liin- 
tiiu'y 17, as cook and stewtird for a 
three years criil.se at Shields, Fng- 
land, for a wa^e of .'i a. month, and 
that e\-eryibliiK hail proceeded 
sinoothiy till .\pril 27, when he met 
with an accident to liis li'K. 

"I was Koliiff into llu! .galley," he 
said, "when 1 struck niy shin aK'Onst 
the oven door which was left open, 
Intllcting a sevoro vyound. It wa.s 
quite dark or the accident would not 
have occurred. It was dark because 
the captain and mate refused to give 
us enough oil although I had com- 
plained several times. The result was 
that I got a badly ulcerated Kk. and 
1 could not get the medicine 1 waiiP tl 
for nearly three weeks. I a.sked hliu 
for Goulard's extra.et, but h<; told me 
tliat was poison and no jjood for what 
I needed it for and said 1 must use 
Krlar's llals.'im. So 1 tooit It and 
used It against my will. It did no 
Kood, and liii.ally he K'I ve me some 
Ooulard's extract. He did iiol mias- 
ure it out .-IS the instructions rei|uirc, 
but just poureci it Into a eup with 
.<oinc water. He luid no bandages 
hut threw a piece of shirt into my 
bunk for me to use. The assistant 
cook got more oil the day after 1 v/as 
hurt. 

"When we got to Los Angeles, Dr, 
Brookes, the health ofllcer examined 
my leg and told mi! It noeiled hosjillal 
treatment. \ few days after, another 
doctor, a Dr, Smith, examined me and 
[jrescrlbed re'St ancl a simple ointment 
and bandaj^e which he ])lckcd out of 
the iiiedlcilie chest without even 
knowing its name. It got no btdter 
so I and anolier man were hustled off 
to the hospital where 1 slayial for .'lO 
ilays. Hefore p;oinf,'. I saw another 
doctor, iJr, l''if/.p;Urick, recommended 
by tlie consul there who also said 1 
must Ko to the hospital. From the 
time I llrst became sick the captain 
w.is very tibrupt and contemptuous 
In hla manner towards me. 1 wrote 
twice to the captain while In hospital, 
once asking for money. Ho never 
answered my letters, though he sent 
my baggage. 

"When 1 came out of hospital I went 
to the consul's office who showed me 
an account of niy wages. It w.is in- 
correct, iind I refused to give the pa- 
per liack. I went to San Francisco 
wliere the consul v.'aiited mo to put 
iu\- ntiine to a blank slieet of paieu', 
wlilcli 1 rofuse.l (o do. As I could 
n(]t ;,'et salisl';i rd ion either from the 
Los AuKoles or San Prtuudscii c'disul 
1 decided to follow tbi/ ship hi.'re. I 
lecidved alto);etlier Jlfj on account of 
my waKes from the two consuls. I 
never saw the captain from the time 
I was sent to the hospital till Sep- 
tember 23, when I saw htm In the of- 
tice of the shipping master here. He 
a.sked me what I was doing there, 
and I told him it was none of his bus- 
iness. He asked me if I would go 
back to my ship, I said no, I am 
afraid to ko back to the ship for fear 
my life miKlit be endangered. A mtis- 
ter who would steal from his mi?n 
would do av.ay witli a man. 1 do not 
consider that I have been legally dls- 
charKed iiinl 1 am owed Di:!'. 

I'ndei' cross r'.vainination by l'"red 
Peters K. C., f.u the defiMise, the 
witne^-;s admitted lie had had \aricose 
veiu^J, but said iberi' was not mueli 
sv.'ellint,' at llie place injurerl. Here 
coiinse-l wished .ludKe Martin to ex- 
amine the witness' leg to satisfy him- 
scU tliat varicose vcdns were the .sole 
lause of the trouble. His lordship, 
however, stated that he was not an ex- 
pert on varicose veins and it was 
decided to fetch a doctor. He admit- 
ted that the captain had never sworn 
at him and .s.iid that he gave good 
sallsfactlcui ;is a cook until hurt. He 
I admitlcd be had not paid his hosi)ltal 
i lees liiin."idf and tliat lil.-^ e.vpeiises t<j 
I S.aii l-'ranciscQ and board while there 
i had iilso liei.ii did'r.ayed fi>r iilni. Hi' 
] idainied lie ^vas opi-r;ited on for ul- 
j cerated hn and not. for varicose vein.^i. 
i He stiiil he was not aii.\linis to ko Io 
i hosijltal bill w.as told he had to f;o 
1 her.'. Tlie jieeouiit of \\af,'es iireseiited 
111 hiiu was eorrei't e.\-e,']ii for two ileiiis 
[ one for cash aih'.ineed, and the other 

a, cliar.ee fur clothing. Ho in.slsted j 
|ll,at he had had no discharge and 
that tho document iiresented to him 
la San Francisco was not filled In, so 
he would not take It. Ho said the 
reason why he would not ship on the 
Waterloa .at the same wages as he 
had been offered on the Socotra was 
that she wa.s a larger .ship with more 
work' and more men and thai at 
till! port wages of l''risco tlu! job was 
worth *."iO a month instead of $2.",. 

Dr. MeMleiOuif for the defense and 
Dr. 'leorj;,. Hall for tin- plalnlllT then 
testllU'd .as to Cable's lci;. 'i'lie forin- 
er sl.iteil th.at the jilaee where he bad 
lu ell Ilit on till' shin i.vas he.aled over 
and he could not now say iiow serious 
it li.'id liei'ii. N'.iricose veins wnuld 
I. lid to retard he.'ilinK. He said the 
opi-ralion luid nolliint; to do with the 
blow, but was performed on a different 
part of tho leg, . appiu-ently with the 
object of removing varicose veins. 
Under cross examination he said U 
hud been a pretty bad leg, and such 
an accident might produce general 
soreness and swelling. Dr. Hall said 
he thought the trouble had started 
by ;ui injury, and thiit varicose veins, 
if se\'ere, would tend to retard the 
lioalln.q of the wound, 

Ca.pt. Witt, of the ship Socotra said 
ho ne\'er swore, and had never put Iil.i5 
hand on any man, and lind done notli- 
Ing to put tlie man In ;in.\' fe.ir. lie 
llien proceialed to dolail the incnt.'i of 
the voyage from which It ,a]ipi'arcd 
that Cable Wiis an unusually bad 
cook, so imich so tlitit tho meals were 
frequently uneatable and that the men 
complained. He showed an entry In 
I he log to this effect. Ho said that 
the first ho heard of the Injury was 
about three ■weeks before making iiort, 
whcn:Cable asked him for some medi- 
cine. Ho tvas in rather a hurry at 
the time and thinking It was some 
trilling etit gave liim smno Friar's 
r!als;im. Tho ne.xl time he came ho 
examined the leg which appeared to 
be an old soi'e which h.ad healed over 
a long time before. Tho witness 
.thought that Cable was playing some 



game with him, buf' ho gave him Somd 
Goulard's Extract and some good- litit 
bandage. - He had a fully equipped 
inodicluo chest. He also told Cable 
he need not do any more work and so 
far as he knew he did nothing after 
that except look after the mess room 
table. Ho put another man lu the 
g.alley in his pliice. The leg looked as 
It there was nothing the iiiiUter with 
It except varicose veimi. Tlui \vltness 
denied he had kept the galley on a 
short allowiinco of oil, saying that he 
had never received any cotnpliilnts. 
Captiihi Witt swore that Ctihle was 
anxious 1(5 go to tlie hospital, and that 
the various doctors thought that while 
not absolutely necessary It. might do 
him some good, so "ho .sent him ' there. 
No deductions had been mtide from 
Ills pay on account of hospital ex- 
penses and the aniounl of waires due 
him had lieon left by liiin with the 
consul nt Los Angeles. lie adniitttal 
tliiit there was a small error in the 
accouiU. but said he had siin'c given 
the amount to tlie shlpimister at Vic- 
toria who had Cable's wages in keep- 
ing for him. 

Capttiln AVltt fold a siraight-away 
story which was not shaken In any 
material |iolnt \>y cross-examination. 
'.Phe mate also gave testimony C(M-rob- 
oratlng tho captain, and tlic case was 
iidjounied till Tuesday; Counsel on 
both .sides reserved a number of lech- 
nlciil objections, but by con.«ent all 
jwlnts of law wore reserved for later 
consideration -In order that these wit- 
nesses might be examined, as the ship 
Is due to sail. 




SERGEANT KAWTON 
DIED LAST EVENING 



Served as Police Officer in Vic- 
toria Twenty-one Years 
Tliis Month 



."-"lu-s'iant .Tiihii Hawleii, of the lo- 
cal iiollce force, died at il o'clock last 
evening in the Jubilee hospital after a 
little over two . weeks' sickness. 'I'wo 
weeks ago Thursday last he was taken 
to tho hospital suffering from pneu- 
monia. At first he was thought to be 
recovering but about a week ago lie 
took a turn for the worse, death en- 
suing last night. 

The late Sergeant Hawton was born 
in Cornwall, England, a little over 6S 
years ago. Upon reaching maturity 
iie joined tho Cornwal county con- 
st.ihulary but resigned from it tifter 
nine vears' service to come to British 
Cohinibla in l.SSl. For three years h<' 
was connected with tlie englneerlii« 
dep.irtment of the C.P.K., and wa.'i 
later transferred from this to become 
the personal attendant of .ludge 
O'Reilly ;it the Indian agency. ThroiiKli 
the Inlluence ol! .Judge, O'Reilly he 
procured a position upon the Vieleirla 
police force in ISSI. 

-After one j-ear's service it l.iec.aiue 
necessary for tho city to eeonomlze in 
I'xpens".-; and tlie four last men on tin.' 
force, of whom .Mr. JIawton was one, 
were laid off. In another year, how- 
ever, (.\fj\-i'inber IS.SG.I, lie was again 
appointed and served as constable un- 
til Miirch 1, lfi'.)l, when he was made 
sergeant. For tho last twen1y-on,-. 
years ho h;is been i-ontlnuously In the 
.service of the city. 

The late Sergeant .llawton liad ,1 
host of rieiids in Victoria and enjoyed 
a most enviable reinitation for hones- 
ty an.i Integrity in the perforiu.-ince or 
ills duties. 

lie is survived by a widow, two stej)- 
soas, i.'harles Ward, of this city, niul 
Albert Ward, of Whlto Horse, and also 
one step -daughter, Mrs. J. Calvin, of 
this city. Jailer Allen, of the loctil 
police force; was one of his oldest 
friends, hla actiualntance dating baeu 
to his life in Cornwall. 

He was a member of Court Vic- 
toria, A.O.P. 

The funeral will take place from the 
residence, 1101 Pandora street, on 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. and from St. John's 
church at 2.30 o'clock.

CANADA AND THE NAVY. 

There is a section in the Terms of 
Union that has been altogether lost 
sight of during recent years. It is 
section !>, which rcails ;is f.ill,,w..<: 

"The influence 
Government will be 
continued mainlcna 
Station at lOsciuiuiall." 

This with the other sections of the 
Terms of Union was as.sented to by 
the Queen in Council and formed a 
part of a solemn cmnpact cnieri'd irilo 
by the province of lirltish i.'olumbi.i 
and the Dominion of Canada with the 
assent and approvial of the British 
government. Wo are not going to 
enter Into a discussion at this stage 
ns to how the obligation of the Do- 
minion in the premises lias been l<( pt. 
We fancy, if the facts were known. 
It would be found out that the Do- 
minion government did nothing wliat- 
ever to comply with Its provisions, 
but on the contrary was even more 
than a consenting party to I ho re- 
moval of the fleet and the ilisinantliug 
of the Na'val Station. The fiict Is 
))atont to every ono that the fleet has 
been removed and the station hii.t 
been taken over by the Dominion 
government, and what we wish to 
j/nlnt out is that this leaves unfiil- 
lilled an obligation which thn ii,i- 
mlnlon undertook, and therefore 
places the suggestion that a begin- 
ning shall be made In the way of a 
Canadian navy at this point upon a 
somewhat different footing tliltm a 
similar suggestion In ■eonncellon -^vlth 
an>- otlier point , would , stand.

Elk lake and the city water works 
were the object of a Jaunt taken yester- 
day aJternooh' by, the mayoi', several 
of tho aldermen and a number of citi- 
zens, the reason of the trip being to 
give to all- Who .deslredi .to BO an op -I 
portunlty of viewing the present source 
of tho city's water supply. ■ Three 
^veeks ago a similar trip was made to 
Coldstream and at the suggestion of 
Mayor RIorloy It was decided that Klk 
lake should also be looked over. 

The Y. & S. railway company placed 
an engiiH- and coach at the disposal of 
the p.arty, which pulh^d out of the 
city at :i o'clock and returned two 
heiir.s later. Among the party were : 
Mayor Morley, .-Mds. l''oll, Henderson, 
Fiillerton, .Mestoii, Cileason, Vincent, 
Water t'ommlssloner liayniur, City 
.\.sses.sor Norlheott W. .Seowcroft, Capt.

WllsiHi, .1. C. Hay, j;). Spraf?go, Ti. it. 
S.'llick. C. -M. McCaiidh'SH and Messr.s. 
l.irown, PJvers. Teimaiit and Andrews. 

Tlie party lir.U visited the north end 
<d' the hike wliere under the guidiinco 
of "Wati-r Commissioner Ilaymur, they 
exainiried into tlie general features of 
the colintr.v. The small crock which 
dr.'iins the country from the Dlttlo 
Saanlch lilll, from which .section a 
considerable Quantity of water Is car- 
ried Into Elk lake, was, practically dry, 
j the lack of rain having to date ren- 
ilercd tills feeder worthless. It was 
expl.-ilned to the party that this' virhole 
section has been examined by A. L. 
Atluins, the water <.>xpert, who was 
hero last week, engagi'd 1]\- tho cily 
to go into the wliole problem of a 
water supply for \'ictoria. It has been 
estimated toal, there aie sever;il spot.s 
Just north of bllit lake which could 
easily, and at comparatively small out- 
la bo made liilo natural reservoirs, 
thus adding greatly to the capacity of 
the Flk lake supply. 

In returning to the filter beds and 
rc'-ervolr, those 011 li.jarcl the (rain had 
a good view of l.;ili lake and lieaver 
lake. A great deal of work has been 
done In cleaning out the stunipH. wcctd.s 
and other inatorlal whicli If left to de- 
cay, has a detrimental effect on the 
purity of the water and some $12,000 
litis been spent this year on that work, 
but a great deal remains to be done. 
Particularly in Beavor lake has tho 
work of Improvement boon accom- 
plished. 'I'he banks of tho lake havo 
been ch.'ared of the hushes and the iip- 
pearanee of the lake, from llio ae.slhc- 
tif- ntanilpoint, has been wonderftdly 
Improved. 

At the lilti r beds anil leservcdr, tho 
party made a tiiorougli Investigation, 
the w;itcr commissioner being imicli In 
reriuest to answer ipiestlons, and the 
manner of tutoring tho water and con- 
veying it to the city was explained. 
Tho water In the filler beds and rese- 
volr was thought by some to he very 
low, but this was explained by tho 
fact that owing to the dry ,?cason, the 
lake is now about. ,07, Inches below the 
high water mark*. ah^,ps. the water, In 
the beds and .'reiftyoiE. Is on a level 
with the su.-^aco of the lake. It Is 
lower than usual. A.S' the daily supply 
now reipilred by tho city Is llttio over 
a million gallons, the water commis- 
sioner staled that tho constant supply 
In the filtfT bed., and resevoir was ade- 
(|ii;ite for all purposes. A.< Is .-ilway.s 
the c.-ise 111 thi' hill the water in the 
liltcr beds is almost as clear as that 
w.iieh has been ilitcred into the res(»- 
\oir though in llie spring it Is often 
mor,. the co|,)r of coffee due to the 
draining i.if the water from the ."lur- 
roundiiig country. At firesent it is 
only necessary to clean the lillcr.s once 
etich week. 

Some llgures on the available supply 
of the lakes were given by Mr. liav- 
inur. It Is estimated that the average 
depth of the lakes Is about 35 feet, tho 
extreme depth being 90 feet In Elk 
hike. Tho area of the lakes Is about 
GU3 acres. AVhllo at present tho water 
Is &7 Inches below the high water mark 
It I.s claimed to be about -U inches 
higher than at tlii.s lime a .\-e;ir ago.

AlongHld(^ the riresent filtiM- bi>ds and 
tlio reservoir are the remains I'lf the 
old reservoir, which supplied the city 
with water twenty y<Nirs ago. These 
remains of Victoria's early source of 
supply formed not the least Interesting 
feature of the day's outing. 

On the return trip to tho city, Capt. 
Walker, on behalf of the party, moved 
a vote of thanks to the mayor and 
the railway company for having been 
accorded the pri\dlege ,\( making the 
trip anil lordiing en-,.r ilm l-:ik hake 
water supply. Ma>or .Morle.\- in repiv 
stated that he v.,e^ vr-iy sorrv that 
more of the citizen.- liad not. taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity and mtide 
the trip.

An address ilhimiiKitive of tho main 
tenets held by the .Soeiet\- of Friends, 
I comnmnlj' called tjuakers, wa.s giv(fn in 
j Iharmony hail un Thursday (.•veiling 
I by ]-;lizalK.th H. Itutler who with u 
I companion Sarah J. Dnry from Fng- 
I l:uul is spending a few day.i on religl- 
! OILS .service in this city en r.iutc for 
t >.'ew Zealand. 

Tho rise of the Quakers during the 
troubles and stirring timcj of the 
seventeenth century with Incidents 
from tho' life of George Fox their 
founder and many of his earlier con- 
verts were graphically portrayed, and 
prominence given to two or three of 
the dl.stlnetlve views of Christian 
truth which the h rii'iid.i' more than 
porliaps iiny oiliei- branch of thi? 
cluircli have been ah.me in in-oniul(?at - 
lag wdth greater or less coii.sisteiicy. 
It was pointed out thai ia th.- prac- 
tice of public worship, the I'"riendH do 
not reh- upon, nor -.ippoinl, any paid 
minister, or arrange a set service, but 
It is their habit to gather together in 
silence, and wait thus befoic Cjod, 
realizing thtit God is a Spirit, and they 
that worship Illin must wor.nhip Him 
in ,splrlt and In truth. And, while thus 
making a silent basis for worship, to 
wait before God, and depend upon His 
teaching, either by His still bi. all 
voice In our soiils, or thrniRh tho 
mouth of HlB servants, it It shall 
! please Him, through the Holy Spirit, 
to call upon some ono of the congre- 
gation to offer vocal prayer or prai.^e, 
or speak In His name to the hssembly- 
Agrdn, with reg;ird to the Baptism 
with water, and the taking tho bread 
ami wine lo celebrate tho fiord's sup- 
per, the Quakers hold that tiiese ob- 
^ si.'rvallons which many Christians 
1 practieo were not by any' means cus- 
toms wdih-li Christ instituted a.i bind- 
ing on Ills ehurc-h for all time —but 
that tho dispensation which He Intro- 
duced w:is jiot one o£ rite.i ami coro- 
monles. 

.Stress was laid upon the fact that 
the testimony of the Friends' rightly 
presented and practiced, was of .1 pe ti- 
the character, and not merely nega- 
tive. That is signified coiapuratlvely 
little whether or not we are baptized 
with water; but that it Is cs.sential 
that we know the Baptism of ihe Spirit, 
and that it Is needful that wo feed i p- 
on Christ, tho living Brctd. The 
l''ricnds testimony against war, tho re- 
fusing to v.Vkv oaths, etc., were also 
referred to. Though tho Quakers ideal 
is admittedly a hi.gli one, tho son c- 
v.iiat small audience that heard tho 
address, had opportuiiit.i- of hearing 
of wonderful results and traa-iferma- 
tion In cbai'acter th.at followi; 1 Ck; 
preaching rd' the early Quakers, ami 
the lecturer maint.ainod that -.ilthough 
the different branches of tho Christl.-in 
church today had in part recognized 
the reasonableness of tho Friends posi- 
tion, and In part had a.;slmllated their 
views, yet for the faithful ll-''n.g of 
their principles the world was as ready 
and fit today a.5 ever It was.

The chrj-santlu-nuini, whicli is a uni- 
versal favorite, shining forth as It 
does at this .^oa.son of the yeiir in all 
itj glory and lieanty. 

One of the uoliceable things ahi'Ut 
the very gratifying report of the Vic- 
toria high school for the jiast year Is 
the marked success of the girl stu- 
dents. Uotli in the matriculation ida.ss 
and the Junior grade not luily were 
most of the honors won by the girls 
but the number who succeeded In 
passing the examinations was very 
mucli larger. There are, it is true, a 
-great many more girls attending tlie 
high ischool than there are boys, yet 
oven making' duo allowance for that 
fact the boys must acknovdfidgo 
tiicmaelves badly beaten last year. 
While It Is very pleasing to chronicle 
the success of the bright girls it is 
hoped that this year the boys will not 
allow themselves to be distanced in 
the race for school honors. One rea- 
son why more girls attend the high 
school, and why they stay there longer, 
is than many of thorn are preparing 
themselves for teachers, while the 
comparatively smtill salaries to bo 
earned by men in that iirofession furcos 
'them to look elsewhere for .a Held for 
their talents. While it Is uncUuibted- 
ly a. good thing that women who in- 
tend to devote some years of their life 
to the work of teacliiug should ac- 
((uire the gretitest amount of know- 
ledge possible, it is a pity that those 
lads, who are not obliged to leave 
school at an early iige, .should not. be- 
come equally as well educated. It is 
not, after all, what a man does l)ul 
wliiit hi! is, that Is the all-imi)ortant 
thing. Canada cannot have anions her 
workmen or her men of affairs too 
many cultured gentlemen. 

All the girls, however, are not -pre- 
paring to be teachers. Some of 'them 
do not intend to cleave their homea-and 
others are fitting themselves for.\bur- 
snits more or loss literary in ifiielr 
character. There are, among ^Irls 
especially, many who have a special 
aptitude for language and a corres- 
ponding distaste and Incapacity for 
mathematics. If it wero possible, after 
a necessary proficiency in pnictlcal 
mathmatlcs had been acquired, to al- 
low the students to jierfect themselves 
in those branches for which they show 
a decided tahmt. It would seem that 
much waste of time and needless ex- 
penditure of energy would be avoided.

"To the school and it; 
princli)al. scorns of women attribute 
much that is best in their lives. .Some 
have att;iined professional success. 
More are iKUuemakers whose adap- 
tability and breadth of vision 
show that, even in the high- 
ly specialized profession of wife and 
mother, a sound general education Is 
of far more use than mere tec^lmical 
training. 'I'heir (leveloiuiient of mind 
and heart has given them a surplus 
of thought and energy which ha.i 
saved iiuiny homes and coniuiunlllcs 
from mental stagnation and mor;iI 
I'egi-fidatlou. Itecans.! of It, their 
eliildreu have leariuKl t<i value the 
ide;il above tlie material and to be- 
lie\i,' that only a broad view of life 
can glorify a hmnlile taslv and make 
it a. part nf tlie world's wnrk. 

"For .-i wider outloolt, for truei- 
Judgments, for fuller knowledge, for 
imrer mutives, we would therefore 
thank our rdd school .■mil Its iiriiici]i.-il, 
who has alw.iys been an ins])iring 
guide along professiontil jiaths. a kind 
friend, a just m.'ister, and .'in e.KanipIe 
of Ulisfdiislmess and uiirlglilness." 

Another and gr.:ater example of the 
same sort of inlluence was that of 
Dr. Arnold of Rugby, ("'ardlnal New- 
man, a great critic, whoso words have 
all the more weight because his ex- 
treme r.dlgious views drew him apart 
from the great teacher, speaking: of 
the growth of the Lihenil party .-it 
fj.vford, wrote: 

"'l"he party grew, all the lime tliiit 
I was in Oxford, even in miiiibers, 
certainly In breadth and deiinlteness 
of doctrine, and in power. And, what 
was a far higher consideration, by the 
■iccesslon of Dr. Arnold's pupils. It 
was Invested with an elevation of 
character which claimed the respect 
even of Its opiionenis." 

Livingstone, the great African ex- 
plorer, was another witness to Arn- 
old's Influence over his sctiolars. In a 
letter tolling of the kindness and se!f- 
saorlflce'*.. shown by an English oHicur 
who nursed him through a fever, he 
said: "But what more need I add 
when I tell you ho was a pupil 'of 
Arnold of Rugby," 

Is not the possession of such an 
Influence over the hearts and lives' of 
others an object worthy of the high- 
est ambition? And may it not ^ bo 
possible that the cure of those tend- 
encies towards the lowering of moral 
standards which wise men of today 
are deploring lies largely in the honds 
of the Instruction of our youth? W^re 
it possible to place teaohers„o£ 'strong 
character and high moral worth'^as 
well as of great Intelloctual power In 
the colleges and schools of otir land 
how piuch better would the next gen- 
eration of .Canadlans be than the past 
has been or j the present is.

The change of 
flag Ka\-e the vessel fewer prlvileRes 
than sli,-; would liai.e been entitled to 
if inalntaineri as a Scandinavian ves- 
sel. .'-:iie could not enter tho coa-sting 
trade of British Columbla'until a duty 
of L'i> per < eiit on her purchase price 
had been paid.

I could 
not advise a man to take his family out 
with an Idea of getting work 
on a fruit raneli — csiieciiilly 
if he knows little of fruit riiising. 
To do any good for himself and familj' 
be shoiiiil Kii alone so tliat In; iiilglit bo 
free to go anywiiere and turn his liaiid 
to any joli that nffered until be could 
s.'t up for hliiisi'If. i';ven then he must 
lia\-e capittil to purchase, siiy, five 
acres of goorl fruit land, and keep him 
will 1st clearing tho land and growing 
soft fruit, potatoes, etc. Tho fruit trees 
of course could be planted at the same 
time. Tho cost of implements for fruit 
farms are very much less than those 
for an ordinary agricultural farm. 

For some reasons I was sorry to 
leave Kooten;iy Lake. I liad built a 
lovely home amiilst tlio most delightful 
.surroundings; but I found as 1 ,was 
1 impro\-ing the phiee it reriiiirid more 
I work .and tittoiition iIkiii 1 w:is pli\'- 
I sic.aliy iiiile to give it. In th..- summer 
I you must be up iit ■l.:!0 to v.'ork- until 
, 10, tlien re.'it until about '1. and then 
j work in tlio evening. In tlio niiddli! of 
the day It is Impossible to work. For- 
tunately for mo, I struck Nelson two 
years ago Just before the boom and 
have boon able to sell out at twice what 
I gave for the place, plus the cost of 
Improvements. That Is a small profit 
to some others I have heard of iiut it 
is good enough for me. 

There are good tind safe oja'nln.gs for 
investment of capital out here, .s^liicc 
I lia\'e been in Victoria I liave made 
eiKiuiiies and find that prices hero iutve 
boon going up recently. A friend of 
mine from the Old ('ounlry who lia.s 
been investing in land In .Alberta and 
B. C. arrived here a day or two ap,i) 
and found that lots for re.'ildotil i.il 
buildings in tlio outskirts of Vietorlii 
were twice the price he was jisked last 
year. All cqmmodities have gone up 
in price — 20 per cent or more. How 
long tho boom may last I cannot say.

hind, and tho weary Furopoans were 
ordered to halt and lio dow-n. They 
had done so, \vhen a li-l-ponndor shot 
cut through the column.

Next day 
the deserted town, which had contain- 
ed 20,000 inhabitants, was given up to

On June 9, when British authority

night. Farly next day the dead .and 
dying (lliree women could still sjieak, 
and three or four of the children' were 
but little liiirl) were thrown into an 
adjacei-it \vell. There was no nnitila- 
tioii. no dishonor .attempted, but tho 
horrible massacre, which appalled tho 
whole ei'.iliy.ed world, induced repris-

The Great Progress of Meteorology 



The Rcionllllc study of the atmos- 
jihore. says FOnginoerlng, did tiot res- 
nit In niiioh that was useful till well 
on In thr eiivhloonlh ooiilm'.\-. Nitlion 
the work of lOulor ami d'.Meinberl |iut 
tho subject on a higher plane than It 
liad reached before. Observatories 
have, liowever, existed from compara- 
tively early times, but tho ptirsitlt fol- 
lowed was that of astronomy rather 
than climatology. Meteorological .stn- 
liona were first established In Italy, 
in 1'657, hut not until the estublisli- 
ment fit Mannheim, In 1780; of the 
Meteorological Society of the. Palntln- 
iito did the 'study of climatology re- 
ceive much impeius. This society was

'I'ho iironiiiioni'o gi\-en to tho conoep- 
lioii of nationiil duty i-oiinocts itself in 
llioso discourses with the central con- 
tention of Hie writer, tiiat the religious 
life is not to bq regarded as a sphere 
apart from the pursuits and duties of 
our mundane existence, but Is only to 
be realized in tho full and faithful dis- 
charge of those very duties. This is 
the special thenio of the sermon on 
"Salvation Here and Hereafter," which 
toinmenls on the transformation of the 
Christian ideal from "a gosiiel which 
regarils tiie earth as a wilderness 
llir.nigli which we advance to a better 
lioino" into "a living faith in the com- 
ing of the i-Ciiigdimi of God uiion 
oarlh. riio iliiiios ol' man," ho says 
in llio sormnn on tho i.Jii.'on's .lubilee, 
"are still In lis mainly Ilii' duties of the 
good (-ilixon." 'I'rno pnrit.v-, we are t(dd 
again, cnnsisls not in fleeing from the 
world. IjuI in the coiisecral ion of all 
its natural inleri>sts and joys. 

"I think Ul' must regard Has ono of 
t!ie best' things in our time, and as a 
true development ot Christianity, that 
It seeks so earnestly to vindicate the 
essential purity and sacrednoss of all 
the finite interests of man's life, and 
to work nut our man's weal, not h.v 
\>-ii hdra wing Iiiiii from tliem, but b.\' 
ilo\-. ■loping Ho'ir liigh.-si meaning. 
Through till' . nntrition and sorrow and 
siMl'-dospair . .f Ho- .Middle Ages. (he 
\',-oi-|(I has at b nglh found Its w-iiy, as 
it were, to the light of day. .-Nnd though 
each of us must jjass In sense through 
Hie same ox|iorioni-e, must die to our- 
selves ill order that wo may live, yet 
we m;iy f.-iirl.\- rejoice thai we have 
been horn in a time wdiiui the voice ot 
eoiirago and of hope is more powerful, 
than the voice of fear and regret, 'and 
w hen the Idea of sAving the- world has 
begun to predoriiinr\te/()y,«r ,tH'^ l/ie," 
sa\ ing itien from. itt" In thejSbrriion on 
"Courage" this view of tl.'c f'iivinoin . , 
of ordinary life is even Identified with 
the vital principle of Chrlslliinil.\-. ' 
"Christ died upon llie Cross," he sa.vs 
strongly, "to assert the rn-incli)lo (hat 
Ilioro is no iiassion or tiffection within 
lis wliicli may tiot be purified tind 
luriiod into a vehicle of tho divine llfo; 
no natural relation Of men, domestic or 
national, which may not he allied with 
till- divine spirit." 

The insiatencc on salvation as some- 



thin.g tri he renllzod here and now nnd 
Iho nlilitoiatiiin nf the disliiiclive be- 
tween Hie soi'Ular and the sacred liaxe 
often liooii assooiutod Willi a cloiiial of 
any e.Nistonce for man bo,\nnd Hio pre- 
sent, or at least with an oslentaliously 
lirofossod indifferonoo lo tho wliolo 
ipiestioii of an after-life. The immor- 
tality of the individual, in the ordinar.\- 
sonse of cnntinih'il o.xisi enoo. Im.s not, 
as ;i matter of fact, bnlkod largely in 
tlie writings of Dt: C.iinl himself or of 
the Kcliool of thought to which ho be- 
longs. Sonie members of the school 
seem to have abandoned tho 
belief; in others it has been obs- 
cured by their polemic against the 
"other-worldiiness" of the medieval 
ideal. It Is the more important 'there- 
fore to note Dr. Caird's unequivocal ad- 
hesion to the positive view, and the 
simple human grounds on which he 
rests i( ; 

"I thinl; thai every ono who ho.s 
known intiiiiatel.v- a great and good 
man fools death in his case to he nl- 
ninst inorodihlo, if ijoatli bo meant 
an end of being, if the world is a ra- 
tional, and therefore a moral, system, 
ii cannot be that this, the most pre- 
cious thing- we know, tin' onl.v abso- 
iutelj' precious thing in tlie world, a 
character built up and matuicd in 
goodness llirough .all the trial.'^ of life, 
should pass away and be lost for ever." 

The fine sermon on "Inunortality" 
elaborates ..tho^'thought that death, 
which Is so often the supreme occasion 
for the manifestation of .the lilgher life, 
cannot be regarded as the close of that 
life. Out of She facia of change and 
death siiring most of the horol.^ms that 
ennoble human nature; how. then, can 
those facts be otherwise regarded than 
as part of Hie rdiicatioii of ,a spiritual 
being'.' "Cod gave the whole world lo 
man." sa.vs Uawtliorn in a striking 
passage quoted l...y Vt\ Caird. "nnrl if 
lie is loft alone with it, it will make a 
clod of him at, last; hut to remedy that, 
God ga\'e him a grave, and it rcfire-ssc-s 
all. and makes an Immortai spirit of 
him .in the end." But all such consid- 
erations obviously rest on the fundii- 
mental postulate of God and goodnesB 
as tho ultimate principle of things' ."If . 
tho world is a rational and therefore a 
moral system" — everything hangs on 
that "if." Hence, as Dr. Caird con- 
cludes, "direct proof ot Immortality 
cannot be had, or not in a conclusive 
form, but if we believe In God, iinmor- 
lality .seems to follow as a natural, 
ptn'haps we should say as a noces.sary 
consonuonco." Ho does not hovr offer 
to prove this deoper faith in a <llvino 
order, but his whole lite has been de- 
voted to tho task. 
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.■: Oapo Breton 1» not only a very in- 
teresting little Islantl and a nlco place 

of residenoo becauoo ll.-i .summers from 
Way to October, as tlio Bulde book.s 
tell us, ■■will challoiigo oomparipoii 
wltli thoHo of any other country with- 
in tlio tcMipcrato regions <ir the ■\vorUl," 
but it is Koinuthlnt; infinitely more: 
Ita -real importance lies In its eco- 
nomic, valuo to - the country of which 
it -td a iinlt. The, chief natural foatura 
df,.the island Ja the Sydney coal fields, 
.and cJno 'of Its most Importaiit; and 
Bfowlngr' Industries la liio making ot 
Bteel. Without coal and steel there 
could of course bo no railways; iioltlior 
could there be any DuininlDn of Can- 
ada in its oiulroty; ll would lni;vita- 
bly bo a series of disconnected units. 
The importance of the little i.^land of 
Cape lireton, witli Sydney, its Ciipi- 
tal, i.^ tlierefore solf-evldent. Figu- 
i-atlvely it stands as one ot the rocks 
on which Canada's greatness Is built, 
for does It not furnish the "binding 
power" of the locomotlyo. without 
which the great wheat fields of the 
<'entral Dominion could not be brought 
into touch with tlio Atlantic and i'a- 
cific ports';' 

Sydney boa.-:ts one of the best har- 
bors In the world and, but for ice 
.which interferes with shipping for 
two 'or three months each year, it la 
the most accessible harbor on the At- 
lantic coa.^t, as well as the nearest to 
all transathintlc i)orts. It is aUo con- 
venient as a linnker i)ort for steamers 
«'n route from the St. liawrence to 
South America or South Afrii'a, and 
^■ice vc-rsa, and for steamers trading 
between L,iverpool and Uie Clulf ui 
Slexico. 

Tlie position of Sydney witli votpv- 
onco to the coul fields of Cape Breton 
would seem also to mark it as a point 
of strategic importance, and It is a 
matter for surprise that the British 
naval authorities have not made u.=!e 
of It, as the French do to come ex- 
lent. 

Most visitor.-; reach Sydney by rail, 
and arriving at niglit tlie.\- do nut at 
once take in the beauty or extent of 
tlie liarbor, whlcli is best seen and un- 
derstood by an approach from sea. 
Wo liavo come from Quebec by water, 
round Cape North and past the rugged 
and picturesque north shore of Cape 
Breton. Sintering Sydney harbor on 
the north side we pass Sydney mines, 
the pioneer colliery at Cape Breton, for 
many years operated by the General 
Mining Association, but now the prop- 
erty of the Xova Scotia Steel Coal 
<.'on)i)an\', wh(i liav(! recently built near 
the site of line of the pits coke ovens, 
11 blast furnace and a steel-making 
j)lant. The shores on our riglit are 
bold, and not very high, and are 
crowned with some very attractive 
residences.- About four or five mile.? 
l"roi?>^tlie moutli of the harbor is North 
Sydney, a busy, bustling little jilace, 
where In a sheltered nook arc the 
coal shipping and ore receiving i)iers 
of the Nova .Scotia company, and the 
"terminus wliarf," where tlie Roid 
company's steamer.-i make connection 
between the Newfoundland railway 
and the Intercolonial. Stretching sev- 
I'ral miles further up into llie land is 
the .North- West Arm, a moot beautiful 
sheRt- QOvatfir.„thc..very , beau. Ideal -Qf, 
.tile yachtsman. .Separated . irom .this 
slVok by a peiiinsiila ending at 'Point- 
Bdwai-d, Is 'another, quite as far 
•StifetchinB and more beautiful, former- 
ly balled Spanish river, now Sydney 
river; On its eastern shores, Is the 
site "of the most 'ambitious city In eas- 
tern Canada.- 

The old town was planted by the 
British government, and the original 
street plan surveyed by the Royal En- 
gineers is still adhere<l to. The city of 
today has, however, far outgrown tlio 
limits v^et for the town, and has ex- 
tended In all directions from the pen- 
insula on which for many years old 
Sydney peacefull.v .-ilumbered. 

Approaching the harbor from the 
south, one sees the smoke of the col- 
_ Ileries in the Glace Bay district, and 
'rounding Low Point, away acrbs-is chc 
wide entrance, the Sydney mines — 
which are seen clo.^o at hand when 
coming north about. Skirting a low 
and rather uninteresting shore wo pass 
tlie sites of Lingan and Victoria col- 
lieries, once quite busy, but now aban- 
('oned. Inside a sheltering sandsplt. 
South Bar, we find a spacious haven 
where are the extensive shipping piers 
of thq Dominion Coal Co., connected 
with their mines by the Sydney & 
LdUfsl^tirg Railway. Above the plera 
for a'couple of miles -extends Mug- 
Sah's Creek, which separates from the 
Sydney peninsula the site of the works 
of the Dominion Iron & Steel company, 
limited, which have reawakened Syd- 
ney- an,d have given it a new and far- 
reaching Interest, 

The site of the works, which wa.s 
given to the company as a free grant 
by. tlio town of Sydney, Is .somewhat 
triangular jr. shape, with MugKoh's 
CreekVfor Its base and as lateral ijor- 
ders the Sydney & Loulsburg Ita ii way 
on the north and east, and the Sydney 
and Glace Bay tram line on the south 
and oast. It covers an area of sonic 
five lumdred acres. 

At the apr-x of llic Irian^le is ili. 
Assrnibi.v ^'ard, when- tlir coal (•>!■ use 
In tlu" worlcs is reccivi-d. in i-onscrn- 
iMit proximity to llii.s \avi\ is Ilic cdal 
waslu-r, used, as its nani" iniplii>s. to 
rcniox-e, as far as |)0.«slhle. tlie iniiinri- 
tii s from the coa I-- prlncipady sulphur.

water. I-'.y constant agitation Iliii im- 
jinrities are scii.-ira ted from the coiil 
ivliieh ■.•\-(-ntuaiIy finds its way into 
l.'U'ge draining tallies, wdierc it is left' 
iiiitii It becomes comparatively dry. 
'Plience it is carried by conveyors to 
slorage bins jilaced above the coke 
ovens, which are set in two rows fiar- 
allel to the washer builrling. 'I'liey are 
Urown as the Otto-lloffman type of 
b< -product ovens, are five hundred In 
number and produce, when In full op- 
eration, about twelve hundred tons of 
coke per daj'. 
? " -Fror.i tlie norl lnve.<!tern corner of 
't1ie triangle-sli.iped area of the works 
project two piers, the smaller one of 
^\liich is used for .Mliipplng that por- 
tion of tlie product of the plant Which 
Is carried by sea; the larger, and to 
a visitor, the more Interesting of the 
piers. Is that at Which la , received the 
ore and : limestone which 'comes in at

era.i.lon.s ar.- in full swing, It Is a most 
fii.'jclnatliig iilaee to visit. 

The ore is iinioa<led Iroin the ships 
by six. large steam cranes, the Iron 
hands of wluise great arms tighten on 
five or six tons of material at a grasp, 
draw It from the depths of the hold 
and transfer It to conveyances which 
In turn carry It to the storage bins. 

Close to the ore bin, and parallel 
to the shore of the creek are four blast 
furnaces and their accessory applian- 
ces. Grim and dark for the most part 
these blasts of modern days are 
strangely unlike their kin of a former 
time, whose open tops vomited smoke 
and flaino, and the feeding of which 
furnlslied arduous employment, not 
unmixed with danger, to a ,hordo of 
barrow- ineii. The modern furnace, 
and tliose at Sydney are/ among the 
most modern. Is furnished with au- 
tomatic filling apparatus; its closely 
scaled top -allows no gas or flame 
to escape and no man employed about 
it needs to endanger his life or suffer 
discomfort. 

Night and day, without let up or 
stop, these great furnaces absorb 
their burden' of oro and limestone and 
coke, which, kindled by the hot breath 
of the blast from the blowing engines, 
the lungs of the system, glows and 
melts and finally, at a heat far beyond 
tliat ot the 'fiery furnace seven times 
iieated' reaches the 'hearth' in a fluid 
condition. There the mass rapidly 
separates into two portions. The iron 
bfintr heavier sinks to the bottom and 
the lighter dross or slag floats on top. 
Uijtli are drawn off through conveni- 
1 ntl N- placed openings into great wheel- 
ed pots or ladles, to be disposed of as 
will be seen later. 

l-'oliouing our geometric description 
of ihe plant we pass to the southwes- 
tern angle, where we find, built upon 
a plot of land leased from the Steel 
company the works of the Sydney Ce- 
ment company, where excellent cement 
is made from blast furnace slag. 

Somewhere near the central portion 
of the triangle we find the works of 
the Dominion Tar & Chemical com- 
pany, established to utilize by product 
of the coke ovens^ — coal tar. Here the 
crude tar Is distilled and from it is 
produced creosote and other oils, car- 
bolic acid and the familiar pitch for 
paving and roofing purposes. Per- 
liaps this is as good a placd as any to 
indulge in x little moralizing. 

As there can be no economy where 
there Is no efficiency, so the efficiency 
of the company is- reflected in its econ- 
omy. Nothing is allowed to waste. At 
one time the slag was left In 'dumps,' 
'■r utilized for filling In and levelling 
■.vabte grounds.' Now ^Plected por- 
tions are converted Into cement. 

During the first y.ears that the coke 
ovens were In operation tar was large- 
ly a waste . product — only a moderate 
propoi'tion of the total yield could bo 
I rofitably disposed of. Now every 
gallon finds ..{I market and In its fur- 
ther manufactured forms Is used 
tiirougnottt'Canada" and— parts of- tliift' 
United 'states. 



Ammonia another by-product of the 
coke-making process, is collected and 
utilized for the manufacture of sul- 
phate of ammonia, an exceedingly val- 
uable fertillKer, whicli finds a re.idy 
market in the .sugar growing districts 
•jf the West Indies. 

Tlie waste from the coal washer, at 
one time considered unfit for anything 
but filling or track ballast. Is now us- 
ed in siieci.illy designed furnaces for 
firing the mill boilers. 

The gas generated In the blast fur- 
naces Is conducted through large 
mains ccnneeled with the furnace- 
tops, and Is used to fire the boilers 
which supply the steam to the blowing 
engines, and the cli'ctrie power sta- 
tion, as well as to heat the 'stoves' In 
v.'hich the air for the blast is raised 
to the required temperature. 

The surplus gas from the coke ovens 
is piped to the stool-making iilant, 
where it Is used lor beating furnaces, 
drying ladles, etc. 
) All through the works one sees 
. v/astn material carefully looked after 
and m.ado to serve some useful jnir- 
posc. 

j The various parts of the works are 
'connected witli a very coriiph-ic sys- 
tem of railway tracks wlilcli also con- 
nect with tlie S>itncy Loulsburg 
railway, and the Ini.'rt'Ml.nnal. Ill all 
there are about il.in.\ niil.-s of stan- 
dard gauge tracks, and, cliiefly siu-v- 
Ing the various mills and their yards, 
about six miles of narrow-gauge 
tracks. In the latter six fussy, self- 
linpoi-tant cnnini's busll.- liaek and for- 
v.'ard, somewli.at in contrast of their ten 
more effective but less demon.4ratlve 
brethren, all of which are heavy stan- 
dard switching engines. 

Within easy access of tin- blast fur- 
naces already referr<'d to is tlie I'e.Jse- 
mer jilant. The converter is a vssel 
shaped something like a Ijottic, with 
the neck sllglitly lient sideways, form- 
ed of boiler plate and lined internally 
with a compact kind of sandstone call- 
ed ganlster. The converter is first 
turned down on Its side and has pour- 
ed Into It a charge of about 15 tons of 
molten idg Iron. It Is then swung back 
Into a vertical iiosltlon, and In doing 
tills the air. blast, is automatically 
turned on. in a few minutes the sili- 
con is all blown out of the metal, with 
a l.-ir^e part of the carbon. The vessel 
i.-- tlieii turned on its side again, and 
the blast is sliui of. In tills proces.'. 
two of the ingredients of i)lg iron 
which have to be removed in order to 
convert It Into steel are got rid of in a 
few minutes, by lorclng air througli 
the molten mass; the same work 
would occupy many hours done in the 
open hearth hirnacos. The saving of 
this time, and the lessening of cost 
which It effects, were the cliief reasons 
for the erection of the Bessemer plant. 

From the converter the partially 
treated metal Is carried to the ojien 
hearth furnaces. These arc ten :ii 
nuiftber^. and each has a capacity of 
fifty tons. Here the metal is literally 
bcllQd and- Bfter being treated with 
certain fluxes and reagents becomes 



steel. A\'hlle still liquid and at while 
lu'.-it a is poured from the I'uniaci'S, as 
boiling water is iicuired from a Icettle. 
into liuge ladles. These in turn are 
lifted higli n\-erliead, and from an 
aperture In tlie ijottum the molten 
steel is 'poured into moulds, which 
stand on east iron .Uools. which are 
placed in pairs on s))eciaily construct- 
ed buggies. As soon as a ladle has 
been emptied one of the busy little 
steam engines couples up and bustles 
olT with its coagul.iting frdglit to the 
mills, pausing with it under a sort of 
iron hand that descends and lifts tlie 
moulds majestically from the glowing 
steel beneath. These are taken 
straight to an inferno of bricit-lined 
pits, ill which they are iihmgeii and 
left to 'soak.' .Soaking means the 
bringing of tlie mass of tlie ingot to a 
homogenous tempera'.ure. The ingots 
are next passed to the blo(uning mill, 
where they lu'conie the jirej of some 
hidden force whicli drives tlieni swift- 
ly onwards from beneath to the .laws 
of the mill which crush and roll them 
Into varying sizes and lengths. They 
are rolled ami rolled again and, nnally 
otit by sliear.s into blooms or billets. 
These form the raw material for the 
finishing mills to complete and make 
ready for the marliet. 

The whole process Is an int»-ri-sting 
sight at all times, but a written de- 
scription can give little Idea of the 
roar of the blast passing through the 
molten Iron in the converter, the bril- 
liancy of the flame, the rush of steam, 
of smoke, the Intense beat, and the 
dust and the din, all of which arc won- 
derfully evident to the visitor. There 
i? a grandiose mingling of fire and 
shadow, nnd everywhere is activity and 
lU'ecirion. 

In the rod mill the Steel Is 'spun' out 
into great lengths of wlre-llke rods and 
wound upon spools like so much red 
hot yarn. F.verything about the mill 
is aiitouiatic from the time the white- 
hot billet, leaving the heating furnace, 
enters tlie first of a series of roll;;, 
through which It jiasses at Increasing 
.;i)eed and decreasing size, until taken 
up in a continuous strand on one of 
the aiitoniatlc ccdlers, and jiassed on 
If] be bung on a slowly travelling car- 
nage uml cooled so tliat the coils may 
be "liatidle<l and loaded into the cars. 
rUit it is the rail mill that anuises tin; 
visit. ir's greatr-st Interest, for It is here 
tlitit the blooms, still red hot, .are pass- 
ed to be furllier lengthened and shap- 
ed. They are drawn from the first set 
of rolls only to be caiiglit .-igain In the 
sipi.-eze of the secuid, and the third, 
llie (lulveriiiK r.-til finally coiiiing out at

I Here and there in the compiuiy'.s 
lyanl one sees buildings which in point 
lof size would be creditable iis the 
lliomes of ind^ pendt•^nt. industries. They 
are the machine, a3)ops and warehouses 



where are repaired and stored the 
tliousand and one things which ar.5 in- 
dispensably necessary to Iceep the main 
units of the great steel works In over 
constant ojieratlon. 

On the land side tlie works are en- 
closed by a high fence, with entrance 
g.ates at convenient points, througli 
which only the company's workiiiiui — 
three tliousand In number — are allow- 
ed to ]iass and repass. Persons who 
desire to look over tlie works, however, 
re<x'ivo every courlehy from the of- 
ficials and at stated tiines In the 
morning and afteriiDon permits of ad- 
mission are granted and n guide pro- 
vided, who will iiolnt out the many 
features of interest In the works. 

An exc.dlent relationship exists be- 
tween tile company and its employees, 
inaii.\- of wlioiu have as It were grown 
ui) with the enterprise. At the outset 
se,nie dilliculties we."o experienced in 
linding the skilled labor necessary to 
the profitable carrying on of the busi- 
ness. .Men were engaged In the Unit- 
ed Slates and elsewhere where the 
manufacture of iron and steel was 
ciirrled on, but today the proportion of 
siudi workmen has appreciably de- 
ereasi-il: many of them liave returned 
to their native countries and their 
places are being well filled by Cana- 
dians, who have become Hkilled and 
been iiroinote'd in the coiiipan.\'s ser- 
vice. j\ mutual, belief It association was 
est.'ibllshed some years ago, .and <'very 
employee new ln-longs to It. 'I'liere are 
sick and funeral funds, managed by 
the men themselve.s, as, indeed. Is ev- 
erything eonneeted with the society. 
.\niiunl contributions are gr.anted by 
the direc'lors of tlie company. 

On a select jiortlon of tlie works site 
the company li.is creel ei! on tlie line of 
tramway a numliei of ijlaiu. ciunfort- 
able dwellings, wldeh are rented to the 
employees at exceedingly moderate 
rates. These are kept In repair and 
furnished with watc'r at the company's 
expense. It Is needless to say that the 
bouses are always fully occuiiied, as it 
Is impossible to secure anything like 
the K.amo .accommodation from Indi- 
vidual landlords at anything like the 
hame moderate rentals. 

One of the new parts of the city litis 
become a very fashionable residential 
district. Here wide streets have be(>n 
laid out, several spaces have been re- 
Hcrved, treffs have been left to grow In 
.appropriate positions, and otiier-i havi' 
been planted. In this district of Park 
street and Whitney avenue, the com- 
pany has erected a number of detached 
cottages, of a character adapted to the 
needs of Its better class of employee.^, 
.<3uch as superior mechanics, and su- 
perintendents of departments, in tlie 
same district, overlooking the valley of 
Washing Brook, and facing the south 
and west, la Brookland HospUal. This 
hospital, although It Is the property of 
the company, is open to the sick and 
Injured, .whether they have any con- 
nection or not with the company's 
works. an.d: It IS largely made use of 
by citizens as a whold, and is, of 



course, always available for such of 
the ''conipany'ii employees as are un- 
fortunate enough to bo injured or to 
become serioi'i.sly 111. 

Situated alimg the sliore of . the Syd- 
ney river, from the water side portion 
uf the city, in a somewhat southerly 
direction, is the King's Road, on which 
are the jiretty residences of some of 
the well-to-do citizens and the olllclals 
of the steel and coal conipunles. Here 
also In a park like setting is the im- 
posing residence built by .Mr. A. .1. 
Moxbam. form(>rly vice-president and 
general manager of the Steel company, 
now used aa his summer residence for 
a sliort time each ye.ar. 

iMdlowing tills road beyond the city 
limits we come to the dam, which 
forms the division line between the 
tidal river and the Steel company's 
reservoir, which Impounds the water 
collected by various streams falling 
from the south and west. The natural 
beauties of the surrounding scenery 
are almost beyond description, and 
here in the warn; suninier weather 
campers and picnic parties find a 
veritable paradise. Across the river, 
facing the cit.v, is the district of West- 
mount, which promises one day to be- 
come a delightful suburb. .-Mready a 
well known Montn-alcr lias succumbed 
to Its attractions, and Petersfleid, the 
charming residence of Mr. Jolin S. Mc- 
Lennan, is one which ere long will be 
many times repeated. 

'file social life of Sydney is perhaps 
ratlier more inler.'s; iug than is usual 
In cities of its size, aiul during tlie 
summer sea.';on the interest is enliaiie- 
ed by llie friKiuent \-isits of tlie Xorth 
Atlantic squadron of tlie l'"rencli fleet. 
Many visltor.s from the rnited Stati:s 
•and 'sonic from across tlie Atlantic 
spend a porlion of llieir summer lioll- 
davK there, and add their (luota to the 
life of the place. Two clubs niiiilster 
to the CDmtorts of tlieir re^^pective 
members and exli: id unstint-.'d bo.«pl- 
tallty to qiiilo a number of guests. 'Vho 
older of the two, the Sydney club, has 
probably fewer members than lis 
jininger and more pretentious con- 
irere, tlie Royal Cape lireton Yaciit 
Club,' which, a.s Its naaie implies. Is 
the headquarters nf a large fleet, which 
includes speedy and comfortable motor 
iaunciies, some quite ambitious sailing 
vachts, ;uid a regular flotilla of rowing 
boats, skiffs and eao-ies. The club's 
anchorage Is freciueiitly made use of 
by visiting yachts, and during the 
summer season one may see the, pc'ii- 
naiits of many of the best known 
North American yacht clubs, including 
tlie Roval St. Lawrence, the New York, 
anil other United States sipiadrons. 

Xorth Svdney, to which incidental 
n ference iias already been made, was 
In earlier years one of the chief bunk- 
ering stations on the coast, at a time 
when Sydney was a quiet, shady vll- 
iaso, with a goodly number of well-to- 
do residents, who rather looked down 
upon the activities of North Sydney. 
Now, however, Sydney is the leadluK

Some Recent Political Speeches 




The Secretary of State for War ad- 
dressed a meeting of his constituents 
held at Tranent. Provost Archibald 
presided, and there was a large attend- 
ance, especially of the miners of the 
neighborhood. 

Ml-. Ilaldane, who was loudly cheer- 
ed, said that he was addressing them 
aft(--r a ijretty strenuous session; some 
peojile said it bad been too strenuous, 
and that the government had worked 
the House of Coninifuis too Inird. Well, 
they had certainly doubled the output 
of work, legislative and administra- 
tive; but the Liberals had been jiut 
Into ofhce with an Injunction from the 
nation which could not be disregard- 
ed. The nation had shown Its unmis- 
takable desire for the carrying of 
measures of social reform touching the 
well-being of the people, and this re- 
quired concentration of purpose and 
unflagging Industry. He had no doubt 
the government had made plenty of 
mistakes and bad been guilty of a 
good many shortcomings; but tliey liad 
done their best, and they felt, in Inolv- 
Ing back on their two years of ofilce, 
that they had done something to de- 
serve tho confidence placed in them. 
(Cheers.) The government iiad two 
sorts of critics; one sort was in mortal 
dread of Socialism and thought the 
governiiienl were going loo fast; but 
if lliey wiri- lo sloe.' they would 

only be lav iiif,' a fouiidatleui for Social- 
ism', whieh was reallj- a protest 
against the feebleie-.-^.^ of ri-pi'eseiita- 
tive Kciveriiineiit as il had been known 
in the [iiisl. 'fi.i those erities who 
thouKliI llie governmeiu were going 
too slow in their i-ITorts to gisi' to tie- 
whole people- equal op|iortuiiities in 
life, he replied that, if they were too 
i-oukIi and Imst.v, they would only 
create a growing opposition on tho 
part of a large class of people and 
drive them Into the arms of the Con- 
servative and tariff-reform party. He 
had always stood, and would continue 
to stand, as a moderate politician, be- 
cause he was sure the cautious method 
was the only one by which they could 
carry out their plans. (Cheer.: ) when 
the government rnme Into oilii-e they 
found tlii^ debt greatly enlarged and 
e\|ieiidil uie lodiii--^ up b\' li-aps and 
brjuiid,-:. V.y tho :;l.-d of next .March 
they woiihl have paid off T.l millions 
of national (b.-ln. 'fhey had cut down 
expenditure, lie did not want to cut 
the army too tiglit, but he had been 
able to reduce the cost of the arm;- by 
two millions a yeai- w-ithoiit, he be- 
lieved, malciiig it one iieimy the less 
ellielent. ( Cheers.) That w;;:; only 
one illustratioii of tin- method of this 
government in scrutinizing closely 
nvQvy penny of expenditure while 
spending freely for nei-essary ])urpose.s. 
Ho saw in this ijoiiey the promise am] 
potentiality of a beginning Willi jieii- 
sioiis for llie aged and necessitous, 
(i.'heers.) Continuing llie policy f 
Irusiing the )>eople. a constitution had 
been (dven to tlie Transvaal (cheers), 
and the good results were clearly ap- 
parent. Boer and Briton were now 
joining each other In demonstrating 
their loyaltj', and South Africa Jiad not 
for inniiy a long year presented us 
with such a hopeful prospect of peace, 
tranquillity, and good will. (Cheers.) 
Sir Edward Grey had> succeeded In 
■condudliig an agreement with Russia 
Which settled, many vast and disputed 
questions and gavo us the prospect of 
tranquility Iii tho Far East . The edu- 
cation office was sotting ItsoU' to do 
administratively as mucli as it could 



of what It had sought to do legislative- 
ly for the removal of noneonfm-inist 
grievances. He iHdnted next to the 
work acconiplished by the board of 
trade in the way of measures for a 
census of production: the Iniprovcinent 
of the iiatent law; tho extension of tho 
Workmen's e'timpenstttlon Act; the fa- 
cilitating of tlie settlement ot trado 
disputes and the limiting of the mlner.s' 
workday to eight hours from bank to 
bank. Indeed, the field over which the 
labors of parliament had ranged had 
been vast.

Scottish Land Hills. The House of 
Lords had shown a deteniiini! 1 ion so 
' to deal Willi tlie Si ottisii Small l.aini- 
I owners ill as to wreck the measure 
without any desire beiiiR sliown to 
I considi-r il in d(>tail. A House which 
I had a dii-eet pi-rson.il interest in the 
I subieel w.is not a body which c.nild 
I be trusted to settle tlie land queslion 
j for tlie peo])!.- of Si ollaiid. He said 
tlie same in re)_;;ird to tlie Land \'alues 
' Hill, 'fliev were refiisr-d that iiiea-uire 
■ also by the House of Lords; and th;it 
I brought the eouimy to an acute situ- 
ation. When tlie Conser\alivi> parly 
was in olliee We had practically the 
sinicl-' elianiber. LiberallHin In the Up- 
per House .■.-.is so feebln that when the 
liberal party was In office the will of 
tho people could not prevail because of 
the opposition of a body whicli exer- 
cised ruthlessly and without responsi- 
bility Its power to veto. That was :l 
thoroughly bad situation, and he de- 
sired to associate himself wholly with 
what tho Prime Minister said last Sat- 
urday upon this subject. fCheers.) Tie 
would like to .see the House of Lords 
made n smnllnr nnd belter body; but 
that did ii(-it touch the great prniiosl- 
tion that In the end the will of the 
electors of this conntrv- must deter- 
mine riolltleal con I ro\-ers\-. {( 'he.-rs.) 
There had been many sei-ious atlein|its 
by the House of Lrn-iis to raise itself 
to an equality w-ith the Ilcuise of Com- 
mons. Th(> country had seen last ses- 
sion one of the worst of these at- 
tenipls. The Liberal party h.-id been 
thwarti-il and lianiiiered in its en- 
deavor to deal with social problems.

Lord Crewe at Southport 
Uird Crewe delivered an address at 
the oiiening of a bazaar at Southport, 
the obji-ct of w-bieli is to raise funds 
for iK-liiiuH- to clear the various Liberal 
i-luhs ill the constituency of their 
liiiancial dillicultiea and to place them 
in a condition of social and polltmal 
eilbieiicy. Lord Crowe was accom- 
panied by bis daughter. Lady Cyn- 
thia I 'n-we- Mllnes, who subsequently 
declared tho bazaar open. Lady Crowe 
was to have performed this function, 
but she was unavoidably prevented 
from attending. It Is .lought to raise

coming from outside their own politi- 
cal parly. 

Lord Crewe, In the course of n geii- 
oral review of tho work of the past 
session, laid stress on the fact that 
the government had been enabled to 
preserve the principle of free trade, 
notwithstanding the pressure brought 
to bear upon them by the coUmiai 
conference. The agreement concluih-d 
with Kussla would remove all causes 
of friction between tho two couiilrles, 
and would tend to maintain the peace 
of the world. (Cheers.) Self-goveni- 
nionl had been given to llie '1 rans,- 
vaal, and the govc-rnnicMil lirheved that 
the experiment would be Jiislilied \>y \ 
Its ultlmttto success. Chinese labor 
was disappearing there, and looming 
ahead there was the prospect ot feder- 
ating tho whole of South .\fri(-a. .\l 
home tho Government had passed a 
great Act of Army reform; and be 
was glad to know that In tlie county 
of Lancashire people of all political 
views wore iinibd to bring to a real 
Hiiccosa the sclieuie for a county asso- 
ciation. A Small Holdings and Allot- 
inoiit Act for Kngland and an Kvioted 
Tenants' Act for Ireland, which Mr. 
Redmond believed, even In Us nui-.ll- 
ntod form would allevlale a grievance 
of 30 yea'rs' standing, represented a 
portion of the govermnent's legislative 
work, but though the well-intentioned 
ediicallon measure of l;ist year had 
failed lo pass, this ^-ea^ the govern- 
inent were ,-ible to pass certain \-alu- 
able adniinlHtratlve niea.sures for the 
health and well being of the children. 



They hud not been able, liow-ever, to 
get rid of tlie religious difficulty, and 
they w-ould have to make another at- 
tempt next year.

The Anglo- Russian Agreement 

Mr. Runciman, M.P., financial secre- 
tar\- to the Treasury, spoke at Obi- 
bain, under the auspices of the Old- 
ham and District Young Liberals' So- 
ciety, at a meeting presided over li.\ 
Mr. Ernest Lee. 

Ho said the most Important event 
of the recess was the publication of 
tho Anglo-nussltin Agreement, which 
was tho first formal Agreement on 
Eastern questions between Russia and 
the United Kingdom. That Agreement 
was based on two broad principles- 
first, that It would remove causes of 
quarrel between tho two nations by 
mutual concessions; and, second, that 
to neglect or refuse tho opportunity 
of removing such causes was to per- 
petuate bad feeling between the na- 
tions until It got beyond control, and 
miglit ultimately load to hostlltlies 
Without the Agreement friction in 
Asi.i was sure to Increase. Sooner or 
Inter that friction might have led to 
serir us consequences; and, If It did so, 
it would certainly have Involved the 
United Kingdom In Increased military 
expenditure. In SO far as It was 
avoided. Liberals had good cause to be 
thankful. In Persia, there wore two 
alternative policies to those which 
weri' lieing iiur.iued by his Jfajesty's 
goveriiinent. Tiie first was rtither to 
exploit ilie present system b.\- a for- 
ward iiolicy at the expense of Russia; 
and the second was m sil still whilst 
flussia exploited the situation at our 
expense. A forward imiic'v- on our part 
might liaye ended in llu^ annexation of 
Selstaii and a practical iirotertoi-ate 
over the whole of Southern Persia, 
v.-hich would have tn bo defended by 
force. 'fhe\- dislil%-e,l both nlternatlves. 
The Agri^einent si-cured for us (he 
mouth of tho Persian Gulf, which for 
a Roa-bearing Power and a great aea 
Power was of supremo Importance, nnd 
it secured for us all that was strato- 
gically vital to ns. On the other hand, it 
iiad secured Rus.'ila from any competi- 
tion of ours In coiicosslons, etc.. In 
Northern Persia. As to Alghanlstan, 
we had now a formal recognition of 
our posiliiiii, wliieh was a great point 
f,r,!-'ed and adib-ii cniisideralily to the 
secin-ltv of our gn-at Indian I-;mplre. 
They litid sctllod these questions on a 



basis which would enable them In the 
future, when necessar.v, to negotiate 
and to discuss with Russia in a wu> 
which had beeiv quite impossible up 
to tho present time. R.'fi-rring to the 
House of Lords, Mr Ilunciinan said 
that we had made great iirogress n 
tho extension of the franchise and in 
the democratiziUlou of tlie House of 
Commons since .Mr. Canning's day. but 
tho nominal jiower of the House ol 
l^ords remained the .same. ICvery one 
adinitted the absolute unfiiirness of tne 
present system, 'i'he Hoii.se ot Lords 
was iirtictically somnolent Whilst a 
Conservative C.ovcrnnient Was in pow- 
er, but. onco tho Liberals came In, 
thev were fanned Into activity. The 
situation was outrageous and could not 
continue. Through the necessarily Im- 
perfect machinery of elections mu.st be 
heard the volco Of tlie nation as a unit. 
If any man or body of men subverted 
the true purpose of the Constitution, 
or so abused Its ancient forms that 
a .small and privileged minority miglit 
flout tiie oiilnlon of Hie majority, tlie 
jioople were Justified In securing w-ith- 
in the Constitution those means by 
which the expression of their will 
should bo carried out. 

Labor Party Programme 

:Mr. Shaekleton, M.P., addressed a 
meeting hold under tho auspices of the 
loc.-il Labor Roprcsontatlve committee 
at Sto(-kton-oii-']'ees. 

lie said that the w-orkers needed to 
lie eureful ho-iv iimch credit tlioy gave 
to wiiai ^y.■ls said aliout the party. At 
Kirlulale .Mr. Hill -.vould have been the 
Labor niomber now- had the election 
bfi-n fouglit on iioiitlcal issues. He 
had never exploded to see responsible 
politicians .s(ooj) so low as to fight a 
political opoiient on the Issues they 
had i-aised. When tlie Conservatives 
found tliat they were losing all along 
tlui line on social and political ques- 
tions they came out with tho cry of 
"Socialism" and "Atheism." In Liver- 
pool a strong feeling existed on reli- 
gious subjects, and lie was .sorry to say 
that tlie issuo r;ilsed had a s<'iiou.s 
effect upon tlie caiididaluro of Mr. Hill, 
thou^'li it was shown that lie was pre- 
sident of the Sunday school in whicli 
he was brouKlit up. It was iteploralile 
that tmy polilieal iiarty should di.'scend 
so low- as to attempt to win a eiet,u-y 
on sucli issues. q'he time had come 
when they should protest as iiublle men 
against the subject of religion being 
brought at all Into iiolitics. A.s far as 
Labor was concerned, tho past session 
had not boen a satisfactory one. Ifo 
admitted that they had a fairly good 
innings tho first session, but this fact 
did not prevent them from urging tiu^ 
consideration of otlior sulilftctH In the 
last session. They dkl not Intend that 
the qie'stloii of old-age pensions should 
lie .-iliow-eil lo dro]). Until tlu-y could 
secure a fairer distribution of the iiro- 
lits of industry, the labor party held 
that they xvere ontillefi to use Ihe Bud- 
get to tax tlie w-ealtliy in order to hi-ip 
the others; and tiiat w-as what they 
proposed to do In regard to old-.-iKe 
pensions. In this country one half the 
annual income of the country went 
to five millions of people, and the 
other half .to 38 mllllbns. This wn.^! 
not a fair distribution, and It was not 
too much to ask the five millions to 
pay a little extra to find Ihe 15 or IG 
inlilions which wore wanted to provide 
old-age pensions. He ho|)ed to see old 
people b.\- .Taiiuary 1, 1!)01», receiving 
their old-age iienslons aa tho result of 
next Sessloii'.s work. As a Labor part.v 
they wore lonk-Ing I'orward to anothci- 
elnction. lie told them frankly that In 
his opinion It would not be long off. 



minion Iron and Steel companyi It has 
long surpassed.'

So far an attempt has been made to 
sketch what Is to bo found at Sydney 
today, all of which is In great contrast 
to that which must, have been written 
about the place nine or ten years ago,, 
before tho present Sydney had 'arriv- 
ed.' It may be interesting to add a 
few words about so great a change in 
so short a time. J 

While It had been known for many 
years that in the viclniti- of Sydney 
there wore largo bodies of excellent ' 
coal, no serious thought seems to have 
been given to the advisability of utlllz- 
Ing It for metallurgical purposes. With "'^ 
the discovery of the Wabana Iron 
ijiine, in Conception Bay, Newfound- 
land, the problem of finding a con- 
venient ])laoo for smelting Its ores be- 
came a 'live one.' In conformity with 
the well established axiom, ore must be 
brought to the coal, and obviously the 
coal to which Wabana ore must be 
brought was the coal of the Sydiioy 
coal lleld.s. The time was propitious. 
Cnpitalists had recently organized the 
Dominion Coal company and were om- 
barklng on enlarged operations to the 
.south of Sydney harbor, which was to . ^ 
be tlieir siiipping biise. Proposals were 
made to them by tho, people who con- ^ 
trolled the Waban.i, pro))ert.\-, which 
eventually terminated in the purchase 
of the largest portion of their holdings. 

The Dominion Iron c'C- Steel coinpan.v 
>.Viis immediately foruied. largtd.v by 
the caiiitalists wlio had organized the 
IJominicui (,'oal comiiany. 'file bilsl.'i 
of the coiuK-eti ju Ixdwc en tile two 
companies may b<- bri -fly stated a-'i 
follows; ^ 

Tlu> l!oal company had large sup- 
plies of coal fur whicli at the time 
tliere w-as no adequate iiiiirkel. They 
naturally desired to conduct their o|i- 
eratlons on as large a scale as possible 
ill order to derive the utmost benefit 
from l.-irge production and Judicious 
.•conomy. They w-ere w-illing for tlie 
sake of the enlarged market which 
w-ould be afforded to supiily the Steel 
company witli coal reciuired for tiie op- 
eration of their works at a low rate. 

The assurance of an abundant sup- 
lily of coal at rnoderat.i prices, the 
liossession of an unlimited quantity of 
excellent ore w-ithin easy siiipping dis- 
tance, the eneouragemeut of the Do- 
minion and Provincial governments In 
tlK^ way of bounties, the offer of a. freo 
siie and other concessions by tlie town 
of Sydney led to the establishiiieiit of 
the works which have eventually como 
to the growth whicli the writer-has at- 
tempted to sketch. It must not be 
Mupiiosed, however, that the original 
jiromoters foresaw the jiresent devel- 
opment in its entirety. The original 
project included only four hundred 
coke ovens, four blast furnaces, ton 
open hearth furnaces and a blooming 
.mill. Even before these had beencom- 
ililcted it was found that tho aniouiit of 
I capital subscribed was not sutllcient. 
The first Issue was five million dol- 
lars of bonds at ninety and fifteen 
milli(m dollars of common stock at fif- .' 
teen. After the issue of an additional 
three niillioii dollars of iionds it was 
found that further caplttil must bo 
pro\-ided. Tills took the ffu-m of an Is- 
sue of seven jier cent, cumulative pre- 
ferred stock, which was issued In 1901, 
i at eighty-five. Later five million dol- 
j lars of common stock was issued at 
sixlj-. 

The initial operations ot the plant 
were disappointing. The product bad 
I to be put on the market In the untin- 
hslied state as jiig iron or billets, and 
I blooms, for w hich there was not u suf- 
' licient market In Canada, and which ; 
couiti not be exported profitably, e.x- ■'^ 
ctpt when abnormal conditions in 
Great Britain and tho United States 
made export to these countries pos- 
sible. 

It speedily became apparent that If 
the -works were to be continued in op- 
eration the material produced must be 
of such a character as to find a mar- 
ket within the limits of the Domin- 
ion. To do this it required additional 
mills. Additional mills, .of course, 
meant a further outlay of capital. 

Here arose a dlfliculty which was not 
spontaneously overcome. There was a 
strain on the relations with the Coal 
Company In which tlie Steel Company 
apiieared as lessee of the Coal Com- - 
pany's property, the rentals from ' 
which only added to tho Steel Com- 
pany's diftlciiltles, which In .11)03 ii\>- 
proaclied a crisis. However, men 
were found who were not afraid to 
come to the Steel Company's assist- 
ance with counsel, with resolute ser- 
vice, and with money. When tlie first 
.mortgage bonds of the company wi-i-e 
I selling about fifty, an issue of one 
land a half million dollars second 
mortgage bonds was taken up at par, 
(and with the money tiius presided the 
I billet and rod and rail mills and other 
i necessary extensions to the plant were 
constructed nnd tho Indu-stry was 
saved from collapse. 

What Sydney and the country gen- 
erally owe to the men who came to 
the rescue of the Dominion Iron & 
Steel Company at that critical juno- 
ture may not perhaps be realized In 
this generation. 

Mr. J. H. Plunimer, president ot the 
company, has become the recognized 
leader of this band. Associated with 
him in struggle and In success were 
many of the men who still direct the 
company's affairs. Amongst the fam- 
iliar names are Mr.- Wllllarti MoMost-. 
er, of the Montreal Rolling Mills;" Mr. 
I'^llas Rogers, a well known authority 
on coal mining; Mr.. Frederick Nlch- 
oils ot tho Canadian GcneraVEJlectrlc 
Company; the Hon. L. J. Forget, Da- 
vid .McKeen and Robert Macltay and 
C.eruge A. Cox, senators, find Sir Wil- 
liam Van Horno, chairman of the 
Hoanl of the Canadian . Pacific Rall- 
w-a.y Company. 

To say that the' career of the com- 
pany has boen watched with the keen- 
est Interest by many thousands of peo- 
ple of all classes In all parts of the

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FORCE 

Did you over stop to thlnit'ot what 
yo» refer to when you speak of forco? 
Force Is what causes tho pltinetH to 
move In their orbits, which sends light 
pulsating through space, which carrlt-s 
tho sap to the topmost leaf of the 
tallest tree, which causes crystalH to 
take on their beautiful shape, which 
sends the blood coursing through our 
veins and given us life. Wo know 
what some of tho various manifesta- 
tions of force are; we know some of 
Its'" laws; we can measure to some 
extent tho Intensity of Its operations; 
but what It Is eludes all analysis. Wo 
suggest that creation may be divided 
into two great aspects: Matter, which 
is visible, tangrlble, capable of sub- 
division, and differcntuitod by its 
properties, and i-'orce, which is invis- 
ible. Intangible, indivisible, and known 
and cll£EerentJat,ed only by Its results. 
There la a school of philosophy which 
suggests that tho visibility and tanp;!- 
billty or matter is due to the opora- 
tlon of force. Wo read in the Boole 
of Genesis: "In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth. 
And tho earth was without form and 
void, and darkne.ss was upon tho face 
of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters ' 
Restating this highly poetical pro- 
nouncement in the pro.saic lansuaRo of 
today, and cliinlnalins from it any 
reference to the Deity, we may ex- 
press it thus: Originally there was a 
dark, formless ether, and to It force 
was Imparted. After thi.s all IhiiiBs 
became po.s.sible. We mentioned a 
week or two ago tho little dust 
vortices , with which we are all fa- 
miliar, and said that If these continued 
long enough and rapidly enouffli, the 
whirling air would become himiuous. 
We see tho vorticos because they 
catch up leaves and dust; if they oc- 
curred on a perfectly clean surface 
we would not see them, unless they 
continued long and rapidly enoush to 
become luminous. Henco we may in- 
fer that tho first visible cficct of tho 
vortices in the ellier was that tlicy 
became luminous, or, as tho writer 
of Genesis says immediately after 
telling us that the Spirit of God 
moved: "And God -said 'Let tliero be 
light," and there was light." 

We think it is probably demonstra- 
ble that if motion were Imparted to 
an all-pervading, formless ether, it 
It would necess.-vrily be rotatory. IL 
evidently could not move in a straight 
line, because there would be no empty 
space Into which it could go. It could 
, O.niy move within itself, and as its 
rniSilon -"would be necessarily uninnu- 
enced by any external thing, it would 
take the simplest of all motions, 
namely, a rotatory one. Here seems 
■to be a logical basis for the theory 
that the visible creation Is the result 
of force applied to an invisible ether. 
But this does not bring us at all 
nearer an answer to the question: 
-"What is force? Still less does It help 
us reach any conclusloh as to whether 
the various manifestations of force 
are derived from the original creative 
impulse. If we admit the theory, we 
must concede that matter Is the result 
of the operation of force, and discard 
the Idea that force Is the result of tho 
operation of matter. Ccnturl-s uro 
tho wind blew a flr cone from a tree, 
and the seed on one of the little 
leaves of the cone germinated, took 
root and in time became a forest 
giant. In that little seed was locked 
up a force which made this wonder- 
ful 'thing possible. Was this force In- 
herent in the matter of which the 
seed was made, or was it distinct 
from it? The question is nt»t oitsily 
answered? It is certain that neither 
ilic microscope nor chemical analysis 
can detect its presence in the seed, 
nor distinguish between a seed which 
will germinate and one which will not. 
Let us go further back in the history 
of the world. A K>'c;it forest comuosed 
chiefly of huge tree Ixrns covered the 
land. In the process of centuries these 
died and others took their" places. Tlio 
surface of tho earth sanlc, carryiiij,' 
llio decayed forest with it. Tlie .s«-a 
rolled over it and covered it with silt. 
The silt become solid and the surface 
of the earth rose again. Today we 
dig down through the solidill(>d slit, 
which wo call shale, and conio upon 
the compressed debris of the ancient 
forests, which we call coal. We place 
the coal In a furnace and burn It../ and 
thereby wc generate steam, which we 
use to drive machinery, perhaps to 
move great steamships, perhaps to 
give us light. Whence came the force 
that was locked up In the coal? Clearly 
it came from the source of energy 
which made the tree-ferns grow, and 
this source was i^ndoubtedly the. sun. 
We drive machinery by water power, 
which Is derived from tho effort of 
water, which the sun has raised into 
the atmosphere, to seek the level of 
tho ocean from which it canio. Oilier 
lUustratlon.s may be cited, but they are 
not necessary to support tho sugges- 
tion that a very great deal of the 
force with which wo have to do is de- 
livod from the sun, and, if that is the 
case, we may Infer that, for example, 
the electric light which glows upon 
our desk Is only^.a peTROtuatlon in a 
very small way of "the Spirit of God 
moving." Lot us trace our electric 
light back. It is easy to follow it to 
tho dynamo, thence to the steam en- 
gine, thenco to the glowing coal In 
thn furnace, and thence to the ancient 
fern forest. Thus far we have fact.s, 
not theories, to deal with. ^ From the 
forest necessary inference compels us 



to seek the sun as tho source of veget- 
able life, and In tho sun we have one 
of the fragments Into which a rotatory 
Universe separated, when,, the .motion 
Imparted to It had been sufflcleritly 
prolonged, and is itself now throbbing 
with that motion; and so we come 
to the beginning. This Is more than 
mere guesswork. It is a hrljf state- 
ment of tho latest conclusions of 
science in that .sphere of investigation. 
Indeed, in the sentence tracing tho 
electric light to its origin, we have 
only summarised several pages of one 
of the greatest of modern investiga- 
tors into electric phenomenai The 
views, whicli are advanced in this 
article, are almost diametrically op- 
posed to those held by the school of 
thought of which Herbert Spencer was 
tho founder, and v.'hich regards force 
as a proi)erty of matter; but we sub- 
mit that it is more in liarmony with 
tho discoveries of science since tho 
groat philosopher of tho mld-Victorlan 
era ceased from his labors. That Is 
the chief theory with which his name 
is specially connected. We cannot 
hojic to say what I'in-ce is in its last 
analysis, but neither do we know 
what matter la In its last analysis. 
We shall content ourselves with say- 
ing that the existence of tho I'onner 
seems to inipiy that there is a power 
beyond the ereatioii which llnds ex- 
pression both in matter and I'uree. 

OGELEN EKE 

To have nnpres.scd herself upon the 
memory of one- third of the human 
race as Ogelen Eke, or The Mo.ther 
of Nations, Is a lot which has fallen 
to only one woman, and It is reason- 
able to attribute to her more ability 
and power than has been exercised by 
the majority oi' tlie great reijresenta- 
bves of her sex. Especially true is 
this when she Is not a being, the story 
of whose life Is mostly made up of 
myths and traditions coming dov.a 
from the twIliKiit of tho world, ns was 
the case with Ilelen of Troy and 
Semiramls. Her proper name was 
Yulun, and she was mother, guardian 
and adviser of that most tremendous 
man, Teinonpin, who is known best 
by his assumed title, Genghis, which 
means "perfect warrior." She was 
born about the middle of the Twelfth 
Century, and marrleHl Yoke Yilata, a 
Tatar chief, but did not long remain 
his wife — we adopt the correct spell- 
ing of the word usually written "Tar- 
tar." The following Is the Tatar ac- 
count of how she came to bo married 
to Y^lssugel, father of Genghiss: "One 
day Yissugel was hunting in company 
with his brotliers, and was following 
the track of a wliitc hare in the snow. 
They struck upon thfe track of a 
wagon, and following It up came to a 
spot where a woman's cart was 
pitehinl. Tlieii said Yissugei: 'This 
woman shall boar a valiant son.' He 
discovered she was the damsel Ogelen 
Eke. Yissugel carried her away and 
married her." Yi.ssugei was a Tatar 
chief, but by no means the sironRest 
among them. He was, however, fairly 
successful In extending his power, and 
at his death was acknowledged as 
ruler by forty thousand families. At 
this time Genghis was only thirteen 
years old, and the tribes refused to 
recognize his leadership. A meeting 
of the tribes was held and the lad 
stood before tnem, weejilng and plead- 
ing tliat ho should bo recn^nizeil as 
his father's successor, but the sjielii-.^- 
man uf the tribesmen answcrL-d; 
"1'he deepest wells are sometimes dry; 
the hardest stone Is sometimes 
broken; why should we cling to thee?" 
Then arose Op;olen KUe, and holding 
aloft the eow-taih'd banner (if lier 
race, in Impassioned tones called 
upon the men to rally to support the 
rights of her son. The debate was 
long and angry, but in the end the 
herf)ic woman i)rev:iiled to such an 
extent that the majority of the tribes- 
men tendered their allegiance to the 
lad. From this time on, and for nearly 
thirty years, this groat woman planned 
supremacy for her son over all .\sla. 
Her labors wore Incessant; she was 
powerful In counsel, quick to take ad- 
vantage of the weakness of her son's 
enemies, courageous in undertaking 
warlike expeditions, and the resul'l 
was that in Ids forty-lirth y(^ar, Gen- 
ghis was .able to set out on his con- 
quest of China, which was the pre- 
liminary step to his marvelous career, 
the like of which Is without parallel 
In history. Not very nuu-h niore In- 
formatii>n relating to Ogelen lOlfe Is 
available for thp purjioses of this pa- 
per, although In tho traditions and 
literature of Oentrnl Asia there arc 
many things told almut her. The im- 
portant fact conconiing her is lli;it 
she laid the foundation of Tatar 
greatness, and thus induenced the af- 
fairs of the world to a degree almost 
without parallel, und the effect of 
wliieh is still felt today. What the 
consolidation of these tribes and the 
great movement, of which this 
woman's son was loader meant can bo 
in some measure understood from the 
following quotations. The first is 
from Ttambeau's HIstor.v of Uussla, 
quoting ii Chinese writer of the i'"our- 
teenth Century, whom ho doe.s not 
name "They occupy themselves ex- 
clusively with their flocks. They are 
Ignorant of the nature of a town or 
a wall. 'I'hey havi; neither r(.digiouH 
ceremonies nor Judicial institutions. 
They respect nothing but strength 
bravery." They * were,*; as a- Moham- 
medan writes says, born horsemen. 
PIo adds that they wore' sun-worship- 
pers. Thoy word absolutely merciless 



In war. Walled townq presented no 
resistance to these terrible horsemen, 
who never counted tho cost of lives, 
nor spared the conquered. It is told 
that Genghis, after Bokara was cap- 
tured, and Us hundreds of thousands 
of men, women and children wore at 
his mercy, called tho loaders of his 
army 'about him and exclaimed: "The 
grass is cut; lot the horses feed!" 
and forthwith a scene of horrible car- 
nage and raplno ensued, which was 
only stayed when there was nothing 
left to destroy. .Boulger, in his his- 
tory of China, says that the Tatars 
would never have boon more than a 
mere nomad tribe hut for tlie appear- 
ance of Genghis. Boulger says of 
him "He was a military genius of 
tlii. llrst order, and it may be ques- 
tioned whether Caesar or Napoleon 
can as commanders be placed on a. par 
with him. Even tho Chinese said ho 
moved his armies like a god. Tho 
manner In which he moved large 
bodies of men over vast distances 
without Apparent efl'iirt, tlie judgment 
ho showed In tho conduct of several 
wars In countries far apart from each 
other, his strategy In unknown re- 
gions. ali\'ays on tlio alert, yet never 
allowing hesitation or overeaiition to 
lnterl'er(^ with his enterprisn, tho 
seines he brought to a successful ter- 
mination, his brilliant victories, a suc- 
cession of 'Suns of Austerlltz' all 
combined to make up tho picture of a 
career to which Europe can offer 
nothing tli.it will surpass, even If she 
has anything to bear comparison with 
It. After the lapse of centuries, and 
In spite of tho Indifference with which 
tho great figures of .\slatlc history 
have been treated, the name of Cen- 
glils is still a name to conjure with. 
But great as Is the reputation Gen- 
ghis has acquired, It Is probably short 
of his merits. He is reniendiered as 
a relentless anil Irresistible coiiquiudr, 
a human scourge; but he was much 
more, He was one of the great In- 
struiTients of destiny, one of the most 
remarkable moMers of tlio fate of na- 
tions to be met witli In tlie liislnry of 
the wiuid. His name still ovorsluid- 
ows Asia with Its fame." It is im- 
possible in this short article to give 
even an outline of the operations of 
this wonderful leader, but we may 
mention that while ho hold (^hina In 
.subjection with one army, he des- 
patched four others for tlie conquest 
of the West. One of them penetrated 
India as far as Delhi; one overran 
Syria; one swejit away all opposition 
throughout, tlic great region east 
of tho Ca.si)ian sea, and tho 
fourth invaded Russia ,^nd re- 
duced it to subjection. It had only 
reached the Dnelper when Genghis 
died, but its triumphant niareli ex- 
tended into Poland and Hungary, and 
caused the whole of Europe to trem- 
ble with dread. Rnmbeau, above quot- 
says that this army alone nunihereil 
tjOO.OOO men, and he siiys that when 
Genghis died, "he left to be divided 
among his four sons the greatest em- 
pire that ever existed." 

When we reflect that it was not 
only through the talents which he in- 
herited from Ills mother, but actually 
by tho force of tlie coura,i;e and skill 
which she put forward when he was a 
helpless youth, and by her counsel 
In later years, that the Tatars were 
welded together Into one nation, .and 
the atna/.ing eare^r of Cleim'liis made 
possible, we need not hesitate ti.i place 
the name ot'Yulun Ogelen Eke among 
the great women In history.

of religion and philosophy, can httrdly 
have railed to not lee the remark- 
abli; simllaiity helwei'ii tlie vari- 
ous ethical systems advanced by 
these great teachers and leaders. They 
will also admit that If Buddha, Con- 
fucius. Plato. Zoroaster, Socrates, and 
all the rest <if the w (iiul. rriil gal.ixy 
could have .sat at the feel of Josus 
and heard tho Sermon on the Mount, 
tho utmost demands of their minds 
for a practical rule uf life would have 
been satlslleil. Wherein consists tin.' 
dlffereiiee between their systems and 
Christianity? Why Is it that the lat- 
ter is a vital force energizing tho hu- 
man race today, oven to a greater ex- 
tent than In the earlier centuries of its 
exi.stence, while the former are either 
half-forgotten iiiem.iries or are liudt- 
liig In that spirit , which makes for 
human progress? There Is nothing 
more beautiful than tho teachings cf 
Zoro.aster. but tliosn who profess it 
liave grown less luimi'rous irom e<ii- 
lury to century, until now oidy a ri ni- 
nant remains of what was once tho 
greatest of all schools of .'ollglous 
thought. The teachings of Binhllia 
are not materially different from an 
ethical point of view from those of 
Joflus, and yet tho followers of this 
wonderful man, though numbered by 
hundreds of millions, do lot ^ \-e (,vl- 
denee that tho spirit of tlielr mtis'cr's 
teaching infltionces their l.-ans.tcilons 
with their fellowiiien. This is iiiv; test 
after all. "By their fruit.^ yo sl-.all 
know them" Is not necessarily a Chris- 
tian rule; It is In tho highest ser.so- 
sclontlflc. It Is tho rule by wnijh the 
chemist in Ills laboratory ris.,i i tains 
tho hidden laws of creation. We be- 
lieve that if the great <teachers abQve 
named were alive today, and could 
observe what have been tlie fruits of 
the vai'lous s.\-stenis of ellilc.-i and re- 
ligion, they would bo the rust to ccu- 



cedo that thero is something in Chris- 
tianity whicli is^uot . to be found in 
any of tho others. 

In what does the difference cor.slst? 
It win not do to say that riivli,:iD i.lty 
Is true and that the others were lalse. 
They were not false. As far as thoy 
went they were true. We think tho 
answer is Ihat they did not* go ^far 
enough. Tlioy were laclcing fn Si n-e-' 
thing which Christianity oossessps. 
We again remind readers that we 
apeak from a secular point of view 
only. Doubtless there are evidences, 
which Individuals enjoy, that doinoh- 
strato to their personal satisfaction 
the reality of this faith, apart alio- 
getlior from mere matters of doctrine. 
But we are not writing for such teo- 
ple. We are endeavoring to look upon 
the question from an external point 
of view, and to inquire wduit proof 
there Is that Christianity pD.-isesoos 
an energizing, vitalizing power, which 
no other religion posses^s In e(iual 
degree. Never before was society so 
urgent In asking wliat it shall do 
to -be saved. Great problems are 
pressing for solution, and they are be- 
coming more and more formidable all 
the time. People by the hundreds of 
thousands are turning away from tho 
Christianity of their I'alhers and seek- 
ing social salvation in new diri'Ctions. 
.Scholarship is growing indllterent to 
It, and is pursuing Its investigations 
as though no such thing existed. Peo- 
ple of leisure and wealth are 'gnoring 
It. And yet the demand for .iome'.liing 
like what Christianity in its essence 
professes to bo was never j-reator than 
It Is today. Wo are told of Jo-ma V.-at 
"the common jioople heard Hlin glad- 
ly." What message has Christianity 
for the common people today? It 
tells them undoubtedly of happiness 
and glory In a life to come; but men's 
minds are ehlelly agitated witli the 
desire to attain to comfort imd se- 
curity in tho life that now Is, and If 
Christianity has a message for them, 
which can bo made applicable In this 
more limited sphere, we have little 
doubt lliat the common people will 
liear it gladly Just as soon as they 
understand it. ' 

There are some who say that Chris- 
tianity is a matter of personal exporl- 
once. Possibly it is; but If the mass 
of mankind saw that those who (■lain) 
to enjoy this iii'rsonai (experience were 
ever on the alert to Improve tho con- 
dition of those around them, the real- 
ity of this personal experience would 
be more generally admitted and the 
experience Itself would be more gen- 
erally sought. Two very estimable 
gentlemen are holding religious re- 
vival services In Ihis 'city. No doubt 
they do a great deal of good. If the 
elTect of tlieir laljors were nolliing 
more than to awaken those persons, 
whom thoy address, to a greater sense 
of the wickedness of sin and their 
moral responsibility, they would be 
didiig a work of Inestimable value, 
and perhaps, as the sphere of any 
men Is necessarily limited, they wisely 
confine themselves to one special de- 
partment of Christian work. Probably 
also it may projKM'ly bo called tho 
fundamental wjrk. Unless men thom- 
s(-lves feel the enorgi/.Ing force of 
Christianity, they can hardly bo ex- 
pected to realize that In It is to bo 
found what society needs for redemp- 
tion from tile consef|uences of its folly. 
^Ve hoirl tliat Christianity, while It 
may be a personal experience, bring- 
ing to him who enjoys it a conscious- 
ness of the possession of divine favor, 
it la something more than lliis. It Is 
a power that will ■■make for ritirht- 
cousnoss" In communities and nations 
as well as individuals. If this is npt 
the case, then the world is without 
hope. Philosophy alone will not save 
humanity from the resulls of its er- 
riu-s — we are speaking solely of this 
life. Political economy breaks down 
when it Is most needed. Theology 
creates discord when unity Is ess(ui- 
tlal. Mankind needs something more 
than these. It needs sonielliing that 
will change Ih.- iH.int of \iow of the 
struggling millions, something tliat 
will subordinate self. Is there a 
power In the Universe of God, which 
will accomplish this great work? 
Electricians have laughl us that tiK.'re 
are jiulsatlons in the ether, which 
with properly attuned instruments wo 
can catch tmd understand. Is hu- 
manity envelnjied liy pulsations of 
the Divinity? Ami if so, is it possible, 
so to attune our minds that we will, 
not only as individuals, but as com- 
munities, come to understand them 
and employ them for our temporal 
heneilt as well as for our future 
liappinoss? 



Ancient Teachers of Re- 
ligion and Pliilosophy

CICERO 

The century in wliich .Marcus 'I'ld- 
lliis Cicero lived was one of the most 
lurid and exciting in the tragic annals 
of Roman history. It was a time of 
pidltleal strife and civil w;irfare. Cue 
terrible event followed another In (pilek 
succession. Jealousy dlstorti^d i)a- 
trJotlsiii liilo anarchy. Brother In- 
trigued against brother, father against 
son, until finally the assassination of 
Caesiir plungcjd the coiintry Into a 
war, which ciilniinrited In the deaths 
of Cleoiiatra and Anton.v. History has 
given us the names ot many mighty 



Roir.ans .who wore Cicero's contem- 
poraries,'', JPompey;- Sulla; .:Cato, Caesar 
and thosis "men made' famous by 
Shakespeare's Immortal play. But 
among them all Cicero stands distin- 
guished as the greatest orator of hl.s 
time or of any timo before or since. 
Thu profoundness and the beauty of his 
philosophy are visil^le in all ot his 
Works, the letters to' his wife and 
daughters and friends as well as his 
orations and Philippics. But with all 
of his brilliancy, all of his power 
Cicero's life was one of the most 
pathetic of the philosophers. Inspired 
by a burning patriotism and the love 
foi- all the old traditions of his coun- 
try, he labored zealously for the wel- 
f.'iro of the iH.'Oiile, /only to meet with 
what ho termed failure. In the end 
after bitterest disappointments and 
family griefs, he died at tho hands of 
Antony's soldiers. But as It is witli 
the grciUest men of ail times so It was 
wltli Cicero. Ouring liis life it was 
not permitt''..! that lie slioiiUl see tiie 
fruits of his unsollish labor, though 
the generations since his time have 
been the better and tho happier for his 
teaching. 

Cleero was the oldest son of a 
wealthy Roman citizen and was edu- 
cated under the best teachers In the 
country. At sixteen he began the 
study of law and traveled extensively 
In Greece and Asia. At the ago of 
twiuity-six he first came Into promin- 
ence when derendlng young Hosciua 
wlio had been falsely accused of mur- 
dering his own father. So powerful 
were Roscius' eiiemies that no other 
advocate dared tako up the young 
ni.in's cause. Cicero, who wrote at 
the time that he was protected by his 
obscurity, won the case against gen- 
eral expectation. His success, however, 
meant his enforced absence from the 
country, and ho spent several years 
traveling In tlio cast "for the beiiolit 
of ills health," as Plutarch rather fa- 
cetiously puts it. When he went to 
Sicily he prnseculod N'crres fiu- mis- 
go\erniiieiu, and so effective were the 
incisures hi: adopted that Verres lied 
Into exile, and llortetitius, who de- 
fended him, and who was uiilil then 
the leader of the Roman bar, gave up 
the case in de-pair. 

(.'Icero's iinri viilled brilliancy won 
him the praotorship and consulship 
at the earliest leg.-il age. Honors ;ind 
gilts were showered upon him, and he 
received the jiroud tith^ of "Father of 
Che l''atlierland." 11 was during hisi 
consular .vear that he made his famous 
plea for .Miirena, who was probably 
guilty of bribery. His speecli Is a 
^ model of forensic argument and gracc- 
, fill rhetoric and it is perhaps, unneccs- 
' sary to add that he won his ca.so for 
i his client. 

I The following .\'e,'ir lie sueeessfii! ly 
I defended I'liienlius, who ^vas un- 
j doiibtedly guilty of poisoning, and de- 
livered his famous oration for the 

■ poet Archies, in whieli lie siieaks so 
I eloi|uently in praise of the lltcrar.\- and 
, scholarly life 

I His popularity was short-lived and 
I the turning-point came in his career 
I when lie rel'usc-d to join the h'lrst 
Trim virate. I'aesar was alioiit lo de- 
I pai'i for (!aul and I'eariiu,' that during 
I ills absence the pliilosoiilier might use 
! his inlluenee to incite llie Uoinaiis 
I against him. sent him Into <-xllo. 
I ( 'Icero having r''tired to Greece, t'acs- 
ar condemned him h.v n;ime and caused 
his town house ;inil his villas to he 
destroyed. However, he was permit- 
ted to return to Rome some \-eai^s 
l;iter. Hut he had ceased (o be" tlie.' 
"man of the hour." Tlie iidlitlcal lead- 
ers .-It v.arianee with one another liad 
not thi> lime or the jiatlence for rhe-' 
j liii^ic and pliilo.-.ophy. ."Men of .-letioti 
I were needed, tlii^ inriro nnseru|iuloiis 
! the better. When the elvll war hidke 
out Cicero joined Pompey, -wllli whom 

■ he had aways been friendly, but he 
loid^- no jiarl in the ile.dsive battle' 
Indeed bis altitude tow.'irds Pompey ;it 

I this tiiiii- w.is the luie blot upon his 
, chariieter. Wlien ilie general mi^t with 
defeat, insle.id of l)i-;ively abiding by 
I the result Cicero returneil iKiioiiiin i - 
oiivly to Italy to cra\-e Car^sar's par- i 
doll. I 
7t was at Ibis time flial he divorced ! 
hl.s wil'i^ to whom he liiul biMui iii;irrled 
for more than tlilrl\- \ears. .■ind ;i lit- 
tle later t!ie de.'ith of his cuily daugh- 
ter. Tullia, nearly broke his heart. 

I 'Icero was nid In the sei ret of 
Caesar's jissassiiia t ion, thoii^rh his 
sympathies were all witli the con- 
_spirators, to wliom he wrote lat'-r: 
""How I wish I liad lieeii Invited to your 
glorious baiKiuet on the Ides of :\Ian;h." 
'"Fhere would liavi> been no remains," 
Ik- wroti^ again, meaning th.-it .\ntony 
would not have been left alive. 

nurlng the long struggle lielween 
Antony and the slayers of Caesar, 
Cicero's (doi|uenc(> and energy m.'ido 
him the foremost m/iii In the si^nato 
oiiee more. It wa:; (luriuK this iierind 
th;i( lie wrote Ills lamnus l^hlllii]jies. 
He died in the year t.'! B.C. .\nthoii.\' 
srddlers overlook him one day when he 
was lieing carried in his litter through 
tile sireols of Itmiie. Tlc^ made no 
I'esi.'danee. forbidding bis sla\'es to 
try lo did'eiid him, lint to .save llieni- 
sel \^es. 

('icero's one Rre.at fault was his ^'aii- 
itv. and he has been by some writers 
jici'used of iih,\-,sieal cowai-diee. In the 
liftht of (he heroic conduct (lls]ilayed 
at his assassination lids accusallon 
seeni.s hiirdl.v .iiisl. He was too great 
and good a man for the lime in which 
he lived. "Wo might wish," writes 
Hegol, "Ihat this humane and modern 
nature ndght have fallen upon a gent- 
ler age." 

Tlie most widely re.-id of all Cicero's 
woi'ks, perh.'ips, is his iiltle di.-iloRne 
on old age. Ho whose own later years 
were so full of sorrow, claims for this 
time of life the greatest happiness," 

"Grow old along with me. 
The best Is yet to be, 
Tho Inst of llf(^ for which tho first 
was made." 

"1'ho man wlm knows himself,'" 
wrote Cicero, "will I'eid within himsolf 
traces of the iJivine; and wlillo he 
|Consl(lers liiniself an image of the

.Jure tills groat gift. The soul Is de- 
rived linmediatoiy from God."

AVe all know how a sauce makes 
or mars a meal, as nothing is worse 
than .1 badly made sauce, and nothing 
iiii cr than a good sauco well made. 

licchamel saupe, brown sauce, Por- 
tugalKo sauce, pouletto sauce, 'beurre 
noir. mushroom jmroo and mayonnal.se 
and taruiro sauce. I appeud the eclipse 
wliich If I'oliuwed exactly will ensure 
complete success and I have put them 
as tersely as possible In order to make 
them more easy to carry out. 

Hechamel sauce — Put half a jiiiit of 
fresh milk Into a clean .saucepan, add 
to it ;i bunch of herbs, i. e, th\ im-, 
parsley, liay-le.if, a strip of b-iiion 
rind, ami a thii-k slice each of carrot, 
turnlji, <uiion and a hit of celery. I-ut 
the saiici.pan on the stove let it .sim- 
mer for exai-lly fifleen minutes, 
strain the milk through a fine slrain- 
er into a clean jug, put an ounce of 
butter into a clean, dry sauceiian; lot 
it mi.|t, dredge In by degrees an tnince 
of well-dried, sifted flour, cook for ex- 
actly five minutes and stir all the time 
quickly with a small wooden spoon. 
At the end of five minutes begin to 
add a few drops of milk at a time. 
Stir vigorously all tho time. As soon 
as the mixture is .smooth return the 
pan to the fire aii.l .-■tir until the nil.x- 
ture tlilekeiis.

Oy.sler sauce — M\d six oysters, each 
out into four jileei s to this same .sauce 
when flnlslieil. I,et thom got tlicir- 
oughly heated but do not let them cook 
or the sauce will be spoiled. 

Caper sauce — Add two heaped desert 
spoonfuls of finely chopped capers to 
lliiK .sauce when tlnkshed. ' 

Lobster sauce — Add tho white moat 
only, cut Into small neat squares from 
a medium sized lobster to the .■^aiico 
when finl.shed. 

Par:il"y sauoc — Add a heaped ihs- 
surt spoonful of finely minced parsley, 
first well washed and dried, to the 
sauce. 

Shrimp sauce — Add half a pint of 
pickled shrimps to tho sftuco and make 
a medium sized lobster, to the sauci' 
very hot. 

Portiigalao sauce — The quickest and 
cheapest way to make this Is as fol- 
I'lws: Kmi)ly the contents of a sinall 
bottle of tomato catsup Into a clean 
fireproof China saucepan, add to it a 
whole cloVe of garlic. Make very hot, 
take nut the garlic, add half a glass- 
full of [lort wliie. make hot and us,-. 

Mllanalso Sauce — This Is made In 
exiictly tho ^ame way, using a gla.ss- 
ful of sherry Instead of the port. 

.. Brown satloe — This Is made exactly 
.In.the sanie. way as, the white becham- 



el sauce, but as soon as the butter 
melts add to It a .slice of each of 
onion, carrot, celery, tomato and tur- 
nip and cook for fi-om twenty to 
twenty-five minutes before adding the 
stock of the liavored milk. Then tinlsh 
In exactly llio same wiiy. Stir th.e 
butter and floui- all the lime to tivoid 
burning, and dfi not eoimneiice to add 
lirpild until it — llin flour — is of ;i 
bright coffee coloi-. (Note This sauce 
must when finished ho rubbed 
through a hot gravy strainer iiiiu a 
cle;in saucepan and n^-lieated). 

Poulette sauce — This I.s made In ex- 
actly the same way as Bechamel sauce. 
"When fllnlshed add to It an ounce of 
fbaely minced mushrooms, a tea.^poon- 
ful of finely minced parsley, Uie well 
beaten yolk of an egg and a few drops 
oC lemon Jiilcc. Make vtiry hot and 
serve Note that this saUce must not 
:ictiiall.\- boll again after the .egg has 
been adiiijd or it will be'spollt. It Is 
best made In a double saucepan. 

Mushroom Puree — Clean, and chop 
half a pound of mu.shroums finely. 
J'lace an ounce and a half of Initter 
in a clean slew pan, add tlie nunsh- 
rooms, a little peiMier ami salt to 
tas'e. Cool; for five minutes. Aikl 
the jnUa- of half a lemon, a lii-apcii 
dessert spooiilul of fresli liri'-ad 
crumbs previously soakeil in niilk and 
i-allier less than a iinai-ti.r of a )dnt of 
i-nniii. (.'li.ok for ti-n minutes. Hub 
tiirou.gh a clean wire sieve Malie v,.ry 
hot ami ii.-e at one,-. (NoU-. — Cooiv 
this iti a clilna saucipan.) 

Mayonnaise sa ue,- -I'laee the yolk 
of a large i..4g In a el, -an basin. Add 
to il a sinall teasiioonful of l.'reiich 
must.iril. wring a cloth out in lee cold 
water and wrap this tightly around 
tho basin. Now fix tho basin firmly 
on the table In front of you by means 
of two heavy weights. Take the oil 
bottle, hold It under the cold tap for 
a couple of minutes. Dry It well, cut 
a tiny notch in the cork so as to only 
allow a drop of oil to come out at a 
lime. Now add the oil to tho egg, n 
aroj) at a time only and rub It hard 
with a wooden spoon. The mixture 
will gradually llilcken until It becomes 
as thick a;i w-h!pped cream. When It is 
thoroughly thicli and not before the 
oil may be added more quickly, but 
still only ill drops. t.Vole th;it it tlie 
mixture seems lo thin the Siiu(!c this 
shows that the oil has been added two 
quickly and It must bo vigorously 
rubbed until it la thick again before 
any more Is a^ded. When finished it 
will be as thick as whipped cream 
and quite- as solid. To nearly half a 
pint of oil add a desert spoonful each 
of vinegar and tarragon -lirlnegar and 
salt to taste. Serve at once^) 

I Tartare sauce Is made In exacth-

lots. Mix and serve. 

Hi iirre sauce — Place.,- two table 
spoonfuls of \inegar In a clean fire- 
proof (..'liiua saucopfLil. I.,et It boll un- 
til rciucetl to one tablespooiif ul. .Mean- 
wlilli! put two ounces of butter Into 
a fr.N'ln.g pan, melt, wall till the curd 
like fl.ilies lia\-e formed tlien add to 
tho vinegar. .Mix well, .-\d(l pejiper 
and salt to ta.ste and servo. 

Bechamel sauce Is served with fi.sh 
If made with flavored milk It Is suit- 
able for any purpose for which white 
sauce Is hequlred. Brown sauce Is u.se- 
ful for all kinds of nutlets and rochauf- 
fees, etc. 

Portugaise sauce may bo served with 
any kind of poultry, game, roast or 
cuilets. 

Pouletto sauce Is served with fi.sh, 
.Mayonnaise and tartare sauce with 
hot and chl fish and all kin, Is of 
poulti-.\-. game and salads. Beurre 
sauce Is served with fish. Mushroom 
saiie.) with all kinds of roasts, poultry 
iuid game. 

Mud Stains on Dresses. — Dissolve s 
little carbonate of soda In water, and 
with It wash the mud stains. Another 
plan Is to rub the stains with a cut 
raw potato, afterwards removing the 
potato juice by rubbing it with a flan- 
nel dipped In water.

Tuberculosis E.xliibition 

ITnder the auspices of the 'Women's 
Xatlonal Health Association an ex- 
hlbition of appllam-es, literature, 
shelters, chalets, etc., relating to tho 
position of tubercular disease in Ire- 
land and Its treatment has been or- 
ganized, and will be opened by tha 
Lord Lieutenant within tho grounds 
of the International Exhibition, at 
Herbert Park, Dublin, says the Belr 
fast Northern 'Whig. Yesterday af- 
ternoon there was a Pre*a view, 'but . 
it was not exclusively a Press vleHrt 
and this was followed by a meeting 
in the village hall of the Irish home 
itidustrio.=t .section, over which her Ex- 
cellency the Countess of Aberdeen 
presided. The exlilhitlon Is being held 
with the approval antl co-operation 
of most of the r>ublie health authori- 
ties In Ireland and with the sanc(1,o>i. 
of the ofllcials of the Local govern- 
ment board. There arc on tho village 
green four or live ohalet.s or .shelters, 
to be used as sanatoriuni.s. Thc-'e aro 
designed and furnished variously ac- 
cording to tho kieas of the inedlciHl 
gentlemen who have undertaken thom. 
Tbev lire Intended for onlv one pa- 
tient at a time, ;ind so constructed' 
as to afford him or her the largest 
amount of open air and sunshine They 
can be turned to the sun .and baclced 
to the br,;cze as renuired, and the pa-( 
tlent can lie abed and keep warm while 
he Is enabled to Inhale the fresh air 
from the open aperture beside him or 
at his head. For Instance, Dr. Seed^t 
of the Rostrevor Sanatorium, County 
Down, has a model chalet, which eur 
ables the patient -to live practically In 
the open air day and night, -while tft 
the same time affording adequate 
shelter from driving rain and strong 
winds. A verandah runs along the 
south side Hy a opnvenlent arrange- 
ment either end of the verandah can 
be closed, so affording shelter to .a 
patient at rest on his couch, while thci 
same arr.-ingeinent allows part or 
w-hole of the south front to be open 
while the patient is in bed. Thorough 
ventilation Is ensured by having niov- 
ahlfi window sasiies on two other 
sides of the chalet. It is nicely fur- 
nished in oak, so constructed as to 
facillate cleaning. B.v the bedside aro 
two tables — one with tiled top and 
having iilale glass covered shelf for 
.sputum' mug, tho other with a leaf, 
wliich can be draw-n ovoi- the bed and 
adjusted for carrying tray or for 
reailln.g nnr.noses, etc. Nettr the 
le-.ad of the bed are a moveable 
electrie- light and bell-push. Tha 
gener.-il construction is of wood, 
hut the bungalow Is lined on the 
inside, .md ceiled w-ltli compo- 
bo.ardlng, which appears to be special- 
ly adapted for the lining of such 
buildings, as it leaves no crevices or 
er.aeUs for cither dust or insects, and 
Is therefore cleaner and better In 
every w-ay for the treatment of a con- 
sumptive. Tlie roofing of w-cather 
boarding, being painted red, gives tho 
appe.-irance of tiling as in tho other 
bulkllngs erected hy Koenan & Sons. 
Tills building i.s made in sections, and 
i-an be oasll.v taken down and re- 
erected.

SPRING FLOWERING BULBS 

In tlio flower gardens of Victoria, 
Xovembpr is pre-eminently the month 
for planting bulbs;. At this .season ev- 
ery flower lover is considering the 
question of early spring blossoms, 
wliicli is but another way of saying 
that the hardy bulb for fall planting 
is at present bceupylng a large share 
of attention. An e>;cellenl artielo on 
this subject is found In Uoubleday, 
Pago <t I'o.'s splendid work on "Irlow 
to .Make n Flower Garden," and the 
reproduction of the article will bo ot 
tlnielv Interest to "readers ot foe Colo-

The ideal soil for most bulbs Is ii 
friable, sandy loam, well enriched with

mixed to obtain best results. It is ;i 
common practice for amateurs lo g -t 
manure fresh from tlic horse stables 
pud put it in the seiL Tiu- Jeriuema - 
linn is almost sHce tn Kill tlio roots. In 
ciisc proiicrly pri parcil barn,\ard ma;)- 
lire is !iol available, tluMi a concentrat- 
eil fertilizer iiia\- hi' used. Tliis can 
be oi^taiiieU of any fl'^aler. The IjranM 
does not niaki? much iliffereneo. Any 
complete fertilizer will do. Of \ital 
importance it Is to thoroughly diic the 
.soil and pulverize it: al.so to see tli..t 
water does not lodge on the '.i mI.s where 
buUjs are planted.

manure is best to prevent tlie frost 
fi-om going through to the potatoes. 
If more snow falls, put on more man- 
ure, but not so much at a time as lo 
cause heating-, or it will melt the 
snow, and this is liable lo draw the 
frost out of the dirt roof, wliieli 1 
aim lo avoid, as the frozen dirt is 
needed to keep the potatoes, and can 
be retained unlil very late in sum- 
mer. You w-ill notice that the man- 
ure serves two purposes. It pre- 
vents llie frost going through to the 
potatoes and also holds the frost in 
tlie roof, wliich serves to make .a re- 
giil.ar refrigerator of your potato pit. 
Ity this ai-rangcmont the walls and 
:oof keep the potatoes or other 
vegetables so cool that they can be 
kept in the best of condition. I have 
Irept Iiotatoes until the .\ugusl fol- 
low-ing digging in this way. and re- 
ceived a handsome price for my trou- 
l)le, but it is not nccessar.\- to keep 
them quite so late as that; as a rule 
new ones arc ready before that lime. 
I have found that Just before the 
new ones come on the market, if the 
old ones have been kept in this way, 
that it pays well for the care taken, 
which really Is little if an\ more 
trouble than the ordinary way, wliich 
let.s them grow, and by late May or 
early June become comparatively use- 
less. By way of encouraging me in 
keeping my potatoes this way, the 
merchants that 1 liave been dealing 
wilh ask me to hold my crop until the 
other potatoes are gone, for 1 can 
hold them bettor than they can, and 
tlielr cusloinorH are willing to back 
them by paying mo a good price in 
Ol der to be able to get such well kept 
potatoos so late In the season, .-ind I 
w-ill say In conclusion that my faith 
.In this way ot keeping potatoes is 
based on four years of success.—

Tills is accomplished by having a ])or- 
ous cushion of some kind, or a good 
thickness of loose, porous material, 
such as dry sawdust, planer shavings, 
chaff or dry leaves on top of tho 
cloth, covering the frames, the board 
of! cover being flrst removed, and the 
f whole covered by the cover of tho 
winter case, having a space of four, 
or more Indies betu-ecn tho top of 
the packing tind the Inside of tho 
cover. About eight to twelve Inches 
ot dry forest leaves, llghlly pressed 
dow-n, make a good lop p.-icking. The 
])a(.king on tlie sides should bo about 
four liK-lic-s all ,-iroiiiid iictween the 
hive .'iiid the w-inter case, the case 
must be made eight inches larger each 
w-a.v than the hive, and the stand 
must bo large enough tn hold the 
case, but should not be any larger 
than Is necessary, for any projecting 
part will catch snow- ;aid rain and 
curry it into tlio packing.

STORING POTATOES 

.\s i! is noaring the time of year to 

sioi'.' potatoes for the coming season 
my , Apei-lenee may be of Interest to 
>-oiir readers. In my tests of many 
ways of keeping potatoes for latr 
siimincr use, one way at least ap- 
pears lo me as/ worthy of description 
In .Niiiii- paper. 

Dig a lilt about six or . seven feet 
ib'. p, and about four or five toot 
wide, but mil wider, and any Itlnd of 
an enlranee way that suits tlie maker 
will lie. providing It can be closed as 
.-.eenrel.v as the rest of the liil. The 
reason I do not ad\-ocate more than 
five le.'t wide is beciiiise a pit of that 
width can be covered cheaper and 
striuiger tli:in a ;vlder one; besides 
there is less danger of loss by licit- 
Ing when th" |iit is eomparnt l\-ely 
narrow. If liu' pH is narrow llie po- 
tatoes will never heat, whereas if the

THE APIARY 

DRYNESS IMPORTANT 

'I'o bring bees successfully thruugh 
Ihe winter. Iw-o conditions are ab- 
soluielv necessary. The lirst is that 
tbi- iHi's shall have a sufliclent iiuan- 
tlt.\- of good honey t-o keep them from 
starving, and the second Is that they 
shall be kejit perfectly dry throughout 
tludr l oiilinemeiit. The matter of food 
suiiply is simple and easily managed, 
but the equally, or. If possible, nime 
Important, matter of maintaining a 
drv condition in the hives during the 
winter. Is more of a problem, though. 
If approached in an intelligent manner 
It can be accompU.shed by most people. 
Bees can stand a great amount of 
cold and continement, provided thoy 
arc perfectly dry, tn whicli resiiect 
they are much like most other hardy 
aiiiinals. Including man. i-:veryone 
knows that a temperature which would 
cause little or no discomfort to a per- 
son in dry clothes, would almost kill 
iilm if lie 'should gel wet by falling in 
the water or being caught In a rain 
storm. So It Is with tho bees. They 
must be iirotectcd from outside dani])- 
ness ill cold weallier by a perfectly 
tight roof and w-alls. It is not tbe 
outside inoistiu-e. however, but the 
moisture which is discharged from 
the bodies of the insects in breathing. 
This inolslm-o is inside the hive, and 
it is to deal with it and got it out of 
the hive without having Jt condense, 
that doubled-walled, packed hives and 
upward ventilation arc called for, • IE 
the hives hafl only a single-board wall 
and cover,' tliese walls and cover 
would become too cold, so that, wlicn 
'the warm air rising from tho cluster 
of boos would come in contact with 
them, the moisture In this warm air 
would coiiileiise on the eold surface 
of the wood and I'onii drops of w-aler 
which w-ould drip back onto Ihe bees 
and -wet them, with disastrous res- 
ults 111 vei-y colli weiitlier, or. In ex- 
triMue cases, large Icich'S would form 
and hang from the Inside of the 
cover of the hives. The next warm or 
mild weather would cause lliis frosl 
or ice to melt and drip on the bees, 
the follinvlng l'reo-/.e would freeze 
then' up into a solid cliunk of ice, and 
thai wouhl end their day's work. Tills 
is not exaggerating tho facts, for tlio 
writer has seen, even in a cliaff-pack- 
ed hive, Icicles formed Inside, and 



PARASITES OF POULTRY 

Tlie presence of para.sites i.s one of 
the primary ('auses of unprofitableness 
and disease In a llock of poultry, .says 
a bulletin of the Poultry Division. Tho 
fowls are rarely examined, and tho 
reason of their poor condition Is not 
discovered or even considered. It will 
pay ever\' poultryman to examine his 
birds carefully before they go into 
winter quarters, as their health and 
comfort during the next six months 
depend largely upon their freedani- 
fPofh """v^rrtirri: "Th'fere" are tTireo dis- 
tinct groups of parasites preying upon 
th'6' domestic" fowl-^lleas, lice' and 
mltcs. ' ^ - • 

Orily one species of. flea, tlib.bird 
flea, lives .upon the fowl.. Tlils . flea- is 
provided with a sharji piercing moiith; 
it attacks the fowls at niglit, ami 
through causing constant irrUation 
and loss of blood, does much harm. 

The mouth of the louse differ.s 
from the mouth of tho flea, in that it 
is not sliarp and used for piercing, 
lull simply for biting. Dice bit» 
sl,,tipl>, and cause eonsiderible pain. 

The most injurious of the mites is 
the red fowl mite. This is a yellow- 
ish-white 10 flark retl in color, ac- 
cording to the o.uaiillt.v of blood It 
coiitiiins. The blood Is driLwii from 
the fowls at night, and during tho 
da.\- the mite hides in the cracks and 
crevices <.)f the house "When the 
cliickeii.'i aiipear in piior health 1he.v 
shoiiUl be examined at night, and, if 
mites arc found, trealmciil .should l)o 
resorted to. 

If the iioult i-y-liouso is old, and 
contains many crevices, all the nests, 
roosts, and oilier lixtures should be 
removed from it, and the walls and 
ceilings covered Willi heavy building 
pajier and limewash. Tiie latter 
should be applied hot, and fairly 
liquid, so as to enter every crevice in 
the building. Tho quality will be Im- 
proved by adding to^ every gallon of 
the Wash one quarter pound of soft 
soap, ^previously dissolved In boiling 
water; also a small quantity of salt. 
The material taken from the house 
should be burned, and new roosting 
quarters and Inside fittings put In. 

Before the fowls return to tho 
house, they should be thoroughly dust- 
ed with Insect powder or sulphur. By 
dusting each fowl over a box" or pa- 
per, the powder can bo well rubbed 
among tho quills ot th.c feathers, and 
the excess will not lie wasted. Tho 
coal-tar treatment for tlio destruc- 
lioii of the gape-worm can be cffec- 
tiveh- used to rid fowls of vermin. 
The' fowls are pla.ccd in a barn'l, the 
Inside of w-hlcli is coated with a mix- 
ture of coal tar and coal oil of tho 
eonslsteiie.y of paint, and tlii> lop of 
the barrel Is co\-ercd. 'I'lie lice are 
overcome In- the coal-tar fumes, and 
fall to the bottom of the barri'l. A 
1)11 per should be placed to catch tho 
vermin when they fall, so that they 
may be destroyed. 

The iioulti'.\- house requires cleaning 
and lime-w-asliing Iwieo a year. Tlio 
roosts should be removed and treated 
Willi coal-tar and kerosene cvcr.v 
w-eek, and the nests frequently 
cleansed, and new straw placed in 
t h e m . 

It is necessary to regularly cxamino 
young chicks for head lice, If pres- 
ent, tile lice win be found in tlie dow n 
or feathers on the chick's head. If 
not dentroyed, they will so -weaken tho 
cliick that It will die from loss oC 
blood. 'I'he lioe can- be removed by 
smearing tlie chick's head with greaso 
or sweet oil, to which ii few drops of 
carbolic acid have been added. 

Scaly leg is quite iirevaleiit In 
flocks 'of neglected iioultry, an<^, Is.-.d.ue; 
to a species of mile. 'I'lic scaI6s,>,'0l! 1. 
the leg and feet liiive beeomc raised 
and sepai-ated. and a cliatk-like cx- 
crt^tlon accumulates between and 
over tlioin; rough, lumpy crusts are 
formed, and under these the miles 
live anri lirced. 

The diseased logs and feet of the 
chickens slioul bo well washed with a 
small, stiff brush, warm wtlter, and 
soap, 'i'iio crusts should then be re- 
moved, and a mixture of equal parts 
of .sulphur and lard rubbed Into tho 
affected parts, .\fter three or. four 
(lavs the legs of the chickens that 
were -treated should he cleansed with 
soap and v/arm water. 
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HISTORY OF POLISH FOWL 

In ■ compiling tills briol! liiKlory of 
jPollali fowls the ^vlito^ hiis di-awn on 
all sources available for Information, 
Using Bcment's '"Aniprlraii Poulterer's 
Companion,' publUlied in 1S17, 
Brown's "AmerJcan Poultry Yard," 
^Ubtl^bed In IMO. 'The American Fowl 
Breeclor," publlshetl In 1850, "Tho 
rouUry Book" pul)llshcd by Doublo- 
du'y, Pago & Co., New York, :unl 
"Wrlglu'-s Hook of Poultry,'' piil)Usli- 
ed by Casscll & Company. Jjondon and 
New York. Tlit-.-io work.s we coii-siilt- 
0(1 for inattcr.s pertulniiiK to the his- 
tory of the brood and the aulhorltios 
quoted by thorn arc reforroil to, those 
ftuthorllies going back to ancient 
times. To thia have been added 
some, facts of personal knowledge 
reaching back to 1858, when the breed 
llrst came under the notice of the 
writer. In this sketch we have given 
the aub.stanoo of all that Is known of 
this beautiful and vnluablo breed, 
\yhlcli has Ijoon too long noglectetl by 
American poultry men. 

Poll.sli fowly, under varioii.s luunrs, 
Bocni to have been known and de.-n-rib- 
od for ■.■;ever;il hundn-d ye;ir.s. There, 
.is considerable ?'ea.son for tlilnking 
that a breed anciunlly known ad I'ad- 
.xians were of the same general at.\ le 
tig the PolUh fowls of today. Almo.'it 
within the memory of men now living 
there was a polled or crested bn-ed 
known • as Hambiirgs, which were 
practically the same fowls a.s wo have 
today under the name of Polish. 

Later these were called Poland 
fowU, under the mistaken inipres.-sion 
that tliey came to fCngland from Pol- 
and, or were ori.!,'intued in that i^.juv- 
ll-y. 

The inosL striking charaeterLUlc of 
the Polish fowl. Is Its enormous crest, 
this being common to all varieties of 
—this family. 

The American Standard of Perfec- 
tion recognizes eight varieties of Pol- 
ish fowls as follows: White Crested 
Black, Bearded Golden, Bearded Sil- 
ver. Bearded White, Huff La:ced, Non- 
Bearded Sliver. Xon- Bearded White. 

Originally all varieties were non- 
lioarded or, as the.v are commonly des- 
ignated, plain. When first introduced 
Into England the bearded varieties 
were considered of mixed blood but 
later they were regularly recognized 
hi; sub-varletlcs. 

A peculiar eonf(u-niation of the skull 
produces the clitiracterlstlc crest. Tni.>: 
is a round protuberance from the top 
of the skull, covered only with skin 
from -whii'li -tlio—plumag^a <»£ the ofjml 
grows. The strange departure from 
tlio normal skull, found In all otlier 
■\arlotie.s I'f domestic fowl, has r,ever 
been accounted for and such a radical 
change in the conformation of this 
jiart of the skeleton Is hard to account 
for. If we are to continue to regard 
Polish fowls aa being descended from 
the same stock as other breeds. 

Besides the ^■ariet^ enumerated 
above tliere was at one time a variety 
^vhicll liad white plumage except as to 
the crest, which v.'as black. Thl.s Is 
found In literature so many times and 
In stich authentic places, that there 
can hardly be a doubt that such a var- 
iety existed, but it is now entirely ex- 
tinct, a fact to be very much regretted. 

Cre.Hted bearded fowls, which we call 
Polish, are found In widely separated 
liarta of the world. They are esteemed 
In Russia and Egyptian poultry keep- 
ers value them because of their great 
productiveness. 

Bennett, writing in 1844, describes 
and Illustrates the "Black Poland Top- 
Knot fowl." He .says: "The head Is 
.flat and surmounted by a fleshy pro- 
tuberance, out of which spring the 
,cr6wij of feathers or top-knot, white 
or black, with the fleshy King David's 
crown, consisting of four or five spikes. 
They- are not so thickly covered with 
feathers as some other breeds, and still 
less 80 with down. The true breed Is 
rather above medium size; their form 
is plump and deep, and the legs of the 
best sorts are not too long, and most 
liavo five toes." 

Tlere we have five toes .nllowed lii 
Polish fowls, .-I Uiiug Dial would .it 
1. !!(■•■ (lisfiuulify tliem in tliese days. 

Qunting Mowbray, an earlier writer. 
Bement sa.\-s: "Tho Pnl,Tii,i,.i-s are not 
only kept as oriiainenlal but thoy are 
11 most useful variety, p.irtleularly on 
nccount of tile .'LbuiuhUK.'e id' the oggs 
they lay, being the lea.-l ln<dined to sit 
of any other breed, whenn' the\' are 
sometimes called 'everla-tlng layers.' 
and It is usual to set Ihelr eggs under 
other' hens." 

This term everlasting layers biings 
us back to the old name for Bolton 
Grays, a Hamburg variety whic'h w;is 
often called "Dutch everlasting layers. ' 

Continuing. Bonnet makes this re- 
markable claim for the Polish fowls o/ 
his day: "They fatten a.s qulekly as 
niiy other breed, and In (juallty simll.ir 
to the I "li king; their flesh perhaps 
more Juicy and of a richer flavor." He 
further (luotes Mowbray as paying his 
five Poland hens laid .''lO.'l eggs In 
eleven months, this being a large jire- 
ducllon In those diiys. 

Hennet :ilso mentions ))rlefly the 
•tiolden Top- Knot fowls," s:i.\-!ng they 
were probably a cross between Ihi.- 
white ercstod black friwls he called J'o- 
lalids: anfl Ihe romujon yellow hen. In 
this lie e\i(ieiiily w;is inistaki'n tor .-i, 
good iiian.N- .ve.ii's lielerr liufron. tlii- 
iifituraiist. had noted crested fowl with 
piirti-eolored iihiniage, Intimating 
ihey were valued more Iho more dif- 
ferent f'Olor.s they displayed, particu- 
larly when they were black and frol- 
dcn or black and silver in color, thus 
prefiguring the Golden and Silver Pol 
Jflb ot tpday. 

In. the /imerlcan Fowl Breeder, pub- 
lished In 1850, the White Creetod Black 
Polish fowl is described, also the 
"Spapgled Polish." This Is the first 
yiiherlcan.book \yo have fotind In which 
this breea is called Polish. This de- 
Rcriptlon -flays: "The Spangled PolUsh 
la a fovyj-of extraprdlnary beauty, oxt 
treniely scarce and hard to be pro- 
cured. This fowl' prosenis a symmetri- 
cal and regular combination of the fol- 
lowing" colors, viz.: A bright orniig.\ a 



Jetty black, .softened down with a rich, 
pure brown, every feather being tipped 
with white, so. as to prpduco ihe effebt 
n honco has been, derived the term of 

spangled." 

This (luoiation shows that in 1550 
Spangled l^olisli had not yet been ro- 
duced to the two colors that aro chiir- 
acterlstic of the nolden Polish or the 
Silver I'olish of today. 

I'^rom tiie saino authority wo learn 
that the SpaiiKled Polish of sixty years 
ago was "a prevalUng gdlden ycllo.v 
v.Mth white spaiii^lis like the cock." 
li'rom this it would seem a startling 
change ha.'; boon niado in tlio pUiniage. 
l'"rem a golden yelljw feather tipped 
ivitli a while spangJe we now have a 
golden bay gro.indwork, each feathtr 
liit'ed witli black. 

'I'en years lat<'r. In ISSn, Browne 
wrote his "Amerle.ni Poultry Yard." 
Me <leseril)eR AViiite ("rested Black 
Polish fowls. Golden Polands and Sil- 
ver Polands. It will be noticed he calls 
the older variety Polish and the newer 
I'lies I'olands. 

Browne quotes Aldrovani, who wrote 
in the sl.-cteeuth century, giving that 
old writer's descrlptien (.>f Paduan 
fowls but diseredlts the notion that 
these I'aduan fowls were anything l)ut 
an Lincient fonn of the Polish fowl of 
his day. 

He credits tlie "White Crested Black 
Polish" with being good layers, In- 
stancing one lien iimt laid eggs 
from s])ring until she began to moll In 
the fall. Ho says they are indifferent 
sitters and not depend iljle, as moth- 
ers, seme being careful ;ind others 
not. He did not regard the young as 
rartleiii-,,-iy tender and aliogelhcr 
seemed to consider this variet.v as be- 
ing well wo'th cultivating. 

In his diseiis.-iloti of CioUicn Polands, 
lirowno says thi>y are sometimes 
'■called gold spangled but not eorre.-t- 
ly, beeause. although tlieso birds have 
spots, those rnarkln.g are not tiniversal. 
out many of the ilnest .specimons have 
the feathers merely fringed with a 
darker eoUir, t!ie cocks, miieli more 
frcQuentlv than the hens, e.xblbit .a 
spotted or spangled appearauec-." 

The Silver Polands are di'scribed as 
being tlic same as the Coldcn, except 
that white, black .md gray are ex- 
changed for oehro or yellow and var- 
ious shades of brown. 

Browne also mentions that occasion- 
ally a pure white bird Is bred from the 
White Crested Rlitck Polish, saying 
these Were usunll,' tender and not re- 
liable breeders. Here is the curliest 
mention wo have found of a pure 
wliito variety, and It i:< altogether 
probable that tho White variety came 
from .Moine of these white spots. 

Our own recollection of AVhite Crest- 
ed Black P.ilish goes back to IS.IS, at 
which tlinn In tho noighbor- 
liood in which wo . lived tlierc 
worn several flocks of what 
were locally called "Polanders," 
a great unelo keejdng a largo flock of 
Ihcni. They were then reputed to be 
great layers .-tnd most of the farm 
ri< ckr, ,if the Vicinity showed that 
many of tho fowls were cro.sses, rudi- 
mentary crost.s and lark crests being 
quite common. After tho lapse ot all 
these years many of the common fowls 
of that neighborhood still show this 
old infusion of Polish blood In their 
black plumage and lark crests. 

Historians seem to agree (hat this 
breed was rU one time held In high 
repute as layers. Some old wrlter.s 
even give them credit with large size, 
one calling them a "stately fowl," and 
another saying they were conslderabb 
larger than the common fo'tvl, which 
may inean much or 'Ittlc. 

-As late as 1885 the poultry show.s 
would bring out a splendid display of 
Polish fowls in all their varieties. 
About that time something of a sen- 
sation was created when a breeder 
fiom Springfield, Ohio, named Jef- 
freys, sold a pair of White Crested 
Black Polish (owls for $75. This 
would be a high price today for a very 
good pair of these fowls, although 
they have much to recommend them. 
Both Weir and Wright Intimate that 
they have been inbred until they havi; 
lost something of their old constitu- 
tional vigor and this perhaps Is true. 

That they aro among the most 
beautiful of our fowls hardly anyone 
will deny. There Is no reason why 
their old-tin:e prolificacy should not 
be restored end their constltutloniul 
vigor bred back Into them. 

Tho Polish fowls Win never become 
popular With those who breed fov.-is 
for particular purposes, but for those 
who have a Hnilted area to devote to 
fowls, this breed in all its vaiietii-; 
pre.sents an opportunity to iceep ,1 
flock which Will pay for the trouble 
of caring (or It and give the owner 
the piea.sure 'that comes from the 
ownership of birds that aro the pict- 
tle-st of their kind. 

At any ahow whore there ar.> good 
specimens of any vtiriety of I'oii.ii. 
fowls their coopH Invariably cause 
visitors to stop iind watch them 
great Interest, jnul no breefl excites 
more ;ittentloii of more r.>marK-s iroiii 
those who merely attend c]ut of curi- 
osity. 

So iniieh d.> enterprising slmw man- 
agers appi-i-eia(f tlie attractive ipial- 
ily of this breed that one of them has 
been currently reported to have paid 
a la-eeder's expenses if he -would 
bring a full hue id' this breeii to Ihf 
siiow he managed. Whrllier this is 
Irne v.e do not preleml to s.i.s'. but it 
is ratlK-r pronr ,,!' tlie nuinager's busi- 
ness aldlity than etiierwise It it is 
Inie, fer .-i fine line of Polish fowls 
Is a valiiablo altT'action at a shew of 
this Kind. 'I'linse who desire much 
pleasure an'' an epijortimity to exer- 
cis,. their skill ,is breeders will not 
find jiioie attiaelive er Interesting 
fowls I'l the whole list than will be 
found In the Polish family.

fluantlty can be used with ccoribmy 
on tho average farm, for the reason' 
that intensive feeding Is seldom prae-

Is not usually given, but' as much as 
10 per cent of animal food mixed with 
the corn ration should give good re- 
sults. 

Kor fattening puriioses it is better 
to feed ground corn and. If possible, 
to moisten It with milk. 'Mi\k Is rieli 
in proleid matter and ludps balance 
the ration. The last week or ten 'lays 
of the feeding perlo<l corn may be 
fed to tho exclusion of all other feeds. 
Bear in mind that, whe'ii fei'dlng 
chlcl<s for the market they slunild not 
have too much exercise. During the 
llrst two weeks they may run aboul 
In a comparatively small yard, but 
during the last week or ten days bet- 
ter results will be secured if chicks 
are penned up In very small pen.s 
where they can practically socuro no 
exercise at uH. Some of the largo 
I'higlish feeders allow tln'lr chicks no 
exercise whatever. They feed them 
nn the Intensive plan, and in many 
eases use wliiit is called the. eraniniliig 
method. l''"r two weeks tlie,\- l'e,>d 
the chicks ail they will eai of ground 
feed, such as hulled eats and barley 
mixed with milk, and as scxai as the 
iipiietlte of the chicks wanes they 
force the feed iiile tiadr eroi>s by 
means ol' a macliine . speidall.^' rnn- 
structed for that j)urpose. In this 
way it is claimed that more rapid 
gains are secured- and the meat of 
such chickens l.s also very tender 
and juicy. — Fanners' Tribune.

The guinea iis \ve k.;ow It, i'l but one 
of many varieties, all of which origin- 
ally came fnun Africa. The ancient 
Bomaiis were ac'qualnled with the 
guinea fowl, but there 1.'^ goott reason 
for thinking that tho guinea fowl of 
old Rome was one of thvapeeles found 
In Eastern Africa, rather than the na- 
tive of the West Coast, which is found 
In large numbers in Its native, country, 
identical In shape and color with the 
guinea of our farm yards. 

Guineas are fowls thai do be.-a wb.'ii 
treated on the let-alone priiiei|iie>, 'I'ii.'v 
htive ii natural inelluation to wander 
in Ih.- fields and seek their .iwn I'oiiil. 
If given a wide range, sueh as they 
can havi! on a farm, they care little for 
the feeds of domestication, wander'ing 
forth early and staying ahroaci late, 
during all of the year when they can 
find seeds, green stuffs and insects to 
oat. 

In matins guineas, not more than 
two hens should be allowed for one 
cock, althoiigh occasionally a coek win 
mate with more than this number. In 
th(<ir natural state they mate in pair.-, 
but under domestication lliey iia\'e 
broken away from the ru-hrin.-il jilun 
and ;ieei']d more th,-iii one mule.

The country gener.-ill)- experienced a 
groat riiinfall !;ist year. In our imme- 
diate comnuiaKy thi> month ef M.-i\- 
was uiiusually dry. lli re the liirkess 
gre-w finely during tin' dry numlli, Iml 
as soon as llie win weather sirnek us 
the great I'r.v was beard of losses of 
tiii'ke\- piMilts. 'riiriiiigboiit the I'u- 
tire wet season It was an <'ver.\--day oc- 
currence lo hear sumeone lallvlng- ever 
the telephone of their turkeys dying. 
Had the season been dr.\' I am confi- 
dent the number of tiirlie.\-s raised 
would have ben much larger. 

As a rule, and contrary to the gen- 
eral opinion, turkeys aro not htird to 
raise. In the majority of Instances the 
trouble with turkey.s can be traced to 
the feed and management. Hence the 
best plan to adof>t in raising turkeys 
Is to study their natural habits and 
supply thfelr wants in tliat direction. 

As prex-loUsly stated the Hmnze tur- 
keys are not only hardy and i.>rofllahh , 
but aro the most i)opular variety 
grown. We do not mako this assertion 
through a selfish motive but because 
all auihorilies on the subject frankly 
admit the fact llial the Bronze turkeys 
are the most popular breed grown in 
Aiiierlea toila.\. This alone is e\i- 
ili iiee lliat tlii-,\ aie hardy and c|uieli 
le inalure. 'I'hi' ileinand in all Ihe 
iriarkids I'lir e.\ee. ,1s llie siii)pi.\- and 
alwa;.-s will. ei,iisi''|iienl ly if ,\-on lia\-e 
ihi' raiiK'- I'er tlmsi' i>rel'i ta 1 lie fowls 
you should ii'il worry aboul i-alsing .-i 
good number Ihe coming season.

AROUNDTHE FARM 

FINE FOOD FOR MILK COWS 

The high protein content of oats 
combined with other good ciualitles 
gives It a high rating a.i a grain food 
f(u- milk cows. In many parts of th 
country where It returns large yield 
per aero. It Is a cheap .lource of pro 
teiu. When oats arc! high, however, 
and bran c;in be purchased at a re 
sonable price, it is often better to '.tell 
the oals and feed the mill product, 

There: Is a close similarity between 
oats and bran In their analysis and 
their value for feeding. One exper- 
iment 1.S on record where whole oats 
were ground and gave 10 jier cent, 
better milk and butter-fat returns 
than bran. Of course, Ijran i.-i cjulce 
varialde in its llIlnl.^'.■liK, so that this 
result could only be conalderod as in- 
dicative. However, the above experl- 
nicni does not disagree much with 
general opinion. 

Brail, that Is wheat bran, derives 
;t.-i high \'aliU! from the fact that it 
contains a larger amount of dl 
ge.stible lUMteiii and ash than any of 
the ceuirnon grains. Besides, It adds 
bulk to a heavy grain ration; for ex- 
ample, corn meal, and Is a natural 
laxative — two points considered by 
many to represent tho best proper- 
ties of bran. 

Coniparing the analysis of oat.^ 
with that id' liran we Iind that for 
(>very hundred pounds of welglu, bran 
furnishes three pounds more of di- 
gestible protein and nearly the same 
amount more of nsh. While it Is 
somewhat short on fat content we 
will not consider that feature; both of 
these feed.i are used priinarlly for 
their asli and protein, jirlncipii lly the 
latter, and other (luallties mentioned 
befiu-e. I.,et us eomp;ire the two feeds 
on a protein basis alone, lilacing the 
cost of this tdenienl at three! and 
Ihree-uiiarler cents jier jiound. This 
is what pr.>Udn co.-fts In feed , where it 
c omjirise.i a large part, as for exam- 
ple In cottonseed ,meal. Just on a 
protein basis, therefore, bran Is worth 
ueail.v twelve cents more per hundred 
pounds tliau oats. Thus, if the cost 
of bran is ninet.x' cents per hundred, 
oats would be ^vcu•th twelve cents le.ss 
or practically twenty-eight cents per 
busliid. With bran at eighty cents, 
oals would ecpial It ;it twenty-livo 
cent.-i. 

It must be remembered that this 
comparinon has been based solely on 
protein basis. While wo think that I.-i 
the point on which to make the most 
representative . comparison, there are 
other things to be considered; for ex- 
ample, the ,coj)t of n^arkctlng.oats and 
hauling back the bran. This expense 
would allow oat.s to bo two or three 
cents per bushel above their value 
compared with l>ran, before the 
change would be prodtnble. T''ben In 
turn thl.s expense might be offset by 
the .mporior (luallly-., of the bran In 
giving b'tilk to the ration of grain and 
keeping the digestive apparatus in 
lone. Ash Is low in many rations, 
and a.s this Is a very necessary ele- 
ment In. the making pf -'mllk, tlie large 
percentaige.'in bran" is a -point In fav- 
or of the mill product. 

l'"rom tho above wo do not wish to 
give the Impression that when the 
price admits, brun should wholly re- 
place oats, for we should always wish 
to feed si'veral iiounds o{ this unex- 
celled grain for milk making. l.iut 
sii))pose oats are worth twenty-eight 
cents ])er busliel, .'ind liran eighty 
events per hundred, it is ciuite 
likely that the farmer iiny reasonable 
distance from market could buy and 
feed bran freely, especially If no clov- 
<T h.ay or other roughage high .In pro- 
tein could be fed. Some careful 
lireeiiers would not bo wltUOut bran 
wliaic:ver it cost, but the farmer not 
m;ikliig a. specialty of dairying must 
be economical and n.-!e feeds of his 
own raising as largely as possible. 



SHEEP MANAGEMENT 

There is a general impression exist- 
ing among tlmso thai knov.- little about 
sheep tliat tliese animals will live and 
become fat on weeds and brush, and 
that tho cost of keeiiing a flock of 
shi,-ep is next to iiotliing. . 'I'lie exjier- 
ii'iiced floidv- master knows better than 
tills, ;ind he gises Iiis slieeji good 
ftn-cVaiiil good eiire throughout the en- 
tire year. I'riless this is done the 
sheep will not lie proflialde. When a 
few she.,)) are kept under tb.e oilier 
mi^thod thoy will continue to exist, 
but lliidr owner will be .greatly dis- 
aiipoinled at not reeeivijig t'ne pridit 
friini tlioiii he thinks ii,.. sluinld reeidvi 

l''rom my experience and oliserva 
tion ill raising slieeji I have round 
that Ihey must be given the best ol 
care anil altenli.iii at all times. The.v 
rcMiiiire gfioil iiasturage, and to till.'- 
shcmld be added plenl.\' of shade and 
fresh water. 'i'lie feeding should he: 
the best tliat e.iu lie done in the fall 
uiniillis. so tli.at the slieep will go

Ing or ine.vpcricnced feeder, sheej) all 
look alike, but when rightly studied 
no class of slock presents more mark- 
ed pocullarltle.s or so clearly manifest 
evidences of thrift and well doing.

comjKinied by regular habits and a 
Qulet manner, constitutes the keynote 
of successful sheej) feeding. Tliere Is 
nothing that will contribute mor 
good results than contentment and 
iiulct surroundings. Harsh treatment 
and rough manners absolutely dlsciual- 
Ify any man for success In this work, 
and tho feeder who disturbs the 
nulet and comfort of his flock every 
time he goes about It, should ciuit the 
sheej) business at once. Tho natural 
timidity and nervous temperaiaent of 
the sheep necessitate gentle troalment. 
Their dainty habits about eating and 
drinking must also be Indulged in as 
fully as practicable. No kind of stock 
naturally selects a wider variety of 
feed, particularly of rough forage and 
vegetation; but two essentials are al- 
ways exacted, namely: cleanliness and 
palatablllty. Sheep should never bo 
given any .stale or tindcslral.de feed, 
nor should they be expected to cat 
any feed left over from a previous 
meal. The ration should always be 
wholesome and tempting to the ap- 
petite. 

The barn or stable quarters should 
never be without fresh, pure atmos- 
phere and an arnplo supply of dry beil- 
dlng during the winter months. Sheep 
rarely suffer froin cold If Itept dry 
and protected frorn direct drafts. The 
open air is better than a poorly kept 
shed or barn. — Maritime Farmer.

IMPROVING WOOL QUALITY 

Col. McCrae, of the experiment sta- 
tion at Guelph, Canada, has received 
many letters from woolen manufac- 
turers making suggestions to sheep 
farmers for Improvements of yirepar- 
ing wool for tho markets. The most 
practical .suggestions in these letters 
aro summarized as lollows: 

Improvement can be made in the 
f|uantity of wool by more care In the 
selection of stock from which to 
breed. 

Siieep should be sheltered from 
stems, ami their fold or sleeping 
Bhelter sliould be on dry grotmd. Ex- 
posure to severe winter weather while 
tho sheep are insufficiently fed Is -i 
cause of weak siiots in the fibre of 
the wool. Tn extreme cases the wool 
breaks off In the manufacturing pro- 
cess at these weak spots, and It be- 
comes practically shoddy.- 

Sheeji should be l<ept in clean fields, 
and not allowed to run in roads where 
burrs abound; nor should .they be al- 
lowed to run about straw stacks, where 
their fleeces get fllled. vfjth chaff. The 
reason oti'thls ia that .bufrs 'and cb.iff, 
etc., have to bo taken out either by 
hand or by clipping away valuable 
parts of the fleece, entailing loss of 
time, or It has to be put through the 
cnrbonlzor, which weakens the wool 
more or less. This is a Serious matter 
to mills having no carbonizing plant, 
and the manufacturer would In any 
case prefer to pay a high price for 
clean wool rather than a low price 
for burry or dirty wool. 

If the sheep are exposed to long 
rains or stand under the eaves or 
sheds or barns, the yoke of the wool Is 
washed out, Jind this is tho cause of 
"cots" In wool, which depreciate the 
value of tho fleece to the manufac- 
turer. 

■Wash well or not at all. Tub wa.sh- 
Ing is condemned h.v manv manufac- 
turers. "Wash In clear, soft water, or 
If only hard water Is available, it can 
be softened b,\' soaiisuels being poured 
over the fleece and washed off. Wash 
as soon after warm weather sets In 
as can be d(»ne without ilangi>r to 
the health of the slieeii. 'Phe (juallty 
of the fleece deteriorates r.apiiily in 

.-inada when the hot weather sets in. 
In coiel districts, or In ver.\' cold sea- 
sons, it may be heller to shear with- 
out washing. After w;ishin,g. sliear 
as socm as the wool is dr\'. l'''or rea- 
sons bel'iire giN'en. the value' fif the 
fleece is damaged by too long delay In 

hearing. 

Do not brand sheej) with jiaiiit or 
tar on tlie wool. Tlie juiinted or tarr- 
s]iols eaiinoi be cleaned by or- 
ilinary jirocess, and the .void of thai 
p;irt of the fleece is sj. oiled. 

Df) not tie a flen.o with binder 
twine. It gets mixed with tho wool, 
to the ilamage of the goods, because 
the dye does not take the same on 
lliis fibre as it does on wool. I'se 
cotton twine and roll uj) fleece with 
the flesh side> out. Odds and ends of 
wool should be tied up b.v themselvcH. 
Cleanliness and care in these rqspectB 
will well repay the sheep raiser.

Over a part of the hog .house an' 
upstairs can oe built' three .. or- four 
feet above the floor, ande leading to 
this l.s a long slanting gangway With 
cleats nailed across It' for' the -1 hogs ' to 
v.'alk up on. They will go up here to 
sloop, and will always keep It' Clean. 
They can be fed below and will eas- 
ily become accustomed to "going up- 
stairs" to sleep. This economizes 
space and keeps the hogs "up off the 
damp flpors. Plenty ot bedding can 
be placiad up there and the hogs will 
do as well or better than .where they, 
cat and- sleep on - the . same, floor. 

Of coursei It Is necessary to havo 
a railing' around the: upper deck so as 
to prevent the hogs from taking too 
short a out by jumping off at- feeding 
lime. It Is ialso well to have a' mov- 
able partition so arranged' that only 
enough room In the upper deck may 
be allowed for the pigs that - aro to* 
occupy it. By giving the hogs no 
spare space In their "bedroom,'.' they, 
will always keep it clean. . By: using! 
a light movable- board partition. which, 
may be slid down between different 
sets of cleats, thp- sleeping place can 
be enlarged or. made smaller accord -1 
ing to the size of the litter of pigs toi 
occupy the pen.

ECONOMIZING SPACE . 

Space in this country is not, as a 
general thing, considered to be vc i v 
valuable. At least, that Is true In re- 
gard to the general system of farm- 
ing followed; It is of the extcnsl\e 
rather than tho intensive kind. But 
even men with large farms have' 
found It necessary to economize sjiaee 
when It comes to their buildings. Tiu- 
placing of good buildings on tiie feirm 
Is- an expensive matter, .so it Is es- 
sential . to economize In that resjiect 
as much as possible — double tij) as it 
were, 

■We have seen this doubling tiji suc- 
cessfully done In the ease of hog 
houses. .Some farmer, follow the 
practice of letting Lheir hogs go uji- 
stalra to sleep. This isounds strange 
at first, but it is not at air Impossible 
Impracticable. 

rills Is a good plan, esjieeially 
wliero tho hog house has a cement 
floor. Cement floors are thoroughly 
practical for feeding floor.^, but thoy 
ire objectionable as slovijilng floors. 
()em,.'iit is a very good conductor of 
ileal, and when the bod.v eif the hog 
ceuiies in contact Willi il, tlie animal 
heat is c iiiducled from ihe hog's 
body tliroiigli tlii^ cement floor Into 
the ground. It seems to draw the 
hiN'it out of the body and transitiit II 
iiUn 111.' colder ground below.

Large expense in any undertaking 
la not a guarantee of success; some-' 
times the cheaper methods aro tho 
most satisfactory. AVltli the Idea of 
advocating a jjlan that involves tho 
neeessil.\- of no outlay in cash, and 
that gives good salisfactiein at tho 
same time, wo Imve for a number of 
yc.-irs drawn a'ttentlon lo the ease 
with whicli straw plies may be util- 
ized for the winter j'lrotectlon of pigs. 

ICveryonc knows the way that hogs 
have of i)lling together during cold 
weather or of rooting their way as 
far as possible Into a straw jiile, so 
as to be protected from tho cold on 
all sides. This draws our attention 
to the peculiar nature of the. hog's 
covering, and to the' fact that he 
needs different treatment from other .. 
kind.s of live stock. The sheep has a.':'' 
heavy covering of wool, which will 
keep out the severest cold; cattle and 
horses are well covered with a coat 
of htilr which thickens up and grows 
longer whon they aro subjected to 
exiiosure; nature has ju'ovided for 
tlieiii, as ;igaliisl the cold of winter, 
better than she has for the hog. Tho 
I)ri)tectioii from cold afforded a liog by 
his (■oveiing of liair is very slight. 
His hair is not tliick and its bristly 
nature does not serve lo shut out 
much cold. Heal thus easily radiates 
from his l)ody and he uulckl.v cools off. 
Of is as quickly warmed up. 

This ni>cessltatos that be be given a 
pen where he will be ,'ible to cover 
himself UJ) fairly well and where ho 
will be sheltered from the wind. A 
straw pile may be easily built so-as 
to meet tho requirements In this- re- 
spect, aiid as the plan outlined her* 
has been tried In a great many cases 
and found perfectly satlsfactoryi' wo 
have every coillidenco In commend- 
ing it to any who may not have given 
it a trial. 

i'Jeforo threshing, i)ul four posts In- 
the ground and on these jiut a cover- 
ing ;ii)out ten feet sepiare, this cover- 
ing to 1)0 about six feet ;ihove tho 
ground. .\ow thresli a setting of 
straw en-er this, building the slack 
out about eight or ten feet jiast each 
side of the wooden erection and leav- 
ing an enlranee tlirougli the straw on 
one side. The jdgs will llien go In 
and burrow into tin- straw from the 
inside, iiialiing for themsel\'es wiirni, 
dry neats, sheltered from tho wind. 

One might think that such a pro- 
tection would need ventilation , and 
that hogs sleeping In such a place 
would come out steaming, atid take./ 
cold. Such Is not tiie case. Tho straw 
Is porous and Is Itself ti. good veiKll- 
ator and at the same time keejis out 
the cold. The animal heat and mois- 
ture given off by resi)lriit ion is ab- 
s.irbed l>y tiie straw and tlie place Is ■ 
always eir.\- and snug. 

The advantage' of constructing si. 
shed of this kiiiil over lea\-iiig llie 
hfigs to run to an open straw jille for 
shelter is thai Ihi^ hogs will burrow 
under .'in ojien straw j)ile only for a 
ver.v short distanc:c'. 'Phey will He 
along Ihe sides of it, bul not go un- 
der far enough to keeji sullk'ienlly 
i warm liurlng our c old winters. When 
I Ihtfy have a chance to work from the 
Inside of tlie pile. In 11 sholtar aa de- 
scribed, they will burrow clear' )h 'out 
of .sight, and if they do nut the , shed 1 
is warm enough for theip. .-^Thoy.'wlll.' '!

If you have ''hot'' already threshed, !

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The Prime Minister and the Lords 



At Edinburgh on Saturday, October 
7, Sir H. Canipboll- Bannorimin opened 
a political campaign, against the House 
of Lords, In a/speecli-- delivered at a 
large meeting held under the auspices 
of the Scottish Liberal aHsociation. 
Following Is a verbatim report of the 
addrcHs, taken from the columns of tlio 
London Times: 

Sir f[. Campboll-Banncrnian, -who 
was loudly oAeored, said:— Sir Robert 
Pullar, ludlos and eentlemen, — With 
all my heart I thanlc you for your cor- 
dial greoting-, and I woll Know that 
your enthusiasm is directed, not to me 
pe-raonally (cheers, and cries of "Yes"), 
jior to tho high olliec which it is my 
honor to hold, nor to thu government 
for which I speak, but to the higli po- 
litical causes and purposes wliich you 
have assembled in such number to 
eupport and advance. (Clioers.) We 
ara in no humor, you and I, to spend 
.the time in complimentary phrases; I 
^know you pretty well anil what you 
have come hero for. Wo have certain 
definite taslcs on hand, iini)o.'iing upon 
us a public and patriotic duty (ehcer.s), 
and 1 can Ijest occupy your time in 
dealing with some of tliosc undertak- 
ings and lines of policy w'Uh a view- 
to clearing our own minds upon tiieni, 
and possibly to doing something to 
clear tho minds of other people as well. 
(Laughter.) Our grateful feelings to- 
wards each other, and our confidence 
5n each other — these wo may take for 
granted when we have so much urgent 
business to discus.s. Sir Robert, you 
liave referred to the past two sessions. 
I am not going to say much of what 
the government have nccompl'shcd, al- 
though a good deal could ho said on 
that head. We liavc passed many laws 
settling and solving problems which 
had baffled legislative effort again and 
again. Our two session.s of strenuous 
work have produced bolh ni in:is.s and 
In quality us much as some entire jiar- 
liamvjnts have besn able to do. We 
have done something at least to en- 
large tho bonds of liberty and self- 
government throughout tho empire. 
We havd given practically plenary 
self-goverrnnent to those of our South 
African fellow subjects (cheers) whom 
hut a few years ago, under other cir- 
cumstances and under other influences, 
, we were meeting in the stricken field 

■ of .war. We have shown our dtsposi- 
. tlon to bring the people of India grad- 
ually, into our councils as regards their 
own Indian affairs. We have quench- 
ed our traditional Jealousy with Hud- 
sia in an arrangement settling those 
delicate frontier questions In Asia 
T/hlch have been for generations a 
source of friction, and difficulty, and 
tost to both powers. I name this 
merely as being the moat recent exhi- 
bition of that peaceful and friendly 
feeling which we wish to maintain un- 
iversally. Debt has been reduced; a 
beginning has been made in the re- 
duction of expenditure and the .light- 
ening of taxatlotu A -great advance 
has been made' In^radmtnistrative, ^and 
social reform. "We have tried to Intro- 
duce more practical methods of trans- 
acting parliamentary, business — that is 
to say, we h^ve done what we uould 
in this respect in that house for which 
alone we have some degree of ijespons- 
loillty. (Laughter, and a voi^e, "Go 
on.") Well, that is' a good record, and I 
do not dwell upon it, for what Is up- 
permost in our minds is not what we 
have done, but what we have failed to 
do, and failed through no faintness of 
heart and no weakening of conviction 
on bur part, but from causes beyond 
oiir control. (Cheers.) As Scotsmen, 
what do we see in the recent session 
of parliament? ' "We see a session of 
legislative wreck, months of Inquiry 

■ and labor thrown away. Two measures 
strongly desired anfl loudly demanded 
by our countrymen have been lost, the 
Small Landholders Bill and the Land 
"Values Bill. As far as these are con- 
cerned the Conservative government 

. might Just as well haVe been In power, 
and Indeed so long as the House of 
Lords stands — (At this point a gen- 
tleman sitting in the front row of the 
stalls rose and in an excited manner 
shouted, "Down with Toryism. .Down 
with Rosebery, he has no mandate. 
Down with the Peers, sv>reep them out 
of existence. You are not master in 
your own house. Sir." At this there 
was some uproar, and cries of "Put 
hfm out" and ""What Is he doing here?" 
The attendants presently succeeded In 
obtaining silence.) The prime minis- 
ter, continuing, said: — I say that as 
long as the House of l,ords stands 
where it does the Conservative otity 
Is never oifl of power. (Cheers.) I 
have no apology to offer you, there- 
fore, for doing what I propose to do 
today, and that Is to examine with 
some fullness the political situation 
created by the House of Lords in re- 
spect of tlicse two bills. (A voice, "Put 
them down.")

.ire here. My friend Lord Eversloy, In 
a recent paper read before the Royal 
Statistical society, has pointed out that 
lliat county, with a cultivated area on- 
ly IJ.'i per e,inl. hirger tlian t hroe soutll- 
ea^itcrn counties — namely, iJorwlck, Ed- 
inburgh, ;uul PiOxbur„'h— has nearly 
four tiir.e.s tlie number of farmers and 
priovos, and .''lO per cent, more labor- 
ers and shepherds, whilst the total 
number of persons employed on its 
land is 2 1-2 times greater than In the 
counties I liave mentioned. Aberdeen- 
shire, It is true, lias suffered from a 
reduction of its agricultural popula- 
tion, but it has suffered less than other 
counties. But now lot us loolt at 
Wales. Wales Is a country of small 
holdings, and some 75 per cent. ^of its 
farms are of less than 50 acres. Take 
the individual county of Carnarvon, 
where 75 per cent, of the holdings are 
under 50 acres; It, too, has lost a num- 
ber of Us agricultural laborers In the 
ten years between 1891 and 1901, but I 
am told that In that county the labor- 
ers very frequently become small 
farmers — they look upon It as their 
career — and you will find that fanners 
In that county are more numerous 
than the laborers. While the percent- 
age of farmers' sons who remain at 
home and work on the farm Is re- 
markably high, the rural population of 
Carnarvonshire has actually Increased 
In those circumstances — actually in- 
creased during the last census period 
by nearly 4 per cent. The figures for 
two other "Welsh counties — Anglesea 
and Flintshire — which are second and 
third In the order of small holdings, 
are even more striking. In tho first 
there has been an increase during the 
last two census periods of 42 jier cent, 
in the number of farmers and graziers, 
and of 42 per cent, also in the farm 
laborers, while in Flint the farmers 
have Increased by 113 per cent, and 
thft laborers By 92 per cent.- There Js 
nothing like it in the whole country; 
nothing approaching It in tho United 
Kingdom. Well, then, I say that points 
pretty clearly to our remedy, and our 
remedy Is not an illusory remedy, It is 
not an e.xotlc, it is not a mere philo- 
sophic, or philanthropic, or fanciful 
remedy. It is not sdmething put in 
tlie window, manipulated in order to 
bo put ill the shop window for politi- 
cal purposes. It la a solid and demon- 
strated fact, and in rejecting it tho 
House of Lords have done an evil turn 
tc the country. If I left tho matter 
here I might be told by certain organs 
of opinion tliat it was not the House 
of Lords, Ijiit tlie government, which 
compii.ssed tlie fate of that bill.

patience, but lime, I think, will show 
that they were rigiit and that the onl.v 
condition of securing farreachlng and 
permanent reforms is that Scotland 
shall remain ono and indivisible.

The Duty of the State

But I am not going 
to detain you by discussing further the 
academic proposition that our bill sets 
ni) ii system of dual ownership, and is 
tiiorofore perniclou.s, and we are not 
going to bo deterred from grappling 
with the evils of single ownership by 
any such bogey. Our consciences are 
clear, and I fancy our minds are as 
clear as those of our critics. Clear 
our consciences will remain until it Is 
shown to us that we are doing any 
one of these things, either despoiling 
the landlord of that to which he Is cn-, 
tilled, or proposing to treat the Inrgor 
farmers to whom every consideration 
is duo witti harshness and injustice 
or proposing to introduce some bad or 
retrograde tendency among these cul- 
tivators of tho soil. I have detained 
you a long time on this subject, but 
there is one (lucstion I would yet :isk 
you to consider, and It is an importiint 
question which, as it were, iiovers over 
the whole subject. 

Land Tenure and Ownership 

Is it, after all, this Apposition of the 
House of Lords and the Unionist party 
(a voice, "Rosebery) — is It, after all, 
not due to soniething else than thu 
causes which we have been discussing'/ 
(.A. voice, "Traitor Bosebery.") is it 
not due to something else? I recall 
some words of Lord Lansdowno's ut- 
tered in the House of Lords about this 
very bill which strucic mo and struck 
many otliers at the time, and which 
appeared to me to give the clue to "he 
mood and temper In which tho other 
side have approached tills matter, and, 
indeed, every agrarian problem, whe- 
ther it be the Irish Evicted Tenants 
bdl — and you kno'w : how ,Mr. BirreH's 
proposal on that subject has fared dur- 
ing the last fe\« , -weeks — or a Land 
Tenure bill for preserving the tenant 
farmer aga-lnst the r-ayagfes of game 
and securing to' him 'enjoyment of his 
own improvcnients. I will read the 
words Lord Lansdowne u.sed:-7"Surely 
what gives reality to ownership, what 
makes it a valuable and precious thing 
to many people Is that we have iiith- 
orto associated with it the power of 
guiding tlie de;-;tinius of the estate, of 
uperintcndlng Its development ani 
iniproveiiient, and, above all things, the 
tight lo select the person.i to be asso- 
oiated with the proprietor in tlie cul- 
■ tlvallon of tho .soli. Tliat Is to my mind 
'tiie true relation between landlords 
I and tenants as Wc know tlicm in thl.s 
I country." (Cheers.) Now, what does 
this mean'.' What l.s the plain Knglish 
()f if.' Why it me;ms this, that, not- 
! V, itlistaiKliug all the flaws that tinio 
; li:is discovered, :i!l the change; In that 
I reb'itlon of landlord ;uid tenant, and 
the f:ir greater changes in the polltloul

with a liouse in eacli of two constitu- 
encies should have two votoK, while he 
can only have ono vole even if lie lias 
a hundred houses in ono constituency. 
1 merely make that little side observa- 
tion to shtiw that wo were not askluB 
such an atrociously, abnormally unjus- 
tifiable tiling as you might imagine 
from the vigor with which it was op- 
posed. The agricultural cr)nimunity 
liave been wroiiged by what tlie Lords 
have done in our Scottish bills and the 
Land Teimro bill, and every urban and 
rural community in Kngland, Scotlami 
and AN'alos has risen to resent the re- 
duction of the Land A'alucs bill.

Yes, 
and the assertion of these privileges, 
if we think of It, means that on many 
and vital points of our common life, 
social, economical, political, domestic, 
tho cillzens of this land have been de- 
frauded of I heir just rights ;md liber- 
ties. Now 1 said tliat we suffer. 'd in 
this respect under the iirevioiis Iviberal 
government, and tlie liead of the last 
Liberal .government, Lo/'d Roseber.v 
(hisses and some cheers), .vour good 
friend and mine (clieers), lool-c up tin? 
cudgels valiantly on behalf of tlie 
House of Commons, and shortly before 
Ihe defeat of the government Ik- prom- 
ised tlial a resolution wouhl be intro- 
duced asserting tho predominance of 
Ilio Coinmc/U.^. It was never done, be- 
cause the gov(n-nment were jiut out. 
Hut that was the iiiteiilion of the gov- 
einnient, their declared intention, and 
I refer lo it now to say that wo are 
P'.i'rely taking up the riuestion where 
tho last Liberal government left it, 
The resolution was nut, I t'llnk, as far 
as any recollection goes — having been 
a meniber of the cabinet I ought to 
know — was not even drafterl by the 
late government. 13-.il there is a pas- 
sage in a speech of Lord Ilosebery's, 
delivered in l&'Ji, which leaves no 
doubt in niy mind that if it ever had 
come to tliat stage tho resolutiori of I- 
years or so ago would have been fram- 
ed on tli.j same lines ns the resolution 
adojjlcd in the niontii of June by an 
enormous majority in tiio present 
House of Commons. These are his 
words, and they exjiress so admirably 
the very objects which wc liavo in our 
minds that I cannot do better than 
r( ad them. He said: "Renieiiibor, in 
the first place, that we havo nothing 
to do with the present constitution of 
the House of Lords, we find tho House 
of Lords ;is it stands, we lind the 
Ilouso of Commons as that .stands, ami 
we desire as the most jiraclical way 
of effecting tho object which wo have 
in view so to readjust tlio relations of 



lution. "It is necessary that tho power 
of the other hou.se to alter or reject 
bilks pas.sed by this iiouse should be so 
restricted by law as to secure that, 
within the limits of a single parlia- 
ment, the final decision of the Com- 
mons should prevail." Clieers.) Now 
let Ilio .siiy a word or two as to tho 
criticismH \vhlch this i>lea has evoked. 
I do not eoinpUiin of thoiii In tho least, 
my Impression is tiiat our proposals 
have niot with a decidedly friendly re- 
ceiitlon, and cort.-iiply with a lno.^t cor- 
dial one f2-(nn our iiolitlcal friends. Wo 
are told, of course, thai by qualifying 
the A'Oto of the l^ords wo shall expose 
the country to tho (l.'ingers and chances 
of a single chamber systcnn. That was 
ctrtalu to tie said. It was sald/12 years 
ago; and to anyone interested in tho 
subject I would recommend that he 
should read Hie answer iiiado to It by 
Lord rto.^;oberi-\- at that time, In which 
he will HOC wliat small account Im 
made of it. 1 do not attach much im- 
pertance to it myself (laughter), I 
mean to the objection to the criticism 
(renewed laughter), because the pre- 
cautloM.s which wo proiioso to take will 
safeguard tlio i-ouiitry from rash and 
hasty action. In tho first place, be- 
sides leuvin.g the House of Lords all 
their Powers of crllici.sm and. sugges- 
tion. Wo give them considerable poWr 
ors, for securing the reconsideration of 
m.-asuro.s. Lot mo say in parenthesis 
that tlio ultimate power reserved to 
the Hou:-,o of Commons of passing 
nieasure.s over th.eir heads will in my 
opinion net as a snflicieiit check upon 
the imposition of any dilatory or vexa- 
tious delay by the Lords. And that Is 
not all, w<'. iiropose to shorten the life 
of parllamcits, to .shorten the "parlia- 
mentary period to five years, a pro- 
vision Very dosii-ahle on other grounds 
well, which, coupled with tho power 
of delay to which I have alluded, 
makes it well-nigh impossible for an 
imjietuoiis or tyrannical Liberal gov- 
ermiicnt, if such a thing ever camo in- 
to ofllee, to hurry through a inca.iuroi 
passed in a decaying parliament out 
of touch, it may be, with the eioctor- 
as lo which the country has 
never been consulted. Wc have known 
decayed governments, decayed parlia- 
ments to pass .measures a^ to whicli 
tlie ooiintry lias never been consulted. 
It Is not Liberal governments that I 
liavo in niy mind (laughter), but I talk 
of the dangers of Liberal governinonts, 
because It is those that are in the 
mind of those who make this criticism. 
And the odd thing l.s — at least, it is 
not odd, but it strikes ono as odd at 
llrst^ — that it is only a Liberal govern- 
ment that people are sale", to be terri- 
lied by, ijut not tlie most nervous of

functions were it to regar

be in a position well .adapted to enable 
them to negotiate arid see for a com- 
mon measure of agreement. Suppo.s- 
tng this conference to be unproduc- 
tive, the bin, it might be the same bill 
with or without modifications, or a 
similar bill with the same object, 
would at the discretion of the govern- 
ment be reintroduced after a sufUcient 
Intor'val.

Of 
course the grand issue must ultimate- 
ly pro to the countr.v. It Is <iuito pos- 
sible, indeed I think highly probable, 
that before that comes the Lords will 
have ati opportunity of discussing the 
Bill giving effect to our Te.solutlon, 
and Hint Bill I venture to predict will 
be Passed by the House of Commons 
by majorities as large as the majority 
for the resolution this summer. But T 
rc-pfiit what I havo said, that for the 
final word of warning an overwhelm- 
ing denionslratinn of ojilnlon which 
w'ill be needed — though I trust It will 
not be, I think better of their wisdom

Then it ofti'Ii happens that a terrible 
disease called the iilague breaks out. 
This awful scourge used to be cdumioii 
in everv conntrv in li;uroi)e — even in 
Kngliimi. As people iearnod how even 
great cities could bo kept inilte clean 
and as civilized nations seldom suff.'red 
from famine the plague dlsappt>ared 
from northern lands. In tho countries 
of southern Asia it Is seldom quite 
stamped out. Tho very short time in 
which a Journey across tho Pacific can 
ho made has rondonui it possllilo for 
tho (llsoase to be carried to the cities 
In Amorica on the Pacific Coast. A few- 
cases have lirokon out In San l''rancisco 
and wo were startled last week to hear 
that It had roaciiod Seattle. Fearing 
that it nilght come iicros-s the Sound 
the doctors and the mayor have given 
orders that evor\' one shotild see that 
their premises were clean. ICven if the 
pla.gue does not come near us we should 
obey that ordor. There are very few 
diseases that cannot bo traced to filth 
and typhoid fever and diphtheria are 
among the worst of those from which 
people In temperate climates suffer. If 
we can avoid these by cleaning u|) and 
keeping clban we will be well reiiaid for 
tho elfort. Did you ever think what 
siilenilld cleansers we have in "Victoria 
in the fall rains and the winds that 
swoop over tho city'.' 

The acciilent which h;ippened to 
tlio Umijress of China destroyed H.nOO 
sacks of flour. \Vhon she ri'aclied the 
Cuter wharf bore hor dynamos were 
out of order so, as no groat stcamshii) 
goes to sea in these days without her 
own elctrlcal maoliinery, she had to re- 
main till the dynamos wore ready to go 
to work again. Speaking of electricity 
reminds us that Marconi messages wiil 
soon be sent to Shotbolt'a Hill. There 
is a station there under the manage- 
ment of E. Haughton and two as- 
sistants. 

In St. Petersburg last Monday a 
>-oiing woman shot and killed tho head 
of tho iirlson doiiartmont and when ar- 
rested Immc'diatoly after the nnirder 
had enough ex|)losivos hidden In her 
bosom to blow the whole building and 
all in it to i)li>cos.

Tho four-footed animals even liave 
their purveyors of uotvh amongst tho 
birds, many birds on" beholding a 
hunter utter a shrill cry of warning 
or alarm.

The same cannot bo said of any 
other, metal in existence. We could 
get along without gold, stiver, tin 
and copper. While those metals are 
vastly useful the world could go on 
In its advancement without them, for 
there would be found a substitute 
for each. 

We have no way of knowing just 
when this mineral first became 
known of, but it came Into use i)rob- 
ably soon, after the stone age. As 
warfare dominated the mind of man 
at that remote period. It Is onl.v reas- 
onable to suppose that iron was llr.st 
employed In the making of weapons. 

The most ancient records mention 
the use oi iron, and we have reason 
to believe that this most useful of 
useful metals was known many 
thousands of years before the Chris- 
tian era. It is a recorded fact that 
among the earlier peoples Iron was 
hold as Infinitely more valuable than 
gold. 

To (luoto from one w-rlter on the 
subject of iron and Its many uses: 

"The most remarkable remnant of 
early work in iron is the famous 
wrought-iron pillar of Delhi, whioh i.f 
sup|)osod to have boon., erected in 
about the yea/ ;!19 A. D. It is nearly 
48 feet in height, 16 1-2 inches iii 
diameter at tho bottom and 12 inches 
at tho top. It weighs about 17 tons. 
In a temple in India are Iron beams 
of groat magnitude, one of which Is 
over 2G feet in length." 

Livingstone, the great explorer, 
found the different African tribes 
m;inufucturlng Iron. Of course their 
process was a simple on.', but they 
liad' their furnaces for smelling, their 
ehnrootU pits and forges. The iron 
was employed in tho forming of ar- 
row points and man.v articles for per- 
sonal adorninont, such as necklaces 
of beads and bracelets. 



Self- Lighting Life Buoys 
One feature of the big "Lusitania" 
which attracted crowds when she was 
open for inspection was tho automatic 
life buoy which 1? fastened between 
decks on a slanting frame in such a 
way that it can Ije released by the 
presence of a button on the bridge. On 
each end of the four arms of a large 
cross-shaped frame work Is a copper 
l.iall. These 'iJalls are .so iwelghted 
tli.it when tho buoy strikes the water 
it will float uprlgiit. To the cross 
arms are fastened long brass cylin- 
ders. These cylinders are calcium 
carbide liglits so arranged that they 
flare up by contact with the w.'iter. 
Should a cry of "Man overboard" be 
raised at night tlie officer on tho 
bridge presses tho button, the buoy 
hits the water, and the lights flare up. 
If tho man overboard be a swimmer 
he can reacn tho buoy, to tho arms of 
which loops are attached to aid him 
in keeping above water. The ship also 
has a mark to guide It after it has 
been put out.— Washington Post.

Not a Moorish City— Jus^ a Melan- 
choly Modern Seaport 

Hefore Casaldanca Is forgotten — or 
rebuilt, for It is all but destroyed— it 
is inlerestiiiK to know what it was 
like. It was not al all a .Moorlsli city 
like the others. It was not built iii 
the .Middle -\ges, when tlie .Moors of 
.^pain transmitted their culture to Af- 
rica, and .Morocco llnisbed at the 
Pyrenees. TIi<m-o was nothing ro- 
mantic in Its Jiislor.v or iiicturescpie 
in its situation, it was just a modern 
seaport resulting from inelllelent ef- 
forts of Moors and ICuroiieans to trade 
tot,'ether. 

In lime it miglit have come to some- 
thing, as it stands at the dividing line 
of North and South Morocco, which 
are two very different countries, and 
need means of coinmunlciUiim with 
caclt other as well as with the |rest 
of the world.

.Moors being the natural wliid-up. In- 
side the gales all is (lat and monoton- 
ous, n.'irrow and crowded and dirty 
and iiielaiieliol.\-. 

To see llie town you have lo go up 
to the roof tiu-races of some of the 
Kuropean house's. Then you discover 
that the city has three parts, each 
with Us own color. .-Xronnd you is the 
.Medina — llie real white clt,\- — with 
lunv liigli iioiisos, half Moorish, half 
I'hiropean, built b.v Furopeans who 
have come here in quest of fortune 
or to aid their country's diplomacy. 
Some of these houses are inhabited 
by the wealthier Moors, who have 
boon quick to appreciate modem com- 
fort and would bo glad to live in 
peade and quiet. 

Next comes the' Intermediate quar- 
ter — the Mcllah — where the Jews, one- 
third of the tovn, live together in 
houses all painted blue from roof to 
mudsill of the door on the narrow tor- 
tuous streets. Then, encircling all, 
without plini or order, Is the Tiiarker 
— the mud-plastered reed huts of the 
Moorlsli populaee. When the ruins of 
winter fall, the ground Inside and out- 
side the lulls is one mass of mud. Hut 
still each liul-wlfe turns the crank of 
her barle.v inlll and croons slow and 
sadly the praise of Allah. To them. 
:i.nd to their brethren of the Chaonia 
tribes that cultivate poorly tho coun-

Never Succumb to an Agitation 

.<sir Theodore l'"r,\', fellow of the So- 
ciety of Antiiiuaries, an ex-ineiiiber of 
the Britisli parliament, etc, who is now 
in New Vork, a guest at Hie hotel 
Xetlierland, made some inti-rc'st ing re- 
marks yesterday on the subject of tips, 
says tlie Xew York Times, ills talk 
wiis in the nature of a comment on the 
attempt of a certain English earl lo 
abolish tipping In England by taking 
the Initiative himself and proidbiting 
his servants from accepting tips ironi 
guests op jjaln of Instant dismissal. 

Sir Theodore, who, by the way. is 
71 years of age and still a remarkabU- 
vigorous man, is not unipialilied to talk 
on the .sub.ieet as he has been four 
times around the world, foreign travel 
being bis recreation, and has come in 
))ersonal contact witli almost I'very 
known genus of t!ie liiimaii blpeil with 
the itchy palm. Sir 'i'iieodoro does not 
decry the tiiiiiing system. 

"C.ive up till- idea," lie s.-iid, "that 
tipping will succumb to any agitation. 
So long us comnioilitles have to bo paid 
for ill casli. and not In fine words and 
sweet sniili>H, tipping will exi.st. The 
moralist may rave against it. bnl ask 
liiin in what way his gratitude mani- 
fests Itself when n railway jiorter jio- 
litely relieves hini of half a ilo/.eii bags 
and deposits them in a snug corner of 
the sleeping car, wliile be lias barely 
time to' purchase bis tiid;et. 

"It is surely iniiiossible to abuse 
the same jiorter if. out of a feeling id' 
recognition of fmors previously nv 
ceived, lie leaves aiioilier belated jias- 
senger to manage tlie bi-st \\;iy be can 
under a carloail of rugs and baud bags, 
to attend again to your comfort, "^'on 
hardly sympathize with your feilow- 
tr.aveler although lie m.iy be using some 
very strong language against the Iden- 
tical porter to whom for the second time 
you part with a few cents. It is tho 
desire to secure tho comforts and 
commodities provided by the activity 
of others that will perpetuate tipping. 

"After all, this is not limited to me- 
nials. It is given and uiiserupulously 
acceiUed by all grades of soeietv' ami 
by all conditions of men. 1 b,a\-e known i 
an lunaliiir yachtsman give ,'l ."uib.staii- 
tial ti|> to a policianan simply hecaiise 
the latter addressed him as 'Commi)- 
dore.' 'i'lial was not. of course, a lip 
in the ordinary sense of Uio word, ill it 
aiiioinited. however, lo the same tiling. 

"And what say .voii of tln^ whiskies 
and waters, liraudies and .sodas, the 
chamiiagiie, oysters, lunelieons and 
dinners to which men of tlio city gen- 
erously ask- !L would-be customer'.' 
That, I suii|)OKC, is called 'pa\'iiig the 
way to a good business.' 

"I have not Infrequently heard peo- 
ple regret that they wore unable to 
refuse a favor in return for a civility.

Whenever ellorta are made to Induce 
people to emigr'ato tb'tlio Colonies wo 
hear "notes of warning." Someono 
tries to stop the woiild-bo omlgi'ant. 
Just now tin vlfort Is being iiiado lit 
.South Wales to induce miners to emi- 
grate to the coallields of British Co- 
lumbia, and tlioru' are, of couroo, tho 
accomiianyiiig notes of warning. Gen- 
erally speaking, tlic warning conios 
frniii cla'oiiie L'rumblors or front men 
who will never do well in any part of 
tho world. But the source of tho 
particular notos of warning which X 
huvo li. mind deserves a little com- 
ment. They come from Trades Union- 
ist sources. Like the Socialist, tho 
Trades Unionist hero and In tho 
colonies, Is opposed to emigration. Ho 
l.< tlie first to cry out against the Crco 
IniiKirtatiop of Asiatic lali<ir Into a 
country and tlu^ lirst to use violence by 
ivay of iirntest. liiit he 1.-! so incon- 
sistent that, allhovjgli lie knows .Vslatlo 
j Immigration is due, lirst and last, to 
j the clironio want of labor, he is 
vi'hemi'ntly opposed to helping any 
men of his own cohir and rai'e to come 
out .•uii! share in his ,.:nod f.irtane. 'I'ho 
man wlm, after .-pending some years 
working in tho Colonies, writes liome 
to warn his comrades against emigrat- 
ing engenders the suspicion that ho \s 
anxious to preseri'e , what Is virtually 
a monopoly of labor land to allow as 
few as possible to share his good for- 
tune. 

While I wa.^ in Canada Jlr. Koir 
Hardie flaslicd across the continent, 
speaking liero and tliere. In a Social- 
istic strain, ag.iinst emigration. This 
attitude is op(>n to the interpretation 
that ho and the party to wliieh ho be- 
longs nre anxious that tho gre:it, sor- 
rowful social pressure In ICngland 
should not be relieved by the removal 
of men to countries where tho strugglo 
for subsistence, although hard. Is not 
so Intense and tho market for labor 
not so overcrowded. This i.^ not ;i 
solution of tho problem ncceptnble to 
them, because It must Inevitably les- 
sen the force of that wild, Impatient 
dissatisfaction with one's surround- 
ings that alone makes men Socialists. 
I will do Mr. Kelr Hardte the .lustico 
of saying that he la oamest in his 
solicitude for the welfare of the work- 
er: but It Is morally and oconomlcally 
wrong to seek to perpetuate misery In 
order to preserve the ino(l\-e foreo for 
a political propaganda. "What boots it 
for Jlr. ICoIr Hardie to clamour for nn 
T'nemployed Bill In the winter and to 
denounce emigration in the summer'? 

I can confidently say, after srn-aking 
to Wolshnion who are working in the 
coal rnine.^ and smelting worlcs in 
Fcrnle, Trail, Coleman, .Mleliel. F,d- 
moiitoii, ;ind other places In British 
Columbia and t!ie Dominion generally, 
that for every note of warning you 
can get fifty notes of encouragement. 
A man should certainly be caution.^ In 

conditions of labor are as good as the\-' 
are today In the South Wales coalfield. 
Ho should Imake sure of his own ability 

fo adapt himself to entirely new con- 
ditions of life. He .should take the 
ti"Uhle to e.xamine in detail the labor 
eontraets lif may he called upon to 
sign. But he .ihoiild take with many 
gr.-ilns of salt llie warnings, nnd ho 
.5hould also pay little attention to ex- 
cessiv(dy colored accounts of tho 
neighborhood to which he Is Invited 
and its adyantages. 

Tlie men who do best in mining In 
British C'oiimiliia are not those v,'ho go 
out with fabulous notions of becoming 
suffieientl.\' wealthy to ri.-tire in a few 
years, notions domned, of course, to 
disappointmont. They -avo the men 
who weigh things well first, make up 
their minds to work hard, nnd to koeji 
sober. .-Vjiart from the industry In 
which tliey will !>.■ enga.ged. they will 
find themselves in .a jww land of su- 
perlative hopes and great iio.ssihllities, 
and the frugal man who is able to 
save well out of his earnings may fiiul 
opportunities for profitable Inve.stinent 
such as aro quito unknown in this 
country, or. If he have a liking for 
fruit-growing, he may bo able to lay 
out his savings on a fruit ranch, to 
which in course of time he may retire, 
there to live in Industrious comfort and 
happiness.

The veniii.i- 
tion of tho mine was tho best he ii.nl 
ever seen — and he shot off Inhj an 
elaborate description of tho system. Tlie 
wages were four or five dollars a day 
(163. to 20s.), and the coal was much 
easier to .work than .T^elph coal, "Tell 
them to •write to me." was his parting 
Injunction as I advambled on the mov- 
ing train. "I'll tell 'em all about It." 

Roughly speaHlng,' I ehotJld say 20 
per cent, of tho miners in the Orovy's 
Nest coal district are Wolahinen, anrl 
most of th(>m appotir to be doing well. 
Wag-es range between four an.I five 
dollars a flay, and although Ih.o cost of 
living la much higher than it I.-? In tlii.s 
country, It doo;j not prevent tho men 
from buying or Iniildlng their ov.'n 
housoa— modest, but coiiit'orlubio, tim- 
ber >shiicks-Tand saving up enough 
jnone/ to' f«el that day* ol indopen- 



denco aro not unattainable, and thut, 
whether old age or adversity conio 
soon or late, it will not find them des- 
titute. 

They do net enjoy tho. comforts and 
conveniences, of our own civilization, 
though they probably .enjoy greater 
freedom from Ul-hsalth, from over- 
crowding and all tho evil that it means. 
.\fter all, the real comfort of a home 
does not consist in surroundings of 
cheapness. It was not my good fortune 
to visit a Welsh minor's hotno, but I 
w.'i.s able' to form a tolerably good Idea 
of the social conditions and the lioine- 
llfo of till' miners from a few minutes' 
coin-ersatioii 1 liad with some well- 
dressed daughters of Welsh miners on 
tho station platform at Fernie. They 
were young girls of eighteen or twenty, 
pictures of health and supremo happi- 
ness — such happiness as you only meet 
with In the dwellers amongst high hills. 
The.v could not say much about tho 
conditions in tlie mine. They only 
know that theli- fathers wore well-off, 
happy— over so much happier than they 
used to bo. And In one thing they 
were quite emphatic; ^hoy did: not want 
to come, back to Wal<?a-7-excojpt for a 
holiday. As I looked around, seeing no 
evidences of poverty or misery, no 
hovels for the housing of the people, 
but only well-dressed, blithe forms and 
happy faces, lit iiti with the unfailing 
hope iiiul hajiplness of flie mouiitiiln 
region; as I caught a glimpse of the 
pine-covored hills ami h>i't.\- peaks, put- 
Iillng at ovenlldo, and felt the Invigor- 
ating influence of the mountain tilr, I 
understood. 

Since m.v return, I see that a circular 
has been Issui'd to the mine-workers of 
tho British isles by Mr. Biggs, the sec- 
retary of the l''erul<' Miners' Union. I 
do not k-now whether Mr. liiggs Is the 
.geiiilemaii from Iti.'-ea. liut I do know 
tiiat a miners' leader at Kernli> I'ml- 
gr-ited from Hisea. I had n<d the gooil 
fei-tune to meet him, but I slioiild like 
very much to Icnow whether, afler Ills 
experience in British (ailtnnbla, he or 
his family would lii^e to redurn to 
Wales. I venture to s.ay th.at he would 
not. .And that is a. very fair te^st. 

Mr. Biggs goes on (o say that "there 
Is a combined elTort on the part of the 
c;iplt.-ilisl to flood Britisli Columbia 
with clicaii labor." 'I'bat may be. What 
capitalist or emplover in the world does 
not want to get labor as cheaply as ho 
can? Hut there Is also a combined ef- 
fort on tho i)art of the Trades Union- 
ists of British Columbia to keep labor 
short, and so to mtilntain wages at 
their present hlgli level. The Trades 
Unionists aro strong, and they extract 
the ut;termost farthing from tho n(!w- 
comer; In tho Crow's Nest mines tho 
coal owners, under the settlement after 
thovstrike of last year, retained the 
right to employ whomsoever they 
pleased, but In parts of British Colum- 
bia I heard bitter complaints from men 
against what they called the o'xtortlon 
of tho labor unions. They had to sub- 
mit or else they could not get work. 
AVhlle tho labor unions aro thus keei>- 
ing white labor out nnd discouraging 
emigration from this country, the vast 
mineral wealth of British Columbia is 
^vaitiIlg to he developed. There Is 
enough \.\ (>alth howelled in the earth of 
British Columbia to last for centuries 
to eonii^. II w.'iiits caidt.'il and It wants 
labor. I'rovideLl the eaplt.allst comes, 
it will be many years before the labor 
supply is so mucli greater than the de- 
mand that tho wages of labor will fall. 

It Is not my Inte'iilion in .anytliiiig I 
have said to advise all men to emigrate. 
Heaven knows, Wales has need of her 
bi'st miners today. \Vlien the diivelop- 
mi-e.ts now preji eted are made she will 
need more. .\nil tills lime ,)r tlfo year— 
tlio fall' — is not an atlraelive time in 
wlil(di to eiin,!;ra tee The beautiful Can- 
adian summer is dniwlng to a close, 
and the huig wlnteu-, with Its deep, far- j 
stretching snow and iiure while soli- 
tude, is close at h.aiid. The (."aiiadian I 
winter Is glorious — when you ari} used , 
to it. Men are going back from the ! 
ranches, tho homostead.s, and the har- [ 
vesting, where they have spent thoir j 
happy summer-time, to work and save I 
In the coal and gold and copper mines : 
of British Columbia. The shortage of j 
labor will be less, though tho mines are I 
scarcely likely to receive all that they 
want. I 

\( a man be comfortable and hapin' 
at home, jipproiiching life's meridian, 
with a fair prospect of a neat conipo- 
teneo in old age — that man will not 
emigrate. But if a man be strong and 
young, feeling the spell of tho unknown 
outer world clinging about him mys- 
teriously, as though some Imperial 
tliurifer had tossed It, like Incense, out 
of a censer, that Is the man to cmi- 
.grnto. 

My object, as I sny, Is not to advise 
all men to emigrate, for emigration is 
always a serious step to take, and many 
mon are Ill-fitted to take it. I have 
simply tried to show that tho warning 
notos from British Columbia are un- 
convincing and unreliable, because they 
emanate from a source interested in 
keeping the supply of labor short, with 
absediitely no regard for tho future 
welfare timi iie\ elo).ment of the colony. 
It is the inest .diort-sighted policy that 
ColonlitI labor leaders could adopt.

If you can throw your imagination 
back across a generation you will pic- 
ture a vait continent of tangled for- 
ests, verdant plains, and unhumbered 
lakes and rivers. Rough trails pene- 
trate tho forests and wdnd acros.^ the 
plains. Everything l.s strangely silent, 
save lor tho rushing of niighty rivers 
and the soft cro.)n of the pine fore.-:!ts. 
Jhiii wreaths of smoke rise to the 
tranquil skies fn,ni ui,, tejiee of tliu 
Indian and the rough log cabin of the 
lonely white settlers, the i.ioueers 
"old timers," who.se lives are lived In 
trapiiliig and hunting. Indian hunter 
aiKl^ bison roam the i)nuries in wild 
prolusion. Death comes to both in 
terrible carnivals of sl.-uightcr. Na- 
ti:re. red lu tenth and clav,-, carries 
on t<ie war of extermination relent- 
essly and rapidly, civilixatlon steps 
In suddenly. Neither Indian huntor 
nor iuinted bison roam the 
today. Hunted and Imnter 
eollee'ti'd into parks .-.nil res 
or(;er to bo saved from tli 
tlncli.jn that priniovnl Nature had 
.-.cemipgly ordained to be their lot. 

i-'ivilh^ution penetrated iiito these 
sellludes and wilds mounted on the 
.-.to. 1 rails of the C. P. R. When men 
bigan Jo build tho line people laugh- 
of a railway that would 
out to a barren wilderness, 
went on bliildlng it, never- 
Liieiess, doing what ho other railway 
on the American continent had at- 
tempted; building in advance of de- 
re opniont. So settlers follo.Wed the 
rai way, dropping off here and there 
and staking out their claims. In the 
early days they were fed and clothed 
from this very railway that brought 
them there. There were no stores at 
which they could buy goods, so a 
railway coach, filled with all the ne- 
cessaries of life, made periodical vl.s- 
its to points along the line, and hero 
the early settlers would come to do 
their marketing. 

Gradually little sottlcmenls clus- 
tered around the pa.sslng and siofi- 
Plng places on tlie railway. l-'ar- 
seelng men cho.'.-e for settlement bar- 
ren spots of cinmtry that were des- 
tined to become thriving cities. Thev 
bcught tlio land f.,r a mere song or 
received it as a fre,- gift. In this 
way the prof ll.iljlo business of real 
estate commenced. When the rail- 
way was coniiileted through fron 
coast to coa.-^t, and the prairie, onre 
deemed an mua-ofitable waste, ^rcv 
wheat In sr>len(lld abundance, the S('t- 
tlenients became' cities, anil o\-er the 
iinpeopleil i)laln.s there rose Port Ar- 
thur, Fort Willi;. ill, Winnipe.g, Bran- 
don, Regin.a, (.:,il,L;nry, i-;. 1 mon ton— ci- 
ties of Inin-.enso potentl.alitics whose 
sudden growth is only an earnest of 
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tho Canadian constellation. They are 
only In their Infancy, but their enter- 
prise Is amazing. Port Arthur hoasta 
of being tho pioneer in municipal 
ownership In Canada. Profits are 
claimed on all public utilities, nnd 
the mayor will frankly tell you that 
ho looks forward to the day when the 
properly owners of tho town will 
walk up to tho auditor's oliice and 
receive a cheque apiece as their pro- 
portional .sliaro of tho profits from 
tho operation of these utilities after 
their taxes aro paid! Age, when 
Cometh wisdom, may cure the cities 
of these youthful hojies. 

Hut their destiny does not lln In 
municipal ownership. There are few 
cities in the New World so well sit- 
uated as these to detil with a great 
and growing ii-ade. Great grain ele- 
vators, of many millions of bushels 
cajiaclty, aro rising on the railway 
sidings and the river frontage. Tho 
cities will become the terminals of 
tho rallway.-i to the wheat fields of 
the Northwest, shipping tho grtiin to 
steamships for wtiter transport. Tli.iy 
aro dt^veloiiing their own mineral re- 
sources and building blast furnaces 
and foundries to deal Willi the iron 
ore that is .so richly stored about 
. jih.ein. lOIectrlc jiower Is cheap. The 
K.akabeka Fall, liai'd by, whose 
lawny-colored water brings visible 
ovidenci; of a land of mlner.al wealth, 
suiiplies Fort William with all the 
pewer that It needs. Port Arthur 
llnd.>3 similar satisfaction on the Cur- 
rent river. The world bus laid It.s 
riches at their feet, and the world 
is waiting now to see the use that 
will be made of her g<nerosity. 

It is curious to rtd'lect on the 
changes of a generation. We like to 
think of Lake .Superior In connection 
with misty solitudes, deep, impene- 
trable pine forests rising from Its 
sliores, and Indians .•■t.'aliiig across 
its iilacid walers in silent c.anoes. All 
that is passed. The towns today are 
(.rude in many wa.\-s. Their .streets 
ai-o atrocious. The science of M.acii.- 
(I.'im is unknown or untried. Ilonse.'^ 
aro built, some of them In a manner 
lhat makes one wonder what wdll be 
tlie magnitude of the social problems 
that Canaillan municipalities may 
have to face In the future. But, with 
all their present faults, these twin 
cities on Superior's shore hold a vis- 
ion of the future sulllolently fascin- 
ating to arrest the imagination: I 
sec a gre.it city fronting the Inland 
so.a, an entrepot of f^anadhin tr.ade. 
I hear the boom of many Industries, 
tlio whirring nolso of many grain ele- 
vators. I see ocean steamshlpa that 
h.ave come through a Georgian Bay 
tanal rouinling the grim outlines of 
Thunder Cape. At night time I ."ec 
llie- tierce, fantastic glare of blast 
furnaces and tlie lights of hundred.? 
of crjke ovens. And away back, be- 
yond the din of Industry, I see a 
city of stalely si one and well-kept 
street;.-, reidaelng crude lumber 
shacks, wooden iiavemeiils, and un- 
kempt, be'draggled ro;ids. 

If .vfiu are doubtful of the chances 
Ibat this dre;im has of reallxation, 
preis on to AVInnlpeg. .More wonder- 
ful thing.s, of which I shall tell you 
a.gain, have happened there. 
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Port Arthur and Fort WlllJamstand 
on either .■=ide of a marsh. In time 
the,\- must grow across tho marsh and 
become one; but lunv they siiout their 
own self-praises lllte rival cheapjacks 
at a fair. There they stand, at the 
head of L;ike .Superior, the very por- 
tals of the Golden West, with every 
prospect of rivalling Chicago and be- 
eiMiiing the greatest Inland ports of 
the world. Around them are the 
.Sllurl:in forniatioii, w-lth its sllvcr- 
be.iring qmirt?,, and the Huronian for- 
m.ation, which h(d<ls gold and Iron, 
h'ive years ago Fort William had ii 
iJoiMilation of :!,r>00. Today It has 13,000. 
.Mri-ady its growth has been as rapid 
.IS Chle;igo's in the cirly stages of 
th;it re-ni.arkiible city's history, and In 
.■UKJther flv years the more optimis- 
tic inhabitants expect to number 40,- 
"00. If, as was rep(uied a few days 
ago, the C;ui.idi;u Pacific railway 
build ti mlUlon-ton dock here, this 
a!iibition will bo more than realized. 
Port Arthur, only a few mttes off 
across the marsh, and, like Fort Wil- 
liam, fronting to Lake Superior, has 
grown from 3,000 In 1901 to 10,000 In 
1£0C. Of all the small cities in Can- 
ada these seem to ra-i the most po- 
tential.

States which promises to become more 
wealthy and more powerful oven than 

tlio famous Kuropcan family of the 
I^otliKcliililb-. 

This family coiisistK of Kovon Kons, 
each ono a inilliDiiaire — sons of a 
lulhcr who came to Amorlcii in tlio 
steerage of a .steamer, and who bopan 
liig business career 1^' selling- stove 
polish and glue. 

The seven sons, each of whom pur- 
sues a special branch of biialness, are 
united In one corporation — next to the 
Standard. Oil Company the closest and 
Iiiost potent trust In the world — which 
manages a number of Industries re- 
presenting an investment of $500,000,- 
000. 

.\r. Guggenheim's Sons — that is what 
they call themselves. That is? the. 
name of the corporation. And when 
one thinks of tlio sons, of their groat 
woaltli and extensive smelting busi- 
n>'.:Js, oni^ ah\ays thinks of the father 
of the sons — Meyer Guggenheim. 

Today these seven sons prepare for 
trade more gold, silver and lead than 
any other combination of |)rodiicer.s in 
the world. Xot salisliod with the min- 
eral domain in the I'nited States, lliey 
liavc reached to Alaska, planning the 
buliJlng of railroads ami Ihe <'Stab- 
Iishment of towns; witli 'I'lmmas V. 
Hyan they have extended tlieir rami- 
lU'utlons into the jungles of the 
Congo, where, like King Midas, It is 
lilcelv they may turn the land Into 
gold. 

]'''orty-elght years ago the late Jleyer 
lluggenheim came to Anjorica. Born 
in Langnau, Switzerland, in 1828, the 
boy, full of ambitions, .struggled, and 
.struggled In vain, to make headway in 
his native country. 

The little family had a hard time 
to get along. It was a hand-to-mouth 
light from the tlmo the boy was born 
Tsntll he was 19. He fretted against 
the obstacles that hindered him, and 
one day approached his father and 
Eiid: , 

*'I will go to America." 

"America!^ The 'old man repeated 
the magic name — the name of iii(> land 
of promise. He lay hi.s hand on the 
boy's head and added, "I, will go witli

On the vessel came Barbara Jleyers, 
a, young fflrl from Langnau. Often in 
the'^'dark corners of the ship the youth 
and ' maiden sat, hand in hand, and 
tajked of the new country. With al- 
most prophetic vision the young man 
icoked Into the future when lie asked 
tho fair girl to be his wife. 

"We \ylll raise a family," he said,

through wealth for good." 

^jid Meyer Guggenheim's wealth, as 
miiiiy cities of the country can testify, 
lias been used for good. There are 
hdspljals, children's homes and other 
cti'aritable institutions which bear his 
name' as chief benefactor. 

^hir-T™i"ty~t"Trvctl-1ir-I*lillatJelpttfff' In 
3S4S. Young Meyer Guggenheim ga'tli- 
ered together his savings to Invest In 
business. Ho bought an old horse and 



an old wa,i;on. lOarly each nmrniiiB ho 
hitched up tiio horse and started out 
to sell stove poUali. 

(Iratlually lie wurlied his way up 
throuj,'li I'ei'nsylvania. His earnlnKS, 
however, were small. He tlio\iKlit tliat 
he paid tnii nuicli for tli.' liolish. lie 
made a frienil of a chemist in Bellile- 
iiem, who analysed tlie stove imlisii. 
'I'liereafter fileyer Gugeenheini made 
tile otovo polish himself at a cost of 
ir. per cent, of what he had been paiy- 
ir-fi-. 

ICxpcrlenee taught the ynuuK m.ui 
tliat there w,ts no f(H-tvni(.' ir. stove 
pcllsli, so to his store of wares he add- 
(;d glue. W'itii prlui- lie o.\i)crimenled, 
linally n.ianufaeturinK it himself. 

In those days CuKRonheini displayed 
tlie traits tlial laler in life enabled 
liim to become a millionaire. He stu- 
died the wants of his customers. With 
1 ersisienr inqulsltivcncss he asked 
questions and sought to learn people's 
needs. 

Jlis purpose w.Ts to .supply Ihem with 
sometli ilioy wanted but could not 
gel. He saw tiiat many nier<-liants 
sought to sell tilings to jieople which 
Ihey dill not wanl. Meyer Gnt;seii- 
lieim mailo up Ids mind lhat this was 
a waste of elVort. 

Ever Alert For Business 

Willie vending his wares of stove 
poli.sh ami kIuc tlirou^'li tlie eountr\- he 
observed that eouMlr\' iieciple usimI a 
Kiiat (li-al, and wauteil more, of caus- 
tic .'ilk.ili. .Any one wlio has lived in 
the country Iciiows (lie value of lye in 
tlie making of liorne- ir.aiie soap, and 
Gnr-rk'enhelm w:is not lilinil. 

He knew tliat eausilc alkali di.-- 
solvc'l ill water was ;is Ronil as soap 
i\ ' , and he knew that this could be 
oblaineil from ]Cnf;land In IjOO-pouml 
lots at a very low cost. So he .siuit 
for alkali, and in a short time farmers 
b.'.-imed with prtititude upon tlie |ied- 
dler wh.i sujiplled them willi one- 
pound moulds of the cheninal. 

Five years after he came to this 
eoiintry, C'lU^Bimhelni married .Miss 
Meyers. ^\'ithln iwenty >ears there 
were born to lli(> cotiple eiKlit sons and 
three danshters. Seven sons survive 
in the order of ago as follows: laaac 
Daniel, Murr.v, Solomon, Benjamin, 
Simon anU- William. 

From the lye business, which later 
was taken up by the American (^'on- 
ccntrated Lye Company, there develoji- 
ed In ISGO a spice business. Charles 
H. (Jraliam, who afterward Interested 
Guggenheim in tho mining industry, 
was partner in this entr rpri."e. 

It was In the lace business, iiow.^ver, 
that the elder f;uK.i;enlieiin bej^'an 
building the foundation of his im- 
mense rortune. and in which lie coin- 
ed thousands of dollars, where ho liiul 
struggled to i-arn hundreds befqre. And 
like all "strikes of gold," this was by 
the turn of a cn\n. 

In IS?:; an uncle of Guggenheim In 
the old country seat to Pliiladelphia a 
ease of Swiss embroideries. Those 
were jilac'cd on sale, and It was (<b- 
served that iieople Wanted to buy.Swips 
embroideries. • 

Guggenheim decided to suppl;, tlieir 
wants. To Switzerland he ser t three 
of his sons — Daniel, Mnrvy and Solo , 
mon — to buy up embroid.u-ios. He sla- 



tioncd Lsanc In Philadelphia to : care^ 
for the local business. Tho firm at" 
that time was culled Giaggenhelm' 
I'niaski. When It was' dissolved In"^ 
ISSI the firm of M. Guggenheim's Sohs 
was born. 

t::harles H. Graham, the partner Of 
tlie spice enterprise brought tp thO at- 
tenlion of Mr. Guggenheim ■ In 1884 an 
option on a silver mine which had 
been offered by George H.. Work. Both 
Work and Grahiiin kicked tho money 
to develop the mine, (Uiggonholm took 
their advice and advanced $30,000. 

To liis diss:i I isfactlon he received 
only adverse reports. There was water 
in the mine, ln' was told, and it conid 
iliot "ne worked. .Mr. CiUgKenlielm went 
west, and, although not an engineer, 
saw what was needed. He ))Ul inoi'o 
money into tlie veiitm-e, acipiired tho 
entire mine, and m.'ido it pay. 

Ho had interested already four sons 
In the lace business. He sent tho 
Ihree younger sons — nenjamln, Simon 
and Will ill 111 — to Colorado to learn tho 
smelting and mining business. 
' Began at tho Bottom 

Henjaniiu C.iigK-eiibei ni \\,is tlir^ first 
of the sons to receive a eoll, ^,-e eiluca- 
tioii. He was a member of the class of 
1.SS7 of Coliiniblti Gniverslty. When lie 
arrived at Denver he secured employ- 
ment as a coiiimoii laborer. His Inieii- 
tlnii was to learn the business frcmi 
the bottom iiji, anil therein lies tho 
success of thi' ( ;u.;;;;enlieiiii family. 

".My sous," till' old fa I her woulc. of- 
ten say. "once a iiiau tri.-n to lireilk a 
bundle of sticks. Ili' sti.iineii every 
luosele. He bent the bundle over his 
knees, but his efforts were in Villn. 
Panting nnd swe.-iting and nearly ex- 
hausted, be untied the bundle, and iu 
a short time broke- the sticks one tilter 
anotlier. Do one thing at a time." 

So the si'Veii .-(in.- lia\e eoallnued 
Ibr'-akiiiLr one slick .it a tinu'. 

Now Mr. GuKgenhelm asaiu made 
observations. He wns getting ore and 
selling It as lie liiid sold stove polish. 
Hut Just as he was at first compelled 
tr. buy his stove polish, ho was now 
compelled to pay to hiivo his ore 
smelted at the Iloldon smeller. 

Why should ho not smelt ore liiui- 
self .lust as ho had made his own stove 
Iiolls'h? 

The Holden smelter, only available 
one in the west, was controlled by the 
Kountze family Interests, Mr. Holden 

! owning one-(iuarter of the stock. Mr. 

I (niggenhelm nctiuired tho other three- 
(|uarters and took a trip out west to 

I :.ee .Mr. Holden. 

.\lr. Guggenheim realized that Mr. 
Holden knew his business. He asked 
.Mr. Holden whether he would sell his 
rguartcr of stock, and as a condition of 
the sale build a new smelter with 
capital to be supplied by Mr. Guggen- 
heim. He readll.v consented, Mr. 
Guggenheim invested $.SO,000 and matle 
1 50 per ciMit. 

In ISS.S another smelt, >r was liiiilt ;it 
Pueblo, Colo., liy the I'lelilo Smeltirif; 
and Refining Company. inc a'porated 
with a c iipital rd' a million and a ipuir- 
ter. 'Plius bi'gnn lb.' greatest smelting 
lousiness in thi' world. 

Mr. GuKgeniieim had been In this 
country thirty years and now he saw 



beforo'- hlm,: as with prophetic";' .eyes,' a 
great waveT-it was of liquid gbld,;:tosS- 
ing and. heaYifiS with daazllngl Splen- 
dor, swoepirig over the continent and 
leaping to greater helgMs, and.orithe 
glittering crest the house of Guggen- 
heim. • '. 

Ono day Mr; Guggenheim: called his 
seven sons to him and unfolded a plan 
ho had cherished In his .heart. ' 

He h'ad been a good' father, Iclhd and 
Just, yet his sons htfd always received 
more orltfolsm from him than praise. 
He was proud of his c]iil4ren, but ho 
was not a father to spoil them with 
piodigallty. Instead of praising them 
about tlie success o.f a business ven- 
ture, he always told them how they 
could have done better. 

Now he felt that the time had come 
to tell them of his dream of the future 
of M. Guggenheim's Sons. It was this: 
The formation of a family corporation, 
all properties and Interests to belong 
to the Guggenheim sons and their sons 
tcrever, the fortune of the father to bo 
at the disposal of the sons upon pay- 
' ment 'of Interest, and all Interests to 
be .illled and developed In the Inter- 
ests of the great family. 
I In tho meantime tho Guggenhelms 
had transferred their base of opora,- 
tious to New York. Gold minus were 
acqulrod and smelters erected In var- 
ious parts of the country. They ex- 
tended their Interests Into South Am- 
erica and Mexico. 

At Monterey they built tho first 
complete silver and lead smelter in 
Mexico. This smelter had a capacity 
for treating 30,000 .tons of ore month- 
ly. Smelters followed at Aguas Call- 
entes nnd In Chile, while a refining 
plant was built, ;it ;i cost of $3,000,000 
•It Perth Amboy, X. .T. 

No expense w:is spared In the con- 
struction of the plants: the best m;i- 
clilnory was purchased, and tho latest 
and most scientific methods of treating 
the ore adopted. 

The American Smelting and Rofln- 
ing company for several years com ■ 
peted with Ihe Guggenhelms — with the 
r. sult that the president of the smelt- 
ing company suggested a merger. With 
tills merger an agreement was made 
with the United Metal."! Smelting com- 
p.iiiy. whereby the compiiny should 
liandle the outinit of tli,; Guggenheim 
copper mines. 

Bought up M.nny Mines 

This was an im|ioi-tant deal, as tlio 
Guggenhelms won the friendship of the 
Standard Oil InterealK. which controll- 
ed the smelting company. Today Gug- 
genhelms control the smelting com- 
pany. 

Just as ho had extended his stove 
polish business Into that of lye and 
lace, Mr, Guggenheim bought up var- 
ious mines — gold, silver, copper and 
lead. 

.So extensive becinie the proiierties 
th.at ;i coriioration — the Guggenheim 
l'"xploration company — was formed 
with a capital of 000,000. Of this 
$11,000,000 was issued and paid for in 
<';ish. So great was the demand tli.ai 
when an increase of $7,000,000 was is- 
sued some lime ago, the inside jirice 
of shares of a p;ir value of $100 to 
stockholders was $200. 



'■-■'In ''1904 a new- corporation marked 
the progress oC tho Guggenheim in- 
terests. . This was the American 
Smelters Securities company, capltal- 
laed at $77,000,000, with an issue of 
$30,000,000 oc common stock, $30,000,01)0 
of fireferred stock and $7,000,000 ni 
preferred stock, .^'Series A." 

It was announced that the company 
wo.uld take up mining .and smelting 
properties in the interest of tlie .Xm- 
orlcan Smelting und Refining company, 
to whlch'lwas given 00 per cent, of the 
common' stock of the new corporation. 
The voting power was lodged in the 
common,-' 'so-'that the .•mitrol rested 
v.'ith.the Am'<JrIcan Smelting and Re- 
fining COmptMty,"Or the seven (iuKgeii- 
helms. The" common stock oi ihe 
smelting company, which had been 
taken In the original exchange at $3B 
a share, went on a 7 per cent, basis 
and soared up to $150. 

■When Meyef Guggenheim died he 
knew his hopes had been fulfilied. 

The offlce of tho Guggenheim broth- 
ers Is at 71 Broadway, N"ew York. 
There, ranged against tiie wall of a 
long room, are seven desks, beffire 
them seven revolving chairs, and .seven 
telephones. x 

There are family pictures on the 
walls, and over the desk of Isaac, the 
eldest son, the picture of an old man, 
with long, flowing side whlfskers. 

The chair of Simon Is seldnm oe. u 
pled. Until recently Simon had eliame 
of the smelting works In Colmailo. 
Upon his election by the State Iakis- 
lature as United States Senator from 
Colorado, Simon announced his i. slg- 
natlon as an otlVclal from all con, ora- 
tions with which he wps coimei t. il. 
Simon Guggenheim has been cliargetl 
with buying the Senatorshlp. He ai- 
Unowledged financing the Kepubllcan 
tpaitv campaign, but as an evidence of 
Kood" faith, ho declared his severanee 
from corporations, so that he l^ilgln 
faithfully represent the people. 

Simon Guggenheim Is the only mem- 
ber of the family who has shown any 
political ambitions. All of the other 
sons apply themselves entirely to their 
various branches of business, each one 
displiiving tho same fortitude, applica- 
tion and adaptiiblllty as the father. 

Hefore he died, Meyer Guggenheim 
,r,ave $100,000 to the Jewish Hospital of 
Pliiladelphia. When a son was born 
to Simon Guggenheim he announced ii 
gift of $.".0,000 for a hall to bo connect- 
ed with tbc! Colorado School of Min.'s, 
at Golden. \ When Mr.- Guggenheim 
learned tliaV the faculty did not pos- 
.■=ess money \o furnish the hall, he gen- 
erously gavo\ an additional $50,000. 

.lust :is thi.^ sons have followed the 
exaniiile ,jf their father In business, so 
they havi' continued liis ))liilanthro- 
pies. Ami of all the iilillanthropists of 
llns conntrv Me\er Ciuggenhelm wtis 
known as among the most open-heart- 
ed and least ostentatious. 

In the development of the CoiiKO the 
brothers will take an active part. Al- 
though the details of tlieir intended 
oiieratlons bavi' been withheld, il is 
known aniong financiers 'that tl:e 
brolliers will bav.' cliarge of the work, 
and this means the (ievelopnieilt id' 
what is pndiably the richest country 
In gold and rubber in the world.

Without being .strikingly ori- 
ginal, Ills criticisms and contentions 
touch fundamental Issues and rest 
upon a full knowledge of ethical 
thought In the past as well as of re- 
cent discussions. One of the features 
of the book is Us fairmtndedness and 
moderation. Dr. Rashdall is generally 
at pains to do Justice to tho elements 
of truth contained In the theories he 
criticizes, oven in those which h<> most 
decisively rejects, it this rpiality is 
not always perceptible ill tho lemarks 
on' Mr. Bradley, who appe.irs tlirougli- 
out as the advoctitiis diaholi, - Dr. 
Rashdall makes honorable amends by 
repeated acknowledgments of his poui- 
lion !is "the most brilli.inl and original 
tliinker of our lime." 

The exposition begins witli a refuta- 
tion of psycholof^ical hedonism wbiidi 
moves on the ftimillar lines of liutler 
!ind Sidgwli'k. The intrsiiit of ideasiire 
Implies the r:.\lsteuee of dhdiiterested 
(ksire.s in the sal isfaetloii of which 
pleasure is found; to make pleasure 
the only i)Ossible object of desire is 
therefore ;i. hy.steron-protoroii. lint 
Dr. Rashdall does not deny that ploiis- 
use as such may become an object of 
pursuit, nor does ho find anything In- 
consistent In the Idea of desiring "a. 
stim of pleasure." It Is to bo noted 
also.'' tliat ha treats Green's doctrine 
that in every action the end sought Is 
"belC-Batlsfactlon" as Involving the 
same confusion as the hedonistic psy- 
chology — as. boihg, In fact, egoism 
Vvlthout hedonism. Tho chapter on 
hedonism Is followed by t\ criticism 



Sldgwlck. Sldgwlck's theory of duty 
h rationalistic — that Is to say, he ac- 
cepts certain Intuitions or ultimate 
judgmepts as the basis of ethical 
theory — the axlomis of Prudence, Ben- 
evolence and Equity— and in that way 
is able to supply utilitarianism with 
the logical Justification which Is not 
to be found in Mill. But he holds as 
lirmly as the older utilitarians to tlie 
view of pleasure as the only ultlmati:

Rashdall proceeds to include other 
elements, such as Intellectual and 
aesthetic culture, in his account of the 
Good. Here we are brought face to 
face with ultimate Judgments of value, 
about which, he says, argument Is im- 
possible. This is the truth, he Indi- 
cates, for which Intuitionism contend- 
ed, but he surrenders the old intuition- 
ism unre?srvedly to Sldgwlck's crltl- 
V ism.

1907 A RED LETTER YEAR 

Rioht to Vote Won by Women in 
Four Countries of Europe 

Women all over- the world are be- 
prinninp: to look upon ll^OT as a red let- 
tor year fee their- sex'. Their first not- 
able .step aliead this year 'was the 
grsntlnff of parllanneatary sutfrage to 
the women of Norway. Then Swaaish 
.■women were made eligible for munici- 
pal office; next came, the granting to 
the women of Deniyiarlc of the right 
to vote lor and serve as members of 
lioards of public charitlesi and' ' now 
tiie British parliament has just passed 
the bill making women eligible .is 
town and county councillors and al- 
dermen. 

".■IiX 1S83, .when the. coaaty councils 
Av^fe' instituted in Kngland, It was 
tliQiight that women were eligible, and 
three — ^Lady Margaret Sandhurst, Miss 
Jane .Cebden and Miss Cons — were 
elected .by tho voters of I-ondon. Ber- 
c£,foril Hope, who had been defeated 
by Lady Snndhtirst, contested the elec- 
ticr. on the ground that women were 
rot eligible. The litigation was pro- 
longed and nieaijii^hne the women were 
allowed to "serve. One of the duties 
assigned to Lady Sandhurst ■\viis the 
BUpcrviGlon of twenty-three infant 
asyluni.s. when Mr. Hope finally suc- 
ceeded in ousting her one of the lead- 
ing London dailies sarcastically re- 
marked: 

"It is to be hoped that the gentlo- 
iiian will finil himself etptal to mother- 
ing: all those babies."

'I'lio nioveinont toward iiopu- 
lar Industrial ediu^ation has hecii ;;ain- 
IliK strength steadily for nlan.^• years. 
In this .suite ten or a do:--.cn years a.^o 
schools with eleiiientari' and advanced 
technical courses were opened by tho 
le.xtilo iiuuiufacturers of New Bedford, 
Lowell and Fiill River, with the aid 
of the state and city. The textile 
school In Philadelphia dates back to 
tho same Impulse. So well worth 
whilo did the idea immediately prove 
itself to be that other places ami 
other lines of Industry began adopt- 
ing It without delay. In several south- 
ern cities manufacturers have estab- 
lished technical schools in order that 
ambitious young incn and women need 
no longer come north for their train- 
in;-.

The 
press Is improperly called a power in 
tiie .'State, because the press is, in some 
way, the sittte Itself. No govornmont, 
no ministry, no iiarlhimont could exist 
today against public sentiment and lhe| 
pi.-o|de'.s will; and where is one lo find 
the |jer, pile's wlW except In tlie nows- 
ij.ilii'r rc'iilm'.' Included with thin fact, 
tile cli.-i ract'-r, the temper, tho ways of 
modi ill joiirimlism get more elevated 
ami purified. As tlie .standard of 
Journallsiii rises, public aecounlaliillty 
Is more slrirlly observed, and the pro- 
tection of buslnoHs, political and so- 
ciety morality lies now In the complete 
exercise of piibllo opinion. 

"No journalist ignores tho fact that 
Ills only cHeiit Is the public. It 1.9 ne- 
cessary tluit tho paper itself should bo 
a bu.slnes.s and jiaylng ontm'prlse, hut

.should 111' free fi-mii all eommerciallsm. 
If 1 am lioiiorcii loiilght to Milch an 
extent, It mti.-U bo for that universality 
of tho journal. 
'I have been so long connected with 



journalism' that- 1: necessarily entertain 
tho highest notions about tho position 
of an editor; and 1 am thankful to tho 

providence who kept me for nearly lialt 
a century In close contact with tho 
marvellous strides that Canada was 
called to cover. Far from mo ho the 
Idea of subncrlblng to the. jdcasant ro- 
nutnco imagined around my career by 
such a tried and true friend as .Senator 
David, and hy ihut (.I'cinondous veteran, 
Mr. George Ham, whose nanio is not 
ony continental, but cosmopolitan. My 
share as represented by »them, has no 
reality but their kindness, of heart and 
their desire to p'ufhse -In 0. good-.llght 
before the public"..' , 'But," lf-'il-.arii-,:5tl0t.|'.', 
obliged to scrutlnlzo their acciiracy,' I 
cannot hel]) admiring tho elnt|ucnt ar- 
tifices whicli give a color to this din- 
ner. My luck was to enter journalism 
at tho daybreak of the great Cartler, 
who proto ted me like a father. ,l''rom 
him I received a rule of conduct which 
was tho criterion of my life, and to 
tho obsorvanco of which I owe the 
presence tonight of so many brilliant 
and important English representative 
men. 

'■\Vhon tho Confederittlon scln-me 
sprang so suddenly upon tho public of 
186.1, there was amongst tho French 
oloment, that is, the minority of this 
country, a moment of national hesita- 
tion and stupor. It was with a great 
torture of heart that Cartler saw some 
of his friends that he lovinl and ad- 
mired abandon his flag. By referring 
yesterday to 'La MiiK-rve' m' tliat \ear, 
I was happy to read over again some 
remarks written from ids own dicta- 
tion, which went to say, tl abbreviate 
the text), that French-Canadians had 
no right to stand .as a barrier In the 
legitimate development of a British 
dolony, that our mind sliould grow 
with the growing of tho country, and 
that it would be wisdom on our part 
to seek, not to repel, the hand of fel- 
lowship tendered to us by the respect- 
ublo public opinion of tho Engllsh- 
siieakliig population; that we would 
find within the majority, honest and 
faitlH'ul allies, ready to grant toleration 
for toleration, and frhmdslilp for 
frendslii]!. 'i'lio only merit I claim is, 
then, to have fired Ijy a, miu-e, accident, 
the first gun In favor of Confederation. 
Fate afforded mo tlie same chance for 
tho construction of tho intercolonial, 
tho Canadian Pacific, and Grand 
Trunk Pacific and tho Northern Colo- 
nization railways, for tho improvement 
of our inland navigation, for the un- 
dertaking of tho Oeorglan Bay Canal, 
and, last, but not le'ast, for a system 
of protective tariff. I do not claim in 
all this tho fussing about efficiency of 
the fly of tho coach, but only tlie hum- 
ble price of earliness. A man must 
carry a very big baggage. Indeed, If he 
cannot claim the merit of his good 
will. 

T may add to my remarks that Jour- 
nalism was not always what It is to- 
day. It took a very long time for the 
tuitions to understand its nature. Tho 
l.ong Parliament of 1GI3, and the pow- 
erful Cromwell had proJiibited news- 
papers, which, althougli tolerated later, 
never enjoyed full liberty before the 
accession of Queen Victoria to the 
throne. They were taxed six and seven 
cents the pound, and one shilling for 
each ttdvertlsement. Tho great Daniel 
Defoe, tl'.e author of 'Robinson Crusoe," 
was condemned to the pillory for a 
slmplt! editorial, and tho poet ..Milton 
consented to turn a journalist only 
to vont hia Indignation against tho unr 
fair treatment bestowed on newspap- 
ers." 

Mr. Dansereau wa.s loudly cheered 
when he concluded his address. 

In proposing tho toast to 'The Pre.s.s,' 
the Hon. W. A.. \'\!VBlr. remarked thtit 
he also vfa^a a jQumiUaJ;ln, earlier days, 
and referred' td ^TireSws.' ■ Prbvencher, 
Blenvonu, Boaugratlci; 'VVHIte, Penn> 
and Dougall, and he" congratulated Mr. 
Dansereau for havln'g reinnined In a 
calling in whhdi his brilliant talents 
found ample scope. The Minister of 
Public Works then wmit on to iiralse 
the work of the Canadian jiress, which 
should be jiroud to record such names 
as those of ,Slr 'Wilfrid r,aurler, the 
Hon. L. O. David, tho Hon. W. K. 
Fitdding. tho Jfon. George P. Graham, 
tho Hon. rtodolpho Lemleux, the Hon. 
Mr. Brodour; Mr. Charles Mafcll, ;ind 
so many others. 

The nation, ho said, owed a debt of 
gratitude to Canadian journalism, and 
to French-Canadian Journalism in jiar- 
ticular, for work, done on behalf of tho 
country's progress. He congratultited 
the Montreal press for Its moderation 
in general. I'nfortunately this could 
not bo said of the province generally, 
though .lourmilists, owing to their pow- 
er, should restiect their adversaries antl 
nght them lo\-all.\-, a.s calumny and ap- 
peals to prejudices could oiil.v be detri- 
mental lo the best Interests of the na.- 
tion. 

Speaking to the same toast, Mr. L. T. 
Marechal, K. C, brielly referred to tho 
noble mission of those who are called 
upon to direct and form public opinion. 

Tlie Hon. J. Israel Tarte, in reidving 
(O this toast, allude, 1 to tin' Imptu-'tant 
part which the pi-ess is calieil upon to 
play in tlio history of the countrv, and 
ho declared it was its duty to work In 
harmony for the general progress, h av- 
ing aaldo party hatreds In the discus- 
elon of great natlon.il auestlons. 

Mr. R. S. While al.«o replied brieny 
to this toast.

Cote, on behalf of those i)resent pre- 
sented Mr. Dansereau with an oak ease 
contiilning pen. Inkstand, scissors, pen- 
ells, mucliago pot, etc., expressing the 
hopo that ho would be spared for many 
years to use them in the direction of 
the Presse.

TO REFORM THE 
HOUSE OF LORDS 



Donald MacMaster, K. C, 
Would Mend lt,;But Not 
/ End It ■> 



The recent s|)eecn of the Right Hon. 
Sir Henry (.•amiiliell-Haiinennan, In 
which lu^ declar«Ml that the time liad 
arrived to leforiu the House of Lords, 
has causiHl a stir in Uritisli political 
circles. In discussing this maiter, :Mr. 
Donald Macmtistor, IC. C., said it was 
certain that a movement towards 'end- 
ing or mending' the Uiiper House 
would ultimately triumph, says tlie 
Montreal ^VItness. 

•f cannot believe,' said Mr. Macnias- 
ter, 'that Sir Henry ( lampbi-H-lJanner- 
man said he would bring tlo House of 
Lords 10 sackcloth and asites. Tliat 
would be too vain a boast, oven for 
tho Prlmo Minister. Bei3lde<i, his pr<?- 
vlotis profession was to regulate tho 
relations between the tv,-o House.s so 
as more effectually to gio e\])r(-ssiou 
in legislation to the will if tie- people, 
but the w;iy he proposed invoi"f.-d the 
absohito destruction of tli.' Keeond 
Chamber. It was, la effect this: 'I'hat 
when a bill was once p.-issii.l by the 
(.'ommons it would be scut forward to 
tho Dords, and if tii -y rejected :t, it 
might be sent forwarii again, ami if 
not accepted by the Dirds after con 
ferences, it bocaim; tlie law id' the hiiid 
without further cerem in.', at the eiul 
of tho then oxisting par'.iamont. Any 
measure by this method c-mld be 
luissod In tlmo and Iho offset of the 
pro|iosed legislation would lo re- 
duce the House i,( f.oi-ds to a i-ondition ) 
of iiiipotencN-. Tile \i, hole sciieiiie w.is | 
turned into utter rldlcuU; by .Mr. 11;: 1- j 
four and the Earl of Eosobery. j 
'I don't bollevo that tho Britlsli fi(>o- ] 
pie will over dl.spenso with a Second j 
(Jhamber. I believe they regard it us i 
Indlspensablo to tho working out of | 
British Institutions, and I do not thitik 
there is any strong sentiment in the 
country in ftivor of either doing away 
with or reducing the Hmise of 1-ords 
to the position of a mere stamp to re- 
cord the will of the House of Commons. 
There is, however, a v»;r.v strong feel- 
ing in the country that tho House of 
Lords might bo improved, and there is 
not lacking a similar feeling that e^■en 
tho House of Commons is open to 
Improvement. The amendment or im- 
liro\ oment in tlie Houso of Lords gen- 
erally suggosted Is the giving to it of 
a more representative .character, of a 
sort of ri>-creatlng the House by selec- 
tion by the Peers themselves oi' a cer- 
tain number most fitted to discharge 
the duties of legisltitors, and commit- 
ting to the number so selected the en- 
tire resiionslbility for the rindslon of 
the measures passed through the Com- 
mons. This Is tho phm adoiited In the 
selection of tho Scottish rcjiresent.-itl ve 
I'eers for each parliament, tind of the I 
Irish representative Peers for life. 
Lord Xewton introduced an elaborate i 
scheme vdth that object In view. 'J'he 
I':arl of Rosebory favors the general 
scheme of selection indicated nbovo. 
The committee has been appointed by 
the Lords themselves upon motion of 
the ]';arl of ("tiwdon, loohlng to an Im- 
provement In tho constitution of the 
Chamber on these linen, with the Earl 
of Rosebory ;is clialrnian.' 

'J believe that the result will be an 
Improved Houso of Lords through the 
action of tho J.ords themselves. Hut 
no nie;isui-e emanating from the C(un- 
m.jiis looking to the destruction of tlie 
Lords as a legislative chamber -will 
ever puss the House of Lords. Xotli- 
Ing short of a revolution could ;ic- 
compllsh that object. While the con- 
stitution of the present House is not 
all that it should be, It must be re- 
mombered that tho decisions of that 
House are determined by less than a 
hundred of Its loading members, and 
that this liundrod members of the 
House of Lords will boar very fair 
compari.son with tho leading hundred 
members of the House of Commons 
Tho dob;ites of the Lords are of -i 
dlstinctlv higher order than those of 
the ( omm.ms. It is .somewhat re- 
markable If tho Prime Minister pro- 
poses to bring tlie Lords to sackcloth

Also, by 
its inagnillceiice and beauty the struc- 
turo will deeply impress those disting- 
uisheil visitors from the old Worbl 
who liii\e tile lioiior of being specially 
recei\-eii by the Cliief l':xecutive. 

C)fficiaily this m-w private .station 
will lie known as the I'^xecutive .Annex, 
and it will consist of an entire whig 
of the nc^v union railway station, 
which covers more ground than any 
ot'ner building in America and is the 
biggest station In tho world. Built of 
white marble. It will bo uncommonly 
beautiful. But its distincUvo and most 
conspicuous architectural feature Is 
tho Prealdentiiir wing, which compris- 
es a superb entrunee for carriages, a 
\-;ist state reception I'ooni, ii private 
room I'or the <;iiief .Magistrate, and sc- 
\-eral other apa rl ineiit s. 

Tills \viiig, when not in use by the 
I>residenl, will be closed against all 
visitors. It will be thrown open, how- 
ever, on order from tlie White House 
to receive foreign dignitaries calling 
at Washington, as well as important 
officials of our own go\-ernnicnt, who 
will pass through It on arriving and 
departing from Washington, They, 
however, will use the entrances open- 
ing upon a «tortico on tho east side. 
Tho pre.sldent's entrance will be rc- 
.served for lilm and lil.s suite. 

The president's entrance Is a superb 
archway of marhle tiiirty feet In 
width. On diseinliarliing from his car- 
riage beneath it, the foremost citizen 
of tlie nation will step Into a \estibiile 
of noble proiiorlioiiK — of the same 
width as Hie archway and twenty feet 
in doptli. in this vestibule Hie pci- 
Hon.s who accompany him will be wait- 
ed upon by trained attendants, while 
the president himself will seek privacy 
in a room set apart for his exclusive 
UBo'pn the right hand adjoining. 

The president's room, as it is called, 
will bo ni.ost beautifully and luxuri- 
ously furnished. Costly Oriental rugs 
win cover the floor; tho celling will 
bo dono in gold and color: and the 
walls will be iiaiielled in lilue silk. In 
tho middje will be a table suitable for 
writing, provided with a solid silver 
inkstand and oilier ;ipp,nrti.iianees to 
match— tills and ;ill the other articles 
nf furniture iioing of nialiogany. All 
nf this luxury will not cost the Chief 
I'^xeciilive 11 penny, hut will be jiaid 
for out of tile |)ockets of tho railroad 
conipanios. 

If Hie I'liiijieror of Ci rniany, or even 
the I'rincc of Wales, should visit Hie 
t.^nit'id Stales, lie would neci-ssarily go 
to ■Wasliiiigtoii, and the President 
(though content to receive minor rov- 
altles at the White House) would feel 
obliged to meet the august guest .it 
tho railroad depot For such emergen- 
cies Is provided the State Reception 
Room, already mentioned, into which 
tho vestibule open.s. Thanks to an 
arrangement conveniently made for 
tlio pnrpo.sc, the president c.-in step di- 
rectly out of his private room into this 
great apartincnt. which is seventy 
leet long by tliirty feet in widtli. 

At the furllicr end of the Sl,ate Rc- 
ceptlon nooiii Is another vestlliule, 
which Is called the Tlooni of Arrivals. 
Here it is thai for.-ign dignitaHes. or 
j)rlvlli'gr.d officials. oii dlsemharlcing 
from the trains, fi.-si find t;ieiii..:el\-cs 
'JMiey are at once relieved of all an- 
xiety about wraps and baggage by 
olisequloiis attendants, and if a formal 
nx'eption is to be given tlu'iii thev an;, 
prcHOntly ushered Into tlie great 'state 
apartment. Otherwise they make their 
way out upon the portico of the dig- 
nitaries, .where carriages are In wait- 
ing.
